The  Patents  and  Designs  Act,  1907,  is  described  by  Mr. 

He  con- 
siders that  there  are  some  admirable  features  in  the  Act,  and 
explains  them. 

We  discuss  the  market  position  of  camphor,  which  is  now 
much  cheaper  consequent  on  more  abundant  supplies,  and 
probable  alarm  about  synthetic  camphor  displacing  the 
natural  (p.  473). 

Adulteration  of  oil  of  bergamot  with  ethyl  esters  is  not 
new,  but  Dr.  Salvatore  Gulli  now  reports  the  detection  of 
terpene  acetate  and  benzoic  acid,  and  gives  analytical  par- 
ticulars in  an  article  on  p.  475. 

Mr.  Octavius  C.  Beale  has  reported  to  the  Australian 
Government  on  "  patents."  The  nature  of  his  opinions  is 
indicated  by  one  remark — viz.,  '*  nine  out  of  ten  patent  medi- 
cines are  frauds  or  poisons  "  (p.  462). 

Otto  of  Rose  this  year  is  in  a  peculiar  condition.  Our 
correspondent  in  Bulgaria  predicted  two  months  ago  that  the 
inflated  prices  would  be  sure  to  encourage  sophistication. 
Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  reports  on  samples  of  this  season's  otto, 
showing  that  much  of  it  is  being  ingeuiously  sophisticated 
with  a  specially  made  geraniol  (p.  475). 

Linseed,  Liquorice,  and  Chlorodyne  Lozenges  were 
severely  condemned  by  Sir  James  Crichton-Browne  in  his 
presidential  address  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors'  Conference, 
and  their  indiscriminate  sale  deplored  (p.  459).  His  remarks 
may  lead  to  action  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  so  we  discuss  the 
legal  aspects  of  the  matter  in  an  article  on  p.  472. 

The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  occupies  several 
pages  in  this  issue,  beginning  on  p.  479.  We  have  selected 
from  our  reporter's  notes  those  matters  chiefly  which  are  of 
general  interest,  including  a  number  of  useful  formula?  and 
terse  abstracts  of  the  scientific  communications.  It  was  an- 
nounced that  Dr.  F.  B.  Power  and  Mr.  Frank  Tutin  have  been 
awarded  the  Ebert  Prize  (p.  482). 

The  Buying  Section  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and 
Chemical  Society  is  causing  trouble  within  the  Society. 
Counsel's  opinion  is  that  each  member  of  the  Society  is  liable 
for  debts  incurred  by  the  Section,  and  as  more  than  twenty 
persons  are  engaged  in  this  matter  the  concern  should  be 
registered  as  a  company.  We  report  fully  a  meeting  at  which 
the  whole  matter  was  discussed  (p.  477). 

The  most  important  alteration  on  the  markets  is  a  reduction 
in  English  and  German  refined  camphor.  Japanese  refined, 
on  the  other  hand,  is  higher.  Strychnine  has  been  advanced 
by  English  and  German  makers,  mix  vomica  being  excessively 
scarce.  Antimony  is  higher.  Shellac  and  Madras  turmeric 
and  menthol  are  firmer.  Cascara  (spot),  lycopodium,  tartaric 
acid,  soda  and  potash  prussiate  are  easier.  Copper  sulphate, 
I  chamomiles  and  spearmint  oil  are  lower  (p.  482).

Analytical  Tournament. 

In  accordance  with  the  practice  of  former  sessions,  we 
•offer  special  prizes  of  books,  as  detailed  below,  and  also 
■certificates,  for  the  best  series  of  reports  submitted  during 
the  ensuing  winter  session  on  the  exercises  set  for  the  six 
months  November  1907  to  April  1908  inclusive.  Some  of 
the  exercises  will  be  the  familiar  qualitative  analyses  of 
mixtures  consisting  of  not  more  than  three  salts,  but  on  two 
occasions  during  the  winter  we  shall  vary  these  exercises  by 
submitting  others  of  a  different  kind.  On  these  two  occa- 
sions we  propose  to  ask  our  correspondents  first  to  prepare 
the  materials  for,  and  to  carry  out,  certain  simple  chemical 
operations,  and  then,  in  their  reports,  to  describe  the  pheno- 
mena which  they  observe,  to  give  an  account  of  the  chemical 
changes  which  take  place,  and  to  mention  any  bearings 
which  the  observed  phenomena  may  have  on  the  practice 
of  qualitative  analysis. 

The  tournament  prizes  will  be  awarded  to  the  students 
who  obtain  the  highest  aggregates  of  marks  for  their  reports 
upon  the  whole  six  exercises.  They  are  open  for  competi- 
tion to  all  pharmaceutical  students  who  have  not  passed  the 
Major  examination  in  Great  Britain  or  the  Licence  examina- 
tion in  Ireland,  with  the  exception  that  previous  tournament 
prize-winners  are  disqualified  from  again  taking  a  tourna- 
ment prize,  unless  it  be  a  superior  one  to  that  already  gained. 
Besides  the  tournament  prizes,  the  usual  first  and  second 
prizes  of  books  will  be  awarded  monthly  as  hitherto,  viz.  : 
First  Prize. — Books  to  the  value  of  10s.  or  thereabouts. 
Second  1'rizc. — Books  to  the  value  of  5s.  or  thereabouts.

Qualitative  Analysis  for  Junior  Students. 

A  mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The 
mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occurring 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted  to  a 
thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents  are 
to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances 
detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
September  24,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  fol- 
lowing day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
October  5.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  the  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Notice. — The  prizes  for  the  above  analysis  will 
be  awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are  pre- 
paring for  the  Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must 
be  attested  on  their  reports.  Others  may  obtain  specimens 
of  the  mixture  of  salts,  and  their  reports  will  be  separately 
adjudicated,  but  they  will  be  regarded  as  hors  concours. 


Brevities. 

The  premises  of  Mr.  W.  Baker,  chemist  and  druggist,  at 
150  Chingford  Road,  Walthamstow,  were  the  scene  of  a 
serious  fire  on  September  13,  damage  being  done  to  the 

extent  of  about  600/. 

The  premises  of  Mr.  Thomas  Newsham,  druggist.  Moor 
Lane,  Preston,  were  the  scene  of  a  serious  fire  on  Sunday. 
A  quantity  of  petrol  became  ignited,  and  before  the  flames 
could  be  subdued  damage  estimated  at  500/.  had  been  done. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  informed  the  Metro- 
politan Asylums  Board  that  they  are  not  prepared  to 
authorise  an  expenditure  of  more  than  6,500/.  for  the  pro- 
vision of  a  central  laboratory  for  the  preparation  of 
antitoxin  serum  and  for  bacteriological  work. 

The  members  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  Sheffield  Work- 
house Infirmary  have  resigned,  owing  to  certain  grievances 
with  the  Hospital  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Guardians 
in  regard  to  the  position  of  the  resident  medical  officer.  The 
Local  Government  Board  are  to  send  an  inspector  to  investi- 
gate affairs. 

At  Marylebone  Police  Court  on  September  16,  Richard 
Hughes,  chemist  and  druggist,  Harrow  Road,  W.,  was  fined 
15s.  and  4.s.  costs  for  employing  a  boy  under  fourteen  years 
of  age  after  9  p.m.,  in  contravention  of  the  Employment  of 
Children  Act,  1903,  and  for  more  than  two  hours  during  a 
school  week,  contrary  to  the  London  County  Council  by- 
laws. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Lambeth  on  September  13,  it  was 
stated  that  the  deceased,  the  wife  of  a  dairyman,  had  been 
in  the  habit  of  drinking  methylated  spirit.  The  Coroner's 
officer  ascertained  that  at  two  shops  in  the  neighbourhood 
the  woman  had  spent  about  Is.  Zd.  a  week  on  the  spirit. 
She  died  suddenly  from  heart-disease,  the  organs  indicating 
symptoms  of  alcoholic  poisoning. 

A  proposal  by  the  Astronomical  and  Scientific  Society  of 
Hampstead  to  erect  an  observatory  on  the  summit  of  Hamp- 
stead  Heath  is  being  opposed  by  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Barratt 
(chairman  of  A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd.),  whose  fine  house  is 
almost  opposite  the  proposed  site.  Mr.  Barratt  holds  that 
the  erection  of  a  building  on  the  Heath  "can  only  be 
characterised  as  an  act  of  pillaging  public  property  for 
private  purposes." 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee 
of  the  Mansfield  Town  Council  a  letter  was  read  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Mansfield  Traders'  Association  enclosing 
a  list  of  shopkeepers  in  the  borough  whose  premises  were 
kept  open  on  Sundays.  The  committee  decided  to  forward 
the  list  to  the  police  and  request  them  to  take  proceedings 
in  the  matter.  The  committee  also  resolved  that  ice-cream 
vendors  and  chemists  should  be  added  to  the  list. 

Government  Medical  Matters. 
The  Board  of  Education  have  decided  to  establish  a  Medi- 
cal Department  to  advise  and  assist  in  regard  to  the  medical 
inspection  of  school-children  in  England  and  Wales,  and 
have  appointed  Dr.  George  Newman,  F.R.S.E.  (M.O.H. 
for  Finsbury).  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Board",  and  Dr. 
Alfred  Eichholz  as  one  of  the  Department.  The  President 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  has,  under  the  grant  voted 
by  Parliament  in  aid  of  scientific  investigation  concerning 
the  causes  and  processes  of  disease,  authorised  the  following 
researches  : 

1.  Further  study  by  Dr.  Sidney  Martin,  F.R.S.,  of  the 
chemical  products  of  pathogenic  bacteria.  , 

2.  Bacteriological  investigation  by  Dr.  F.  W.  Andrewes  ot 
the  air  of  sewers  and  drains.  .  . 

3.  Observation  by  Dr.  W.  G.  Savage  of  the  bacteriology 
of  "garget"  and  maladies  of  the  udder  or  teats  of  milcn 
cows,  and  of  possible  relation  of  sore  throat  in  the  human 
subject  to  pathological  conditions  of  the  udder  and  tea  s  01 
these  animals.  Also  investigation  by  him  of  paratyphoid 
fever  and  its  microbic  cause.  1  t  T 

4.  Joint  investigation  by  Drs.  M.  H.  Gordon  and  l.  J- 
Horder  of  the  life  processes  of  the  meningococcus,  mia  a 
view  to  means  of  combating  cerebro-spinal  fever.

The  first  three  clubs  mentioned  have  finished  their  engage- 
ments, so  that  their  positions  will  be  the  same  whatever 
happens.

Although  late  in  the  season,  a  trial  match  was 
played  between  works  and  warehouse  last  Saturday.  Good 
form  was  shown  by  both  sides,  and  the  works  won  eventually 
by  about  eighty  runs. 


Midland  Notes. 

The  living-in  system  had  a  field  day  in  .Birmingham 
at  the  Trades  Council  meeting  last  week.  One  speaker 
said  "in  the  old  days  the  apprentice  lived  with  his  em- 
ployer, was  brought  up  in  the  bosom  of  his  family,  married 
the  employer's  daughter,  and  eventually  succeeded  to  the 
business."  Another  speaker  likened  the  system  to  the 
Chinese  compounds  in  South  Africa.  A  "Mail"  inter- 
viewer called  on  several  leading  tradesmen  concerning  the 
strong  remarks,  and  learnt  that  all  were  of  opinion  that  the 
statements  made  were  grossly  exaggerated. 

Mr.  Thomas  Barclay,  J. P.,  figured  in  the  "  I  Remem- 
ber "  column  of  the  "  Birmingham  Gazette  and  Express" 
of  September  14,  contributing  to  our  contemporary  an 
article  on  "  How  the  Collection  of  the  Queen's  Taxes  was 
Performed."  This  recalls  an  incident  which  has  been 
already  told  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Mr.  Bar- 
clay's appointment  in  1874  as  a  collector  of  the  said  taxes. 
He  was  much  surprised  at  being  pitchforked  into  this 
position,  but  he  found  that  the  law  as  it  stood  at  the  time 
gave  him  no  option  in  the  matter.  He  set  himself  to  have 
the  law  reformed,  and  after  five  years'  agitation  he  suc- 
ceeded, the  Customs  and  Revenue  Act  of  1879  enacting 
that  it  is  not  to  be  compulsory  on  any  person  to  accept  the 
office  of  collector. 

Coroner  and  Headache-Powders. 

On  September  18,  Dr.  Wynn  Westcott,  the  Coroner  for 
North-East  London,  inquired  into  the  death  of  a  woman 
named  Earl,  of  Stoke  Newington,  who  was  shown  to  have 
had  coma  and  died  after  taking  a  proprietary  headache 
powder.  Dr.  Morcom  Harries  said  in  this  particular  case 
death  was  due  to  apoplexy,  and  he  did  not  think  the 
powder  had  anything  to  do  with  it.  He  had  examined 
the  powders,  and  in  his  opinion  they  were  badly  dispensed. 
The  quantities  varied  one  or  two  grains,  as  if  they  had  been 
put  up  by  measure  or  guess.  The  Coroner  said  it  was  very 
unwise  for  people  to  take  drugs  of  which  they  knew  nothing. 
The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  Natural  Death." 

The  Soap  War. 
In  addition  to  the  six  firms  mentioned  last  week 
(C.  <£•  D.,  September  14,  p.  429)  as  having  reduced  the  price 
or  increased  the  weight  of  their  household  soaps,  four  others 
have  followed  suit.  They  are  Price's  Patent  Candle  Co., 
Ltd.,  of  Battersea,  Gerard  Bros.,  Ltd.,  of  Nottingham, 
Richard  Wheen  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  of  Deptford  Creek,  and 
Kynoch,  Ltd.,  of  Birmingham.  But  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd., 
of  Port  Sunlight,  stand  firm.  They  have  issued  a  circular 
intimating  that  no  reduction  in  the  price  of  Sunlight  soap 
can  take  place.  "With  reference  to  the  mania  for  reduc- 
ing the  price  of  soap,"  continues  the  circular,  "at  a  time 
when  the  market  prices  for  raw  materials  give  no  justifica- 
tion for  the  same,  it  is  obvious  that  only  one  result  can 
follow — a  gradual  reduction  in  the  purity  and  quality  of 
soaps  to  suit  the  lower  range  of  prices." 

"Narcomaniac"  Lozenges. 
Sir  James  Criehton-Browne,  as  President  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors'  Association,  at  the  annual  Conference  held  at 
Llandudno  on  September  17,  in  the  course  of  his  address 
pictured  in  lurid  terms  the  harm  done  by  "young  girls  in 
manufacturing  towns "  trying  to  keep  thin  and  refined- 
looking  by  drinking  vinegar,  eating  lemons,  raw  rice,  and 
starch.    Then  he  went  on  to  say  : 

A  food  habit  more  dangerous  than  the  occasional  con- 
sumption of  alcohol  is  the  surreptitious  consumption  of 
drugs.  There  is  an  extensive  and  extending  trade  now 
being  carried  on  in  certain  parts  of  this  country  in  lozenges 
which  contain  a  drug  which  ought  never  to  be  taken 
without  medical  advice,  and  which  must  be  pernicious  if 
taken  habitually  or  in  excess.  These  lozenges.  I  believe,  are 
largely  consumed,  not  for  their  medical,  but  for  their  in- 
toxicating properties.  Called  linseed,  liquorice,  and 
chlorodyne  lozenges,  they  are  manufactured  by  different 
firms,  and  sold  under  fancy  names.  Through  the  kindness 
of  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  of  London.  I  have  had  three  samples  of 
lozenges  of  different  brands  and  of  jujubes  analysed,  and  all 
of  them  were  found  to  contain  chloroform  ;  the  lozenges  con- 
tained amounts  ranging  from  0.58  grain  of  chloroform  to 
each  lozenge  up  to  0.81  grain,  and  the  jujubes  contained  0.15 
grain.  According  to  another  analysis,  chlorodyne  lozenges 
sold  in  Liverpool  contained  from  2.1  per  cent,  to  2.9  per  cent, 
of  chloroform.  It  was  said  that  the  chloroform  allayed  coughs, 
but  it  could  not  alleviate  cough  without  at  the  same  time 
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acting  on  the  brain,  and  there  its  deleterious  effects  would 
be  manifested  when  it  is  taken  to  excess.  It  is  clearly  from 
their  effects  on  the  brain  that  the  votaries  of  the  linseed, 
liquorice,  and  chlorodyne  lozenges  who  had  no  cough,  con- 
sumed them.  They  had  discovered  the  arsesthetic  pro- 
perties of  the  lozenges,  and  were  indulging  a  vicious  taste. 
They  are  on  the  verge  of  "narcomania."  More  than  the 
minimum  dose  of  chloroform  is  contained  in  two  of  these 
lozenges,  while  six  times  the  maximum  is  contained  in  100 
lozenges  of  the  strongest  kind.  I  am  assured  that  as  many 
as  100  are  sometimes  consumed  by  one  woman  in  a  day. 
Recently  I  bought  at  two  small  confectioners'  shops  1  lb. 
at  a  time,  equal  to  216  lozenges.  I  was  therefore  supplied 
with  nearly  2  fl.  dr.  of  chloroform  in  connection  with  the 
other  ingredients  of  the  lozenges,  and  no  questions  asked. 
The  indiscriminate  sale  of  these  sweetmeats  should  be  put  a 
stop  to,  and  I  cannot  but  think  that  the  trade  in  them  is 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  It  had 
been  said  that  the  law  did  not  concern  itself  with  trifles, 
and  that  the  quantity  of  chloroform  contained  in  such 
lozenges  was  trifling.  True,  but  the  lozenges  were  sold  not 
singly,  but  in  numbers. 

Mr.  W.  Clarke  Saunders,  of  the  Confectioners'  Union, 
replying  to  Sir  James's  strictures,  alleged  that  linseed, 
liquorice,  and  chlorodyne  lozenges  are  entirely  innocent  of 
any  drug  of  the  nature  of  chloroform.  "  The  alleged 
chlorodyne,"  said  Mr.  Saunders  to  an  interviewer,  "is 
merely  a  flavouring  and  is  harmless."  A  "  Daily  Graphic  " 
representative  interviewed  a  director  of  Meggeson  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  the  well-known  medicated-lozenge  manufacturers  on 
the  subject.  The  director  said  there  was  an  immense  sale 
for  these  lozenges  in  sweet-shops  all  over  the  country,  and 
the  indiscriminate  sale  was  undoubtedly  a  danger  to  the 
public.  The  reason  why  confectioners  had  the  sale  of  so 
dangerous  a  commodity  was  probably  due  to  the  fact,  the 
director  explained,  that  there  is  no  recognised  formula  for 
chlorodyne.  He  pointed  out  that  qualified  chemists  sell 
linseed,  liquorice,  and  chlorodyne  lozenges  containing 
linseed  mucilage,  extract  of  liquorice,  and  chlorodyne;  but 
the  small  shopkeeper  sells  an  imitation  which  contains  no 
chlorodyne  but  a  small  quantity  of  chloroform.  But  as 
chloroform  is  a  scheduled  poison,  the  sale  of  even  these 
lozenges  should  be  confined  to  qualified  chemists. 

The  "Week's  Poisonings. 
Eight  deaths  were  caused  during  the  past  week  by  four 
scheduled  and  two  unscheduled  poisons.  All  but  two  were 
suicides,  and  the  poisons  employed  were  carbolic  acid  (2), 
oxalic  acid  (2),  hydrochloric  acid  (2),  laudanum,  and  acetic 
acid.  One  misadventure  occurred  at  Canning  Town.  The 
victim,  Charles  Duncan  McMurchy,  put  a  bottle  of  carbolic 
acid  in  his  trousers  pocket,  and  in  going  home  on  the  'bus  the 
bottle  broke,  the  acid  was  absorbed  through  the  skin,  and 
the  man  died  from  carbolic-acid  poisoning. — Margaret 
Thornhill  (23),  of  Hull,  poisoned  herself  with  carbolic  acid 
while  recovering  from  jaundice. — A  Battersea  girl,  Linda 
May  Buckingham  West  (20),  poisoned  herself  with  hydro- 
chloric acid  on  account  of  a  love  affair. — Frances  Bond  (40) , 
of  Somers  Town,  also  took  hydrochloric  acid. — At  Hull 
Infirmary  Ann  Ram  (74)  died  from  laudanum-poisoning. — 
Oxalic  acid  was  taken,  with  intent  to  suicide  in  each  case, 
by  Elizabeth  Clark  (27),  of  Lewisham,  and  by  Winifred 
Stanley  (23),  of  Bearwood,  Birmingham. — John  Garrens,  of 
North  Ormesby,  accidentally  drank  acetic  acid  for  vinegar 
and  died.

At  Lisburn  Petty  Sessions  last  week,  Sergeant  Fee 
charged  George  Beckett,  of  Castle  Street,  Lisburn,  de- 
scribed as  a  dentist,  with  having  on  August  2  stolen  a  gold 
chain  and  silver  box,  containing  21.  10s.  in  gold,  the  property 
of  Charles  F.  Cameron,  also  described  as  a  dentist,  of 
Castle  Street,  Lisburn.  Beckett  charged  Cameron  with 
assault,  and  Cameron  and  a  man  named  Kerrill  charged 


Beckett  with  assault,  while  another  man  named  Victor 
Burnett  charged  Beckett  with  using  threats.  After  hearing 
the  evidence,  the  Chairman  of  the  Bench  said  that  the 
Magistrates  could  not  rely  on  it,  and  they  dismissed  all  the 
cases.

Drugs  in  Glamorgan. 
The  inspectors  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  i 
Glamorganshire  seem  to  have  made  quite  a  raid  upon 
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chemists  and  druggists  during  the  past  quarter.  Mr.  C.  A. 
Seyler,  the  county  analyst,  had  had  submitted  to  him 
/twenty  samples  of  drugs,  or  five  times  the  usual  number, 
-but  it  is  satisfactory  to  learn  that  they  were  nearly  all  of 
good  quality.  None  of  the  samples  of  citric  or  tartaric 
.acid  contained  more  than  a  trace  of  lead  ;  while  of  the 
-samples  of  cream  of  tartar  only  one  contained  0.4  grain. 
This,  however,  he  says,  is  beyond  the  quantity  which 
.-should  be  present  in  a  good  commercial  article. 

The  Window-blind. 

The  Newport  Corporation  have  resolved  to  put  in  force  a 
.by-law  under  which  shopkeepers  are  required  to  raise  their 
window-blinds  from  7  ft.  to  8  ft.  from  the  ground.  At  the 
•Council  meeting  it  was  complained  that  this  would  mean 
ruin  to  some  of  the  tradesmen  because  the  8  ft.  blinds  did 
mot  keep  the  rain  off ;  but  the  Town  Clerk  said  the  by-law 
would  be  enforced  with  discretion. 

Successful  Rat-killing. 
The  Glamorgan  Chamber  of  Agriculture  have  caused  ex- 
periments to  be  made  at  three  different  places  to  test  the 
claims  put  forward  by  the  Ratin  Laboratory,  London,  with 
vregard  to  a  new  bacteriological  preparation  as  an  absolutely 
effective  means  for  destroying  rats.  The  experiments  are 
stated  to  have  been  very  satisfactory,  all  three  places, 
though  heavily  infested  with  rats,  being  now  quite  free  from 
the  vermin. 

Not  Yet. 

The  Barry  District  Council  are  evidently  not  to  be  rushed 
rinto  the  adoption  of  the  scheme  for  the  development  of  the 
town  as  a  seaside  resort,  and  have  decided  to  defer  the 
improvements  until  they  have  acquired  the  rights  offered 
some  time  ago  by  the  Earl  of  Plymouth.

Sunday  Closing. — In  the  littoral  of  Nice  and  Cannes 
the  pharmacists  have  agreed  to  introduce  Sunday  closing  by 
rotation  during  the  summer,  or  "off"  season.  At  Cannes 
the  pharmacies  will  be  closed  from  Saturday  night  until 
Monday  morning,  and  at  Nice  from  Sunday  mid-day  until 
Monday  morning. 

Obituary. — The  death  is  announced  of  M.  Paul 
'Chastaing,  assistant  professor  at  the  Paris  School 
•of  Pharmacy  and  member  of  the  Society  of  Pharmacy. 
He  was  formerly  head  pharmacist  of  the  Pitie  Hospital, 
Paris.  The  deceased  gentleman  was  the  son  of  a  pharmacist, 
:and  was  born  at  Senlk  in  1847.  He  retired  in  1904  from 
professional  work  owing  to  ill-health,  and  died  at  Vaux-sur- 
Blaise,  Haute  Marne. 

Eastern  Materia  Medica. — M.  Hurrier,  Doctor  of 
Pharmacy  of  the  University  of  Paris,  and  the  collaborator 
•of  Professor  Perrot,  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  in  various 
studies  on  materia  medica,  has  published  a  volume  of 
•Chino-Annamite  pharmacy  and  materia  medica,  a  method- 
ical attempt  to  classify  the  drugs  of  the  Indian,  Japanese, 
■and  Chinese  regions.  He  has  drawn  largely  on  the  materia 
medica  collection  at  the  Paris  School  for  his  raw  material, 
and  has  also  obtained  some  interesting  information  from  the 
natives  now  present  at  the  French  Colonial  Exhibition  at 
Nogent. 

Nice  at  Noontide. — Our  correspondent,  whose  impres- 
sions of  Cannes  in  summer  were  given  last  week,  says  that 
Nice  is  even  more  unlike  its  "winter-self"  during  the 
summer.  That  living  artery  of  Nice,  the  Avenue  de  la 
Gare,  and  the  traffic  there  never  altogether  wanes,  though 
it  may  be,  as  now,  practically  impassable  by  reason  of 
(repairs  to  drains,  roadway,  or  pavement.  All  the  prominent 
competing  pharmacies  which  crowd  this  thoroughfare  are 
•open.  A  yawning  chasm  of  bare  drains  momentarily 
•gapes  in  front  of  Rebec's  pharmacy.  "  From  there  I 
passed,"  he  writes,  "  on  to  Garnier's,  and  then  climbed  over 
a  small  barricade  of  paving  stones  to  Basso's,  and  found 
these  pharmacies,  if  not  actually  doing  business,  at  least 
ready  for  it.  And  then,  passing  on  to  '  Nicholls,'  I  found 
it  closed  until  early  in  September,  but  here  a  '  season  ' 
"trade  is  done,  and  not  a  single  shop  was  open  in  the  street. 


Everywhere  are  signs  of  new  buildings  and  new  shops. 
We  are  told  that  visitors  are  deserting  Nice,  and  yet 
building  is  one  of  the  flourishing  trades  of  the  locality,  new 
hotels  being  especially  prominent.  One  enterprising 
pharmacist  at  Nice  puts  his  title  of  doctor  of  medicine  in 
letters  a  foot  long  over  the  shop  window,  and  the  words 
'  Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society,  London,'  in  six-inch 
letters  below  the  window.  Another  name-sign  reads 
'  Dr.  Nicolas  &  Co.,  English  Chemist,'  with  a  trade-mark 
of  the  Royal  Arms,  lion,  and  unicorn."

The  Commonwealth. 

Analysts  Busy. — There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the 
work  at  the  laboratory  of  the  Government  Analyst  in  Mel- 
bourne, owing  to  the  large  number  of  analyses  that  have 
to  be  made  for  the  Federal  Government  under  the  Com- 
merce Act.  The  State  Government  recently  asked  the 
Commonwealth  to  increase  the  sum  of  450/.  per  annum 
which  it  has  been  paying  for  the  analytical  work,  but  only 
a  formal  acknowledgment  has  been  received.  Inquiries 
from  the  Customs  department  show  that  the  establishment 
of  a  Commonwealth  laboratory  in  Melbourne  is  in  con- 
templation, and  that  the  department  would  prefer  to  have 
its  own  establishment  rather  than  that  the  State  subsidy 
should  be  extended  in  order  to  cope  with  the  work. 

Mr.  Beale's  Report. — Mr.  Octavius  C.  Beale,  a  former 
president  of  the  Australian  Chamber  of  Manufacturers,  and 
a  pianoforte  manufacturer  in  Sydney,  as  well  as  a  member 
of  the  Royal  Commission  appointed  by  the  New  South 
Wales  Government  to  report  upon  the  birth-rate  in  that 
State,  was  in  1905  authorised  by  the  Prime  Minister  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  inquire  into  existing  legislation  for 
checking  and  preventing  the  sale  of  deleterious  drugs  and 
poisons  prepared  under  secret  formulas,  especially  with 
reference  to  the  mortality  of  infants  in  other  countries. 
Mr.  Beale  visited  the  United  States  and  Canada,  where  he 
got  much  information  from  Government  chemists.  He 
spent  the  first  half  of  1906  in  England,  and  visited  Ger- 
many and  other  countries  on  the  Continent.  In  July  last 
year  he  submitted  a  preliminary  report  to  the  .Prime 
Minister  (C.  cfc  D.,  August  18,  1906,  p.  294,  and  September  8, 
p.  402).  He  has  now  lodged  a  more  exhaustive  statement, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  attacks  some  of  the  most  popular 
British  and  American  "  patents,"  and  makes  such  assertions 
as  the  following  : 

Nine  out  of  ten  patent  medicines  are  frauds  or  poisons. 
The  State  stands  idly  by  and  allows  their  use  with  little 
or  no  restriction. 

Social  injury  and  racial  deterioration  are  the  inevitable 
consequence  of  the  present  policy  of  laisscr  faire. 

The  most  drastic  remedies  are  needed  if  the  nation  is  to 
be  saved  from  exploitation  by  patent-medicine  millionaires, 
singly  or  in  combination. 

The  natural  phenomena  of  healthy  puberty  are  utilised 
with  satanic  ingenuity  by  these  quacks  and  their  col- 
laborators in  the  Press  to  frighten  young  men  and  young 
women  into  seeking  their  help. 

Opiates  for  infants  and  children,  mercurial  teething- 
powders  and  doses  of  acetanilide,  crude  or  mixed,  are 
regularly  announced,  held  for  sale,  and  sold  without  prac- 
tical restriction. 

Quack  secret-cure  systems  embrace  everything  conceiv- 
able in  health  and  disease  under  like  trickery,  treachery, 
humbug,  and  fraud.    They  are  not  subject  to  preliminary 
examination,  licence,  and  inspection.    Though  these  hum- 
bugs are  notorious,  and  often  ridiculous,  prosecutions  are 
either  rare  or  entirely  absent. 
These  are  a  few  of  the  assertions  made  by  Mr.  Beale  as  a 
result  of  his  inquiries  abroad  and  consideration  of  the 
Australian  position.    He  also  makes  the  following  recom- 
mendations to  the  Commonwealth  Government  : — 

(a)  That  every  proprietary  medicine,  whether  of  simple 
substance  or  of  compound  substances,  when  issued  for 
retail  sale,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  formula  of  its 
preparation  plainly  and  legitimately  expressed  upon  the 
bottle  or  label  of  the  packages  immediately  containing  the 
preparations. 


(6)  That  no  advertisement,  recommendation,  or  testi- 
monials shall  be  permitted,  either  on  the  article  itself  or 
upon  the  bottle,  etc. 

(c)  That  ho  advertisement,  announcement  of  proprietary 
or  secret  cure,  shall  be  permitted  in  any  newspaper,  pam- 
phlet, etc.,  or  by  painting  or  otherwise,  whereby  it  be 
made  known. 

That  letters  patent  be  granted  as  now  for  all  approved 
and  novel  formulae  for  the  combination  of  drugs. 

(c)  That  an  apparatus  of  an  approved  kind  be  provided. 
(/)  That  no  patent  granted  for  any  single  drug  or  agent 

in  the  patentable  compound  shall,  however,  give  exclusive 
rights  over  that  single  drug  or  agent,  apart  from  the 
patented  compound. 

(d)  Compulsory  registration  of  every  proprietary  name 
which  is  applied  to  any  combination. 

(h)  The  Health  Office  shall  decide,  but  the  permit  shall 
repudiate  any  guarantee  or  implication  of  efficacy. 

These  are  the  recommendations  so  far  as  they  apply  to 
cures ;  but  in  order  to  ensure  effective  control  and  adminis- 
tration on  uniform  lines  in  various  parts  of  the  Common- 
wealth Mr.  Beale  considers  that  it  is  urgently  necessary 
that  a  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  similar  to  that  of  the  United 
States  in  Washington,  should  be  established^  [We  may 
explain  that  Mr.  Beale,  before  leaving  Australia  for  a  trip 
with  Mrs.  Beale,  asked  and  obtained  several  official  intro- 
ductory and  mandatory  letters  from  Ministers— among  them 
one  on  the  "Patents"  question.  How  far  the  Common- 
wealth Government  regards  Mr.  Beale's  views  as  theirs 
has  yet  to  be  ascertained. — Editor,  G.  &  D.\ 

New  South  Wales. 

Dr.  F.  W.  Kane,  of  Nowra,  who  is  a  registered  phar- 
macist, has  sold  his  practice  to  Dr.  Brobart,  and  intends 
returning  to  England  at  an  early  date.  He  was  six  years 
in  Nowra. 

New  Zealand. 

The  Tariff  Bill  was  passed  by  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives on  September  IV. 

The  Central  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  New 
Zealand  held  its  monthly  meeting  on  July  25.  The  Poisons 
Act  Amendment  Bill,  proposed  to  be  introduced  by  the 
Government,  was  under  discussion.  It  was  found  that  the 
views  of  the  Association  did  not  coincide  with  these  of 
the  Otago  Association,  and  it  was  resolved  to  appoint  a. 
committee  to  co-operate  with  the  Pharmacy  Board,  and 
if  necessary  to  interview  Dr.  Mason,  the  public  health 
officer.  The  Tariff  Amendment  proposals  were  also  dis- 
cussed. Another  meeting  to  discuss  what  alterations  should 
be  made  in  retail  prices  is  to  be  held. 

Friendly  Societies'  Dispensaries  are  registered  in 
New  Zealand  under  two  sections— one  as  class  i3  (isolated 
friendly  societies)  and  another  as  class  16  (specially 
authorised  societies).  The  number  of  registration,  as  well 
as  the  name  and  place,  is  given,  thus  :  313,  Auckland  United 
Friendly  Societies'  Dispensary,  Auckland ;  319,  Christ- 
church  United  Friendly  Societies'  Dispensary ;  223,  Inver- 
cargill  United  Friendly  Societies'  Dispensary,  Invercargill ; 
242,  Dunedin  United  Friendly  Societies'  Dispensary, 
Dunedin;  246,  Lyttelton  United  Friendly  Societies  Dis- 
pensary, Lyttelton  ;  248,  Timaru  United  Friendly  Societies 
Dispensary,  Timaru;  283,  Hawke's  Bay  United  Friendly 
Societies'  Dispensary,  Napier;  294,  Wellington  United 
Friendly  Societies'  Dispensary,  Wellington.  Unclassified, 
societies  in  New  Zealand— that  is,  societies  formed  and. 
registered  under  the  Friendly  Societies  Act  for  the  pro- 
motion of  certain  objects,  and  not  to  divide  profits— are 
mentioned  in  the  annual  report  on  Friendly  Societies,  in 
the  year  1906  eight  medical  and  pharmaceutical  societies 
were  registered  under  this  class. 

The  Quackery  Prevention  Bill,  as  reintroduced  by 
Mr.  Hornsby  and  referred  to  a  Select  Committee  on  July  II, 
is  substantially  the  Bill  of  last  year  (C.  <b  D.,  September  I, 
p.  398)  with  three  important  modifications.  Every  medical 
or  surgical  preparation  or  specific  sold  in  the  dominion  ot 
New  Zealand  must  bear  a  fac-simile  of  the  certificate  ot 
the  "Board."  Last  year  it  was  the  certificate  ot  the 
Chief  Health  Officer.  The  "  Board  "  is  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  and  to  consist  of  the  Chief  Health  Ofhcer, 
one  member  from  the  British  Medical  Association,  one  trom 
the  New  Zealand  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  one 
from  the  Herbalists'  Association  of  New  Zealand,  ana  * 
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stipendiary  magistrate.  Last  year's  Bill  exempted  from 
the  need  of  a  certificate  "  medicines  prescribed  and  supplied 
by  a  duly  qualified  registered  medical  practitioner  _  or  a 
registered  chemist."  The  phrase  in  italics  is  now  omitted. 
The  third  important  change  is  the  direct  recognition  of  the 
Herbalists'  Association  of  New  Zealand  and  the  placing 
of  a  "registered  herbalist"  on  the  same  footing  as  the 
registered  medical  practitioner  and  registered  pharmacist. 
Another  striking  difference  from  last  year's  Bill  is  that 
while  registered  chemists  and  herbalists  residing  in  New 
Zealand  are  required  to  deposit  the  formulae  with  any  pre- 
parations for  which  they  require  the  Board's  certificate, 
formulae  are  not  required  from  proprietors  in  or  out  of 
New  Zealand.  The  latter  simply  apply  for  the  certificate, 
and  if  the  Board  is  satisfied  of  the  curative  or  relieving 
or  otherwise  beneficial  "properties"  of  the  medicine  it 
may  issue  the  necessary  authorisation. 

Victoria. 

The  New  Tariff.— Mr.  F.  S.  Grimwade,  of  Felton, 
Grimwade,  &  Co.,  in  the  course  of  an  interview  on  the 
tariff,  said  : 

As  manufacturers  of  glassware,  the  increased  duty  on  bottles 
will  enable  us  to  make  an  extra  profit,  but  that  will  be  more 
than  counteracted  by  the  extra  cost  of  everything  we  make  in 
bottles.  .  .  .  The  tendency  of  the  whole  tariff  is  to  make  goods 
dearer.  This  extra  cost  "will,  of  course,  fall  upon  the  con- 
sumer, of  whom  the  great  mass  belong  to  the  wage-earning 
classes  and  people  with  comparatively  small  incomes. 

In  consequence  of  the  proposed  increases  in  duties  on 
drugs,  chemicals,  and  other  goods,  Ballarat  pharmacists 
have  found  it  necessary  to  raise  their  selling  prices. 


THE  NEW  AUSTRALIAN  TARIFF. 

The  Australian  mail  to  h&nd  this  week  has  brought  us 
(full  details  concerning  the  new  tariff,  early  particulars  of 
which  were  published  in  our  issue  of  August  17,  p.  303.

A  Rare  Metal. — The  Canadian  High  Commissioner 
(Lord  Strathcona)  has  been  informed  by  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior  at  Ottawa  that  stromeyerite  has  been  found  at 
several  mines  in  the  Cobalt  belt.  Stromeyerite  is  a  sulphide 
of  silver  and  copper  (AgCu)2S,  carrying  about  52  per  cent, 
of  silver  and  31  per  cent,  to  34  per  cent,  of  copper. 

A  Chance  for  Assistants. — There  is  a  great  scarcity  of 
pharmacy  clerks  in  Montreal  just  now,  and  a  Canadian 
journal  suggests  that  "  it  would  not  be  a  bad  idea  if  some 
of  our  English  confreres,  both  from  England  and  Ontario, 
would  try  their  luck  in  Montreal.  There  are  from  150  to 
200  pharmacies  here,  and  with  a  little  patience  it  is  probable 
some  of  them  could  drop  into  comfortable  situations." 

Settled. — The  action  which  has  been  pending  some  time 
between  the  National  Drug  and  Chemical  Co.  and  the 
Canadian  Drug  Co.,  of  St.  John,  N.B.,  has  been  settled. 
The  action  was  brought  by  the  "Canadian"  to  restrain 
the  "  National  "  from  using  the  name  of  "  The  Canadian 
Drug  Company,"  either  as  "successors  to  this  company" 
or  in  any  other  manner,  or  from  using  signs,  labels,  and 
stationery  bearing  the  name  of  the  Canadian  Drug  Co., 
Ltd.  The  defendants  have  agreed  to  abstain  from 
using  in  any  way  the  name,  signs,  labels,  or  stationery  of 
the  Canadian  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  also  to  withdraw 
any  claim  to  the  enforcement  of  an  alleged  covenant  that 
the  plaintiff  company  were  not  to  go  into  business  on 
their  own  account.

Camphor. — A  remarkable  increase  in  the  imports  of  cam- 
phor into  Bombay  took  place  during  1906-7,  when  they 
improved  by  72,9k!7  lb.  in  quantity' and  by  91^  per  cent,  in 
value  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Novocain  Prohibited. — The  Government  of  India,  in 
addition  to  prohibiting  the  importation  of  novocain  by 
means  of  the  post,  has  empowered  the  postmasters  at  the 
larger  ports  to  search  or  cause  a  search  to  be  made  for  any 
novocain  in  course  of  transit  to  any  place  in  British  India. 

Fleas  and  Plague. — Dr.  W.  C.  Hossack,  officiating  special 
health  officer,  Calcutta,  has  been  making  some  experiments 
with  "Sanitas  Soldis"  disinfectant,  and  has  reported  to 
the  Sanitas  Co.,  Ltd.,  that  he  has  found  it  the  most  potent 
fleakiller  he  has  come  across,  "  active  up  to  1  in  1,000,  or, 
in  an  equal  mixture  with  petrol,  1  in  l,b00."  Dr.  Hossack 
mentions  that  he  has  compared  "Sanitas  Soldis"  in  this 
respect  with  two  other  disinfectants  which  are  reputed  to 
be  of  high  bactericidal  power,  and  he  found  "Sanitas 
Soldis  "  to  be  twice  as  strong  as  one  of  these  and  four  times 
the  strength  of  the  other. 

Liquors  Ordinance,  1906,  Amendment  Ordinance, 
1907. — This  Ordinance  is  now  in  force  in  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments, it  having  been  passed  by  the  Legislature.  Section  3 
or  the  original  Ordinance  is  amended  by  the  addition  of  the 
following  definition  : 

"Medicated  wines"  means  wines  which  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  a  process  of  preparation,  consisting  in  the  addition 
of  a  drug  or  drugs  intended  to  give  special  medicinal  pro- 
perties. 

A  new  section  has  been  inserted  whereby  it  is  enacted  that 
the  Superintendent  may  in  his  discretion  issue  or  transfer 
licences,  to  be  called  chemists'  licences,  for  the  retail  sale  of 
medicated  wines  for  consumption  "  off  "  the  premises.  These 
licences  may  be  refused,  suspended,  or  cancelled  at  any 
time,  and  are  for  the  sale  of  medicated  wines  only  "  in 
bottles  which  have  not  been  opened  since  importation."  The 
English  chemists  of  Singapore  and  Penang  have  already 
taken  out  the  licences  as  stipulated.  This  amendment  arose 
out  of  the  case  reported  in  our  issues  of  June  8,  p.  856,  and 
June  15,  p.  894. 


Japanese  3ottinos. 

(From  the  "C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Fifteen  Students  have  entered  for  the  pharmaceutical 
course  at  Tokyo  University  this  session. 

An  Osaka  Pharmaceutical  Journalists'  Club  has  been 
started  at  Osaka  with  a  membership  of  twenty-one. 

Medical  Students  who  have  graduated  at  the  medical 
colleges  will  rank  as  naval  surgeons  of  the  third  class  from 
this  year. 

Mr.  Keimatsu,  of  the  Tokyo  Sanitary  Laboratory,  has 
been  appointed  chief  of  the  hygienic  department  in  the 
South  Manchurian  administration  office  at  a  salary  of 
300  yen  a  month. 

By  Imperial  Ordinance  No.  229  four  mining  experts 
have  been  appointed  in  Japan  to  analyse,  on  the  applica- 
tion of  the  public,  all  kinds  of  metals  submitted  to  them 
at  their  laboratories. 

Dr.  Nagai,  Professor  of  Pharmaceutical  Science  at  the 
Tokyo  Imperial  University,  who  has  been  at  Osaka  super- 
intending the  alcohol  distillery  lately  established  by  the 
Dai  Nippon  Chemical  Co.,  will  start  for  Europe  and 
America  in  October. 

Japanese  Soap,  as  imported  into  North  China,  is  chiefly 
of  Osaka  manufacture.  The  chief  importers  are  Messrs. 
K.  Awadsu,  J.  Harumoto,  T.  Hagihara,  and  Inaba.  Osaka 
soap  has  become  popular  in  that  part  of  China  principally 
because  of  its  cheapness,  but  the  Chinese  are  becoming 
more  fastidious  in  the  matter  of  soap,  and  now  show  a  pre- 
ference for  better  quality,  even  though  it  be  a  little  dearer. 
The  principal  defects  of  soap  of  Japanese  manufacture,  as 
compared  with  foreign  soaps,  are  that  the  transparent  soaps 


are  too  soft,  and  the  designs  for  labelling  and  stamping- 
and  the  perfumes  employed  are  very  crude.  All  the  toilet 
soaps  contain  much  starch  and  are  too  easily  dissolved.  In 
like  manner  household  soaps  contain  too  much  moisture,, 
and  the  packages  and  designs  are  not  elegant. 


pbotoorapbic  Eybibitton. 


THE  fifty-second  annual  exhibition  of  the  Royal  Photo- 
graphic Society  of  Great  Britain  is  now  being  held  at 
tne  INew  Gallery,  Regent  Street,  London,  W.    The  exhibi- 
tion, which  was  opened  on  September  19,  and  continues  untiL 
October  Zb,  is  well  over  the  average  in  merit,  and  chemists- 
interested  in  photography,  who  have  the  opportunity,  should 
make  a  point  of  visiting  it.   Peculiar  interest  attaches  to  the 
exhibition  of  the  latest,  and  probably  the  most  successful, 
essay  in  colour-photography — the  "  autochrome  "  process,, 
patented  by  Messrs.  Lumiere,  of  Lyons,  and  fully  described 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  August  17  (p.  302).  There 
is  an  "Autochrome"  section  in  the  balcony,  collected  and 
arranged  by  Messrs.  R.  Child  Bayley  and  Thos.  K.  Grant,, 
and  it  is  the  feature  of  the  exhibition.   There  are  over  sixty 
autchrome  plates  and  screens  in  this  section  illustrative  of 
the  process  and  its  results.    These  results  certainly  show,, 
in  many  instances,  an  advance  on  anything  hitherto  accom- 
plished in  colour-photography.    This  section  is  likely  to- 
prove  the  "  draw  "  of  the  show,  but  there  are  many  other- 
things  in  the  Pictorial  and  in  the  Scientific  and  Technical 
Sections  that  are  well  worthy  of  notice.    Among  scientific 
exhibits  the  natural  history  photographs  of  Mr.  Douglas 
English,  Mr.  H.  Armytage  Sanders,  and  Mr.  Oliver  G. 
Pike  are  particularly  noticeable.    Very  successful  photo- 
micrographs are  shown  by  Mr.  Walter  Bagshaw,  Mr.  F. 
Martin-Duncan,  and  Messrs.  G.  R.  and  J.  K.  Lynch.  Sir 
W.  Huggins  exhibits  the  spectrum  of  the  glow  of  radium, 
bromide,  while  Professor  H.  Konen  shows  the  spectra  of 
iron  and  of  cyanogen.    No  chemist  should  forget  to  look, 
also  at  "  Nine  photographs  of  the  optical  phenomena  of 
crystals  in  convergent  polarised  light,"  by  Mr.  Thomas  C. 
Hughes.   There  are  also  in  this  section  several  very  pleasant 
three-colour  fruit  studies  by  Mr.  Henry  J.  Comley  and 
others.    In  the  Pictorial  Section  there  are  316  exhibits,  and 
some  of  the  colour-effects  secured  are  rather  pleasant.  The 
most  successful  are  probably  the  daring  efforts  of  the  band 
of  Continental  amateurs  who  are  exhibiting  this  year  for  the 
first  time.    The  influence  of  the  Linked  Ring  is  slowly  but 
surely  permeating  the  Society's  work,  and  there  are  several 
of  the  salon  pictures  (or  facsimiles  at  least)  on  the  walls  of  i 
the  New  Gallery.   The  portraits  and  other  studies  of  Mr.  R. 
Duhrkoop,  for  instance,  are  many  and  striking,  while  the.  j 
"  Am  Waldrand  "  of  Miss  Hildegard  Oesterreich,  the  land-  I 
scapes  of  Mr.  Bruno  Wiehr,  and  others  of  that  genre  are 
worth  the  visitor's  attention — in  fact,  it  is  difficult  to  escape 
them.    Mr.  John  M.  Whitehead — another  Salon  exhibitor — 
has  several  notable  pictures,  and  among  others  of  the  Ring, 
who  are  exhibiting  are  Mr.  Arthur  Marshall,  Mr.  Aubrey 
Harris,  Mr.  Basil  Schon,  and  Mr.  F.  T.  Hollyer.    A  fine 
portrait  of  "  Mr.  J.  C.  S.  Mummery,  President  of  the  Royal' 
Photographic  Society,"  is  exhibited  by  Mr.  Furley  Lewis, 
and  Mr.  Mummery  himself  has  a  finely-executed  "Winter  , 
landscape."     Mr.   Dezso  Feledi,  the  Hungarian  photo- 
grapher, has  an  excellent  "  Motive  from  Bruges."   A  pleas- 
ing effect  in  brown  tints  is  obtained  by  Mr.  A.  K.  Dannatt 
in  "The  Close  of  Day."    Mr.  B.  Ward-Thompson's  work 
is  rather  interesting,  and  "  Patterdale  "  is  an  almcst  perfect 
landscape   with   wonderfully   good   cloud   effects.  The 
examples  of  professional  photography  shown  do  not  call  for  i 
much  enthusiasm,  but  Ilford,  Ltd.,  have  some  fine  prints 
and  enlargements  on  Ilford  gaslight  paper.  Ozobrome,  Ltd.,  j 
are  showing  ozobrome  transfer  prints  from  bromides,  and" 
Messrs.  R.  J.  Edwards  &  Co.  exhibit  prints  from  negatives-  i 
on  Edwards's  isochromatic  plates.   The  exhibitors  of  photo- 
graphic  apparatus  and  material  in  the  Fountain  Court  in-  j 
elude  Messrs.  Wellington  &  Ward,  J.  H.  Dallmeyer,  Ltd., 
Sanger-Shepherd  &  Co.,  O.  Sichel  &  Co.,  C.  P.  Goerz,  W. 
Watson  &  Sons,  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  Sanders  & 
Crowhurst.  Wratten  &  Wainwright,  Ltd.,  and  Taylor, 
Taylor  &  Hobson,  Ltd.

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Lemon-curd. 

At  East  Dereham  on  September  13,  a  local  grocer  was 
■charged,  under  Section  6  of  the  1875  Act,  with  selling  lemon- 
curd  which  contained  1.2  grain  of  salicylic  acid  per  lb.  Mr. 
W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  barrister-at-law,  who  appeared  for  the 
defence,  submitted  that  if  the  objection  to  the  article  was  on 
account  of  the  presence  of  a  preservative,  salicylic  acid,  it 
would  have  to  be  proved  that  this  was  injurious  to  health. 
For  that  purpose  the  action  should  have  been  brought  under 
Section  3.  If  this  was  not  the  reason  for  the  prosecution 
'(and  he  was  prepared  to  prove  the  wholesome  nature  of  the 
lemon-curd),  but  that  the  article  was  not  of  the  nature, 
.substance,  and  quality  demanded,  then  he  would  show  that 
there  was  no  standard  for  lemon-curd.  After  hearing  the 
■evidence  for  the  prosecution  the  Magistrates  dismissed  the 
summons  on  the  latter  ground. 

Mace. 

On  September  12  at  Houghton-le-Spring  Petty  Sessions, 
George  Graham,  Ltd.,  grocers,  etc.,  were  charged  with 
selling  mace  not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  de- 
manded. Mr.  B.  Scott  Elder,  Chief  Inspector  to  the 
Durham  County  Councit,  prosecuted ;  Mr.  J.  C.  Morton 
defended  ;  and  Mr.  W.  Pullan  appeared  for  Messrs.  Goodall, 
Backhouse  &  Co.,  of  Leeds,  who  supplied  the  article. 

Mr.  Elder  put  in  the  analysts'  certificate,  showing  that  the 
sample  contained  26  per  cent,  of  wild  or  Bombay  mace. 
There  appeared  to  have  been  no  warranty  received  with  the 
mace  when  supplied  by  the  wholesale  house,  but  the  whole- 
salers on  their  part  had  been  taken  in  by  the  grinders  in 
London.  He  added  that  Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co. 
had  behaved  very  honourably  in  the  matter  and  had  lent 
•every  assistance. 

Mr.  Morton,  for  the  defendants,  said  the  article  supplied 
"by  Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.  was  described  in  that 
firm's  price-list  as  "  warranted  free  from  wild  mace,"  and 
this  was  the  article  Messrs.  Graham  expected  to  get. 

Mr.  Pullan  said  Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.  bought 
through  brokers  in  London,  who  were  instructed  to  buy 
genuine  mace.  So  far  as  his  clients  were  concerned,  the 
mace  sold  at  Is.  9d.  per  lb.  was  warranted  free  from  wild  or 
Bombay  mace.  His  clients  had  not-  given  Messrs.  Graham 
a  written  warranty,  but  if  they  had  been  asked  by  Messrs. 
Graham  for  one  they  would  have  done  so.  Messrs.  Goodall, 
Backhouse  &  Co.,  had  made  inquiries  at  their  brokers',  and 
had  found  that  the  fault  lay  with  the  London  importers. 

In  answer  to  the  Bench  Mr.  Pullan  said  that  if  a  war- 
ranty had  been  given  to  Messrs.  Graham  it  would  have  been 
•stamped  on  the  invoice,  and  Mr.  Morton  said  Messrs. 
Graham  had  failed  to  find  the  invoice. 

The  Bench,  after  retiring  twice  to  consider  the  question 
of  warranty  (it  was  admitted  that  the  document  was  lost), 
imposed  a  fine  of  51.,  and  costs. 

Camphorated  Oil. 
Herbert  Varley  Baynes,  chemist  and  druggist,  18  Chalton 
'Street,  St.  Pancras,  was  summoned  for  selling  on  July  25 
half  a  pint  of  camphorated  oil  which  was  deficient  in 
camphor  to  the  extent  of  28^  per  cent.  Mr.  W.  Ricketts, 
jun.,  prosecuted  for  the  Borough  Council,  and  Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby, 
solicitors)  defended. 

Mr.  Ricketts  said  that  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  laid  it 
down  that  there  should  be  at  least  21  per  cent,  of  camphor 
m  the  oil.  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson's  certificate  showed 
that  the  sample  in  question  was  made  up  of  camphor  15  per 
cent.,  olive  oil  45  per  cent.,  cotton-seed  oil  40  per  cent. 
The  defence  had  given  notice  of  a  warranty. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  that  he  admitted  the  facts,  and 
formal  evidence  of  the  purchase  was  then  given. 

The  defence  said  they  relied  upon  the  letters  "B.P." 
placed  upon  the  sale  note  by  the  wholesale  people.  In 
accordance  with  his  custom  the  defendant  had  destroyed 
the  original  document,  but  he  had  obtained  a  copy  from  the 
wholesalers  for  the  purposes  of  the  case. 

The  defendant  then  gave  evidence,  and  said  that  he 
served  the  article  from  a  gallon  stock  bottle.    This  was 


kept  in  the  coolest  part  of  the  shop,  and  always  stoppered. 
He  ordered  the  oil  from  a  traveller,  and  had  destroyed 
the  invoice.  He  asked  for  camphorated  oil,  and  it  was 
understood  lh.it  thru'  \\,is  only  one  standard  that  of  tin' 
"B.P."  The  oil  came  from  James  Boulton,  Ltd.,  and 
the  quantity  ordered  was  two  gallons  at  Is.  5d.  per  lb. 
The  goods  came  in  advance  of  the  invoice. 

Cross-examined  :  The  witness  was  surprised  at  the 
analysis.  The  presence  of  cotton-seed  oil  pointed  to  an 
inferior  article.  He  could  not  remember  whether  "B.P." 
was  on  the  original  invoice  or  not.  Mr.  Baynes's  assistant, 
Mr.  Dale,  gave  corroborative  evidence,  but  he  also  could 
not  swear  that  "  B.P."  was  on  the  original  invoice. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  that  put  him  in  a  difficulty,  but  the 
general  contract  was  for  camphorated  oil,  and  that  should 
be  of  the  "  B.P."  standard. 

Mr.  Bros  (the  Magistrate)  said  the  written  warranty  had 
not  been  proved,  but  no  doubt  the  defendant  sold  the 
article  as  he  received  it.  He  dismissed  the  summons, 
therefore,  on  the  payment  of  costs — two  guineas. 


Veterinary  Surgeons  Act. 

Title  Case  Dismissed. 
At  Barnstaple  on  September  12,  William  Hennley,  of 
Braunton,  was  summoned  under  Section  17  of  the  Veterin- 
ary Surgeons  Act,  1881,  at  the  instance  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  for  using  and  taking  the  descrip- 
tion of  "veterinary  surgeon,"  he  not  being  registered. 
For  the  prosecution  it  was  stated  that  the  defendant,  giving 
evidence  in  a  county  court  case,  told  the  Judge  that  he 
had  practised  as  a  veterinary  surgeon  for  twenty-three 
years,  but  that  he  held  no  diploma.  For  the  defence  the 
Judge's  notes  were  put  in,  and  these  showed  that  de- 
fendant said  he  was  "a  farrier  of  twenty  years'  practice, 
but  had  no  qualification."  Defendant  denied  having  styled 
himself  a  "veterinary  surgeon,"  and  the  Bench  dismissed 
the  summons,  but  agreed  to  state  a  case  for  appeal. 

Merchandise  Marks  Acts. 

Cyder  or  Cider. 
At  Bristol  Police  Court  on  September  12,  Messrs.  King  & 
Co.,  aerated-water  manufacturers,  were  summoned  at  the 
instance  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  for  selling  a  beverage 
to  which  a  false  trade  description  had  been  applied. 

Mr.  H.  R.  Wansbrough,  for  the  prosecution,  said  the 
proceedings  were  taken  under  a  provision  of  the  Mer- 
chandise Marks  Acts.  The  case  concerned  cider,  and  the 
defence  did  not,  he  understood,  contest  the  fact  that  cider 
was  the  fermented  juice  of  the  apple,  but  it  was  alleged 
that  the  term  "  cyder  "  had  been  applied  to  a  beverage  that 
contained  not  one  drop  of  apple- juice.  As  a  result  of  the 
analysis  at  Somerset  House  of  the  beverage  sold,  it  was  dis- 
covered that  some  of  the  drugs  used  in  its  preparation  were 
exceedingly  objectionable.  The  Board  of  Agriculture, 
learning  that  this  concoction  was  being  made  and  sold, 
determined  to  take  action.  A  shopkeeper  wrote  to  the 
defendants  ordering  a  two  gallon  jar  of  cider,  and  the  next 
day  he  received  a  jar  marked  "  King  &  Co.,  cyder  on 
draught."  A  sample  was  taken,  with  the  result  that  not  a 
single  drop  of  apple-juice  was  found.  Mr.  Cornelius,  in- 
spector from  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  visited  Bristol,  and 
he  found  on  the  defendants'  premises  no  cider,  no  apples, 
and  no  press  for  making  cider,  but  a  large  quantity  of 
chemicals,  essences,  flavourings,  acids  for  preserving,  and 
colourings.  Some  of  these  were  harmless  and  some  were 
not. 

Evidence  of  purchase  having  been  given,  Mr.  F.  W. 
Simpson,  inspector  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts, 
said  the  article  contained  a  certain  quantity  of  saponin, 
which  was  prohibited  from  being  used  in  beer  as  it  was 
declared  to  be  dangerous.  There  was  no  sign  of  apple- 
juice.  Mr.  Stubbs,  an  analyst  from  Somerset  House,  said 
the  samples  sent  by  Mr.  Simpson  were  composed  of  a  sugar 
solution,  with  chemicals,  flavouring  essences,  and  colouring 
matter.  There  was  not  a  trace  of  apple-juice  in  the  com- 
position. Dr.  E.  H.  Cook,  another  analyst,  said  the 
saponin  was  harmful,  and  aniline  dyes  were  objection- 
able. Mr.  J.  H.  Robbins,  Government  analyst,  stated 
that  among  the  chemicals  seized  on  defendants'  premises, 
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and  produced  in  court,  were  "  concentrated  essence  of 
sparkling  ciderette,"  salicylic  acid,  aniline  dye,  tartaric 
acid,  commercial  phosphoric  acid,  caramel,  and  saponin. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Gilmore,  for  the  defence,  said  that  Messrs. 
King  had  been  manufacturing  from  the  same  recipe  for  the 
last  fifteen  years.  They  made  cyder  from  these  chemicals 
as  an  accepted  trade-preparation  before  apple-juice  cider 
had  grown  in  popular  demand.  There  was  no  intent  to 
defraud,  because  it  was  plain  that  people  expecting  the 
proper  apple-juice  cider  would  not  go  to  a  mineral-water 
manufacturer  for  it.  Witnesses  in  the  trade  would  prove 
that  it  had  been  the  custom  for  many  years  to  make  a 
chemical  preparation  known  as  cyder  for  public  consump- 
tion. It  was  not  an  attempted  imitation  of  the  proper 
thing,  but  quite  another  beverage.  Mr.  C.  King  gave 
evidence  bearing  out  Mr.  Gilmore's  statement,  and  Mr. 
Beavis,  another  manufacturer  of  aerated  waters,  agreed 
that  it  was  an  acknowledged  practice  in  their  trade  for 
many  years  to  make  cyder  by  the  recipe  referred  to.  He 
had  made  a  similar  beverage  to  Mr.  King's  for  many  years 
until  two  or  three  years  ago. 

The  justices  imposed  a  fine  of  51.  and  20?.  costs. 

A  similar  charge  against  Messrs.  R.  F.  Hansford  &  Co., 
aerated-water  manufacturers,  Bristol,  was  treated  in  the 
same  manner,  it  being  agreed  that  the  ruling  in  the  first 
case  should  apply  to  both. 


Bankruptcies  ano  failures. 


Re  Currell  &  Sthchbery,  27a  Lausanne  Road,  Peckham, 
Spice-merchants. — The  public  examination  of  these  debtors, 
Alfred  Currell  and  Frederick  Harry  Stuchbery,  was  held  on 
September  17.  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr. 
Registrar  Giffard.  The  accounts  showed  liabilities 
1,426/.  3s.  2d.  and  assets  201/.  8s.  3c/.  The  examination  was 
concluded. 

Itc  Henry  Lieblich,  166  Wardour  Street,  Soho,  W.,  Chemist's 
Manager. — The  adjourned  first  meeting  of  the  creditors  was 
held  on  September  18,  before  Mr.  W.  G.  Williams,  Assistant 
Official  Receiver.  At  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court.  The 
debtor  has  not  filed  the  statement  of  his  affairs  (C.  &  D.,  Sep- 
tember 14,  r>.  436),  and  as  he  made  no  offer,  the  case  was  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  wound  up  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  bankruptcy. 

Itc  William  Guy  Padwick,  1  Victoria  Terrace,  Mottingham, 
Kent,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — This  debtor  attended  at  the 
Court  House,  Greenwich,  on  September  17,  for  his  public 
examination.  In  reply  to  questions,  he  stated  that  he  filed 
his  petition  on  his  own  account,  owing  to  the  difficulties  by 
which  he  was  surrounded.  He  gave  particulars  of  his  failure, 
as  detailed  in  last  week's  issue  (p.  436).  He  owed  his  present 
position,  he  said,  to  the  cost  of  the  business  and  so  much  use- 
less stock.  He  had  also  spent  150/.  in  making  good  dilapida- 
tions, which  should  have  fallen  on  the  previous  owner.  He 
had  paid  up  his  life  insurances  and  interest  on  the  money  in 
accordance  with  the  loans  upon  which  the  business  was  pur- 
chased. He  had  also  repaid  150/.  of  the  money  advanced  by 
the  wholesale  houses.  He  estimated  the  value  of  securities 
held  by  his  creditors  at  300/.,  as  against  debts  of  900/.  He 
had  been  qualiiied  for  thirty-four  years,  being  now  fifty-four 
years  of  age.  He  was  still  carrying  on  the  business  for  the 
Official  Receiver.  The  business  had  fallen  off  of  late,  he 
having  lost  several  good  customers  through  the  prevalence  of 
typhoid  in  the  place.    The  examination  was  adjourned. 

The  adjourned  first  meeti.ng  of  the  creditors  was  held  cn 
September  18  at  the  offices  of  the  Official  Receiver,  132  York 
Road.  Westminster  Bridge,  S.E.,  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr.  H.  L.  Howell,  but  there  .was  not  a  quorum  present,  and 
the  chairman  said  the  matter  would  have  to  be  left  in  his 
hands.  That  being  so,  he  would  be  glad  if  the  creditors  would 
give  him  rome  idea  how  best  to  realise  the  estate.

Brew  Formaldehyde  Test.- Gabutti  gives  (In-  Following 
as  a  most  delicate  test  for  formic  aldehyde.  A  solution  of 
carbazole  in  strong  sulphuric  acid  gives  an  intense  blue  colour 
with  traces  of  the  aldehyde  (a  green  precipitate  if  larger 
amounts  are  present).  To  detect  it  in  milk  it  is  best  to 
neutralise  and  distil  the  milk  in  a  current  of  steam  and  add 
the  reagent  to  the  distillate.  Meats  and  foodstuffs  are  digested 
with  water,  and  then  extracted  with  alcohol,  and  the  extract 
(or  distillate,  if  too  deep  coloured)  is  then  tested  with  the 
reagent.    The  presence  of  nitrates  interferes  with  the  test. 

Citral — Harries  and  Himnielinann  ("  Berichte,"  40,  2823) 
have  examined  the  reaction  products  of  ozone  and  citral. 
They  find  that  the  two  isomeric  citrals  (a-  and  ?<-)  yield 
identical  results,  which  is  in  accordance  with  Tiemann's 
hypothesis  that  they  are  stereo-isomerics.  When  petroleum 
ether  is  used  as  the  solvent  of  the  citral  the  resulting  com- 
pound is  an  ozonide  of  the  formula  C,oHi605,  when  carbon 
tetrachloride  is  the  solvent  a  diozonide,  GoHi6Ot,  is  formed. 
This  is  a  white  powder  which  when  decomposed  by  hot  water 
yields  acetone,  lsevo-lrevulaldehyde,  and  glyoxal.

Cbrtetmas  perfumery 


ONE  of  the  waiting-rooms  in  42  Cannon  Street  was  quite 
gay  this  week,  for  there,  on  an  ample  table,  were  dis- 
played a  selection  of  the  prettiest  possible  perfume-cases. 
To  the  older  habitues  of  the  place  the  display  recalled  the 
early  days  of  Colonial  Buildings,  when  the  upper  floors  were 
devoted  to  the  exhibition  of  chemists'  novelties.  The 
smaller  but  no  less  effective  exhibit  this  week  was  from  the 
warehouses  of 

Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd., 
Birmingham,  and  it  is,  we  understand,  merely  a  foretaste 
of  what  they  have  in  preparation  for  the  coming  Christmas 
trade.  "  Foretaste  "  is  the  proper  word,  for  the  S.  B.  &  B. 
selection  this  year  will  number  no  fewer  than  1,280  distinct 
kinds  of  cases  and  cabinets.  With  such  variety  it  is  practi- 
cally impossible  to  say  which  styles  will  be  characteristic 
of  the  season ;  but  Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay  in 
their  catalogue  almost  bring  specimens  of  their  pro- 
ducts to  the  chemist's  shop,  showing  them  what  they  look 
like,  what  they  contain,  and  what  they  cost.  The  catalogue, 
like  the  rest  of  the  firm's  printing,  is  produced  In  their  own 
works,  even  the  photo-engravings  being  made  ther3.  Some 
idea  of  the  artistic  character  of  this  is  given  by  the  cover, 


which  we  reproduce.  The  original  is  printed  in  colours 
relieved  with  gold,  and  it  makes  a  pretty  enclosure  for  an 


artistic  and  exhaustive  price-list,  in  which  illustrations  of 
scores  of  the  cases  are  printed  by  the  three-colour  block 
process  as  faithfully  to  the  originals  as  a  superimposed 
mixture  of  printers'  ink  will  permit.  Full  descriptions  of 
the  cases,  with  contents  and  prices,  are  placed  close  to  the 
illustrations.  A  few  examples  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  : 

Oblong  "  Perfumerie  "  case,  imitation  marble,  miniature  in 
embossed  gilt  design,  floral  silk  lining,  with  one  or  two  cut- 
glass  bottles  of  perfume,  cut  stopper  exposed,  19s.  to  49s.  bd. 
per  dozen.  [The  single-bottle  cases  make  a  nice  hairpin-box 
when  empty.] 

Square  case  in  embossed  leatherette,  the  top  of  the  case 
having  a  sprig  of  holly-leaves  and  mistletoe,  with  berries  in 
relief.  Interior  lined  with  crimson  silk  and  lift-out  tray 
(enabling  the  case  to  be  used  as  a  handkerchief-box)  oxidised 
silver  catch.  In  a  number  of  sizes;  the  62s.  per  dozen  con- 
tains two  pyramidal  polished-glass  bottles  of  parjum  des 
ft  curs. 

Oblong  box  in  sage  green  Morocco  leatherette,  with  floral 
festoon  in  relief  on  the  lid.  No.  1246  (81s.  bd.  per  dozen)  con- 
tains three  cut-glass  flask-shaped  bottles  of  perfume  placed 
in  a  cushion  of  pale-green  silk. 

A  similar  bottle  to  the  last  is  used  in  No.  741  (32s.  bd.  per 
dozen  single  bottles),  the  case  being  shaped,  edged  with 
crimson  silk,  and  the  top  embossed  with  a  basket  of  red  roses. 

Each  of  the  series  contains  a  dozen  or  more  different  sizes  in 
the  same  style.  As  in  former  years,  the  firm  are  making  a 
feature  of  sample  assortment  at  a  fixed  price  of  11.,  carriage 
paid.  There  are  six  distinct  assortments,  from  A  to  F. 
Assortment  "  A  "  is  the  cheapest,  and  contains  most  boxes  ; 
the  others  contain  fewer,  but  of  better  quality.  The  number 
runs  from  twenty-three  in  "  A  "  to  five  in  "  F."  The  value 
of  each  at  wholesale  prices  averages  21s.,  and  the  retail 
value  is  from  30s.  to  35s.  Any  chemist  purchasing  the  six 
assortments  gets  sixty-two  boxes,  all  different,  inasmuch 
as  no  box  appears  in  the  assortments  twice. 

We  have  on  previous  occasions  reported  favourably  on 
Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay's  Christmas  perfumery, 
but  it  appears  to  us  that  this  year  they  have  surpassed  them- 
selves in  artistic  design,  as  well  as  the  richness  of  the  pro- 
ducts. Those  who  are  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Birmingham 
would  do  well  to  visit  the  Lower  Priory  Showroom,  where 
specimens  are  displayed ;  but  those  who  cannot  will  find 
the  catalogue  of  real  assistance  to  them  in  selection.  A  copy 
of  this  will  be  sent  to  any  of  our  subscribers  on  application 
to  the  firm. 

One  of  our  staff  has  visited  several  London  houses  to  see 
what  they  are  offering  in  Christmas  goods.  Although  it. 
may  look  somewhat  like  taking  Time  by  the  forelock,  he 
discovered  that  most  of  the  perfume-houses  were  prepared 
for  and  willing  to  do  Christmas  business. 

At  Maw's 

he  saw  some  elegancies  in  perfume-caskets,  the  product  of 
Eoger  &  Gallet,  the  well-known  Parisian  house.  The  latest 
E.  it  G.  perfume  is  "  Eubidia."  The  casket,  containing  one, 
two,  or  three  bottles,  is  in  imitation  wood,  with  few  and 
simple  decorations,  but  the  effect  is  "right."  The  single- 
bottle  series  retails  about  5s.,  the  double-bottle  box  10s.  bd., 
and  the  triple-bottle  casket  about  15s.  But  the  "  Eubidia  " 
companion  or  combination  casket  is  what  will  draw  the 
fastidious-minded  public.  In  a  very  chaste  casket  in  imita- 
tion light  oak,  with  bronze  ornamentation  and  a  dark-green 
plush  centre  on  the  lid,  there  are  packeted  three  bottles  of 
"  Eubidia  "  perfume.  I  wo  tablets  of  soap,  and  a  box  of  toilet- 
powder.  This  combination  box,  besides  being  "right,"  is 
likewise  chic.  A  casket  in  glossy  red,  of  a  gelatin-coated 
appearance,  to  sell  at  from  7s.  bd.  to  8s.  bd..  with  two  bottles 
of  perfume,  costs  the  chemist  5s.  Qd.,  and  is  likewise  quite 
new.  Another  likely  iavourite  this  year  is  the  "Key" 
pattern  wooden  case  (containing  two  perfumes),  which  sold 
so  well  last  year  that  supply  could  not  keep  pace  with  the 
I  demand. 

At  Gosnell's 

showroom  in  Blackfriars  Eoad,  S.E.,  "Society"  eau  de 
Cologne  is  the  piece  de  resistance.  It  is  very  nicely  packed 
in  4-oz.,  9-oz.,  17-oz.,  and  litre  bottles.  All  but  the  smallest 
size  have  glass  stoppers,  and  the  labelling,  capping,  and 
finishing  is  well  calculated  to  attract  the  most  blase  society 
beauty,  and,  once  used,  the  C .  <&  D.  man  thinks  the  beauty 
will  ask  for  more.  The  retail  prices  are  2s.,  4s.,  7s.  bd.,  and 
15s.  per  bottle,  and  the  chemist  has  a  generous  profit,  besides 
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being  furnished  with  a  supply  of  free  samples  for  distribu- 
tion. Another  new  Gosnell  product  is  "Jewel  of  Asia" 
perfume  in  red-capped  bottles,  with  ornate  Oriental  labelling 
on  bottle  and  box.  Each  bottle  is  packed  in  a  decorated 
cardboard  box,  and  the  "  Jewel  "  ought  to  be  an  easy  selling 
half-crown  line.  In  the  fine  showroom  (which,  by  the  way, 
all  chemists  should  visit  when  in  town)  there  is  a  very 
tasteful  display  in  one  of  the  counter-cases  of  the  "  Country 
Garden"  series  of  perfumes.  The  "  C.  G."  series  includes 
the  perfumes  "Meadow  Blossom."  "Crimson  Rambler," 
"Forget-me-not,"  "Sweet  Briar,"  "Honeysuckle,"  and 
^'Carnation";  and  a  few  bottles  of  each,  with  artificial 
flowers  appropriate  to  the  perfume,  are  artistically  dis- 
played in  a  counter-case,  with  a  foreground  of  buttercups 
and  daisies.  The  effect  is  very  good,  and  it  is  a  change  from 
the  elegant  window-displays  that  are  found  to  pay  so  well. 
The  "  C.  G."  series  are  put  up  in  sizes  to  retail  at  Is.  6d. 
■each.  A  l.s.  line  (costing  the  chemist  about  Id.)  is  surely  the 
last  word  in  value  for  money.  Each  bottle  (fancy  in  shape, 
stoppered,  beribboned,  and  attractively  labelled)  is  packed 
in  a  cardboard  container,  also  decorated.  This  is  known  as 
the  "Fragrant"  series,  and  the  varieties  of  perfume  are 
numerous.  There  are  also  "Fragrant"  face-powders  (in 
assorted  perfumes),  packed  in  large  square  fancy  boxes,  and 
"Fragrant"  toilet-soaps  (three  in  box),  the  powder  and 
'boxes  of  soap  costing  the  chemist  3.s.  6d.  per  doz.  in  each 
■case.  "  Honey  Sand  Soap,"  three  cakes  in  a  box,  not  only 
cleans  grimy  hands,  but  is  said  to  be  a  fine  thing  for  chil- 
blains. A  new  "  Eau  de  Quinine"  has  also  been  added  to 
the  toilet-list. 

At  Newbery's 

there  is  a  long  range  of  new  goods  to  choose  from  for  next 
Christmas.  Messrs.  Newbery  are  rather  making  a  feature 
this  year  of  the  "  own-name"  souvenir  in  6d.  and  Is.  sizes. 
That  is  to  say,  a  chemist  who  orders  half  a  gross  of  perfumes 
jr  more,  may  have  his  own  name  printed  on  the  label  and 
run  it  as  his  own  perfume.  There  is  an  assortment  of  labels 
.to  choose  from,  and  it  is  in  contemplation  likewise  to  pre- 
sent a  basket  of  flowers  for  display-purposes  with  orders  of 
a  certain  value.  Besides  these,  however,  there  is  to  be 
obtained  6d.  souvenir  bottles  of  perfume,  each  sepa- 
rately boxed  in  cases  bearing  floral  designs  of  a  dozen 
different  patterns.  There  is  a  9d.  series  in  boxes  with 
plush  tops,  and  the  Is.  series  allows  a  big  range  of 
■choice.  In  caskets  of  a  more  ornate  description  the  embossed 
lids  with  a  shaded  metallic  "  glow  "  upon  them  are  likely  to 
prove  popular  again,  and  hopes  are  pinned  on  a  casket  bear- 
ing a  well-executed  design  of  the  lighthouse  off  Beachy 
Head,  and  another  after  the  same  style,  except  that  the  sub- 
ject is  sylvan.  Then  there  are  plain,  neat  leatherette  caskets 
(two-bottle  affairs),  with  a  gold  or  silver  Cupid  (in  metal) 
disporting  on  the  lid.  Perhaps  the  prettiest  is  a  square 
casket  (containing  two  perfumes)  in  purple  plush  with 
corded  edges  and  delicate  gold  tracery.  The  "C"  series 
■comprises  6d.  and  Is.  bottles  of  whimsical  shape,  the  most 
recent  being  a  thistle-shaped  bottle  with  a  handle.  In  this 
line  the  "jug"  shape  is  likely  to  continue  popular.  These 
•are  uncased  perfumes  ;  but  other  caskets  (with  one  and  two 
perfumes)  that  should  be  seen  are  the  all-silver  caskets  and 
others  in  brown  leatherette  (with  hand-painted  floral  de- 
signs), in  art  shades,  and  in  imitation  moroccos.

The  Wholesale  Problem 

discussed  in  the  Lambeth  Police 
Court  last  week  has  not,  so  far  as  I  remember,  appeared 
previously  in  any  legal  case.  There  have  been  one  or  two 
instances  of  persons  trying  to  evade  the  penalties  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  by  describing  themselves  as  wholesale 
druggists  ;  but  these  have  not  involved  the  settlement  of 
the  distinction  between  wholesale  and  retail  dealing.  Nor, 
so  far  as  can  be  gathered  from  the  conversation  between 
Mr.  Hopkins,  the  Magistrate,  and  Mr.  Kirby,  the  solicitor, 
has  that  distinction  been  the  subject  of  any  authoritative 
judgment.  Mr.  Kirby  would  have  been  pretty  certain  to 
have  quoted  any  preceding  decision  if  he  could  have  found 
one  in  his  favour  ;  and  it  is  probable,  though  the  report  does 
not  mention  the  fact,  that  the  Magistrate  cast  a  furtive 
glance  at  a  handy  index  while  the  arguments  were  pro- 
gressing. There  are  definitions  of  wholesale  and  retail 
quantities  in  the  Acts  affecting  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  but  these  are  entirely  specific  and  arbitrary,  and 
do  not  assist  in  the  elucidation  of  the  terms  under  other 
circumstances.  The  Magistrate's  notion  that  there  is  a 
quantitative  point  somewhere  separating  wholesale  from 
retail  transactions  is 
A  Common  Misapprehension, 

but  one  that  would  hardly  be 
expected  from  an  experienced  lawyer.  Nothing  could  be 
easier  than  to  show  by  evidence  how  baseless  this  idea  must 
be.  In  the  first  place,  the  dividing  line  would  have  to  be 
drawn  at  a  different  level  for  every  individual  article ;  and, 
secondly,  the  quantities  bought  wholesale  and  sold  retail 
must  vary  according  to  businesses  and  occasions.  One 
chemist  may  sell  a  dozen  bottles  of  some  patent  medicine  to  a 
customer  going  abroad  ;  that  is  a  retail  transaction.  Another 
chemist  wants  that  same  article  for  a  customer  and  orders 
a  single  bottle  from  his  regular  provider  ;  that  is  a  whole- 
sale purchase.  Mr.  Hopkins  intimated  another  view  which, 
if  held  seriously,  extinguished  any  possible  chance  for  the 
defendant.  "  A  shop  is  a  retail  place,"  he  said,  the  infer- 
ence presumably  being  that  all  business  done  in  a  shop  must 
needs  be  retail.  Surely  that  remark  indicated  prejudice, 
and  was  unjustifiable  either  in  law  or  in  fact.  No  statute 
makes  any  one  place  or  kind  of  place  sacred  to  wholesale 
business.  We  may  make  wholesale  contracts  on  'Change,  in 
the  street,  in  our  bedrooms,  for  all  that  the  law  cares ;  and 
we  may  and  do  make  them  daily  in  our  shops.  What  else 
are  dealings  with  medical  men,  with  professional  photo- 
graphers, or  with  village  shopkeepers  ?  What,  then,  is  the 
meaning  of  wholesale  ? 

"Selling-  to  Sell  Again," 

Mr.  Kirby  says,  is  the  only  possible 
working  definition.  If  expanded  so  as  to  cover  the  sale 
of  goods  for  the  purposes  of  business — as,  for  example, 
the  sale  of  measures  or  other  appliances  to  professional 
(not  to  amateur)  photographers,  or  of  sheep-dip  to  a  farmer 
— this  satisfactorily  meets  any  case  likely  to  arise  out  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  Mr.  Hopkins,  however,  must  be  allowed 
to  have  scored  a  point  when  he  asked  if,  in  view  of  that 
definition,  the  sale  of  a  discarded  dress  by  a  lady  to  a 
wardrobe  dealer  was  to  be  regarded  as  a  wholesale  transac- 
tion. In  reply  to  this  poser  it  may  be  said  that  the  lady 
is  not  carrying  on  a  regular  business,  and  that  casual  deal- 
ings of  the  kind  suggested  can  hardly  be  looked  upon  as 
relevant  to  the  argument.  Peihaps  one  of  the  definitions 
of  "wholesale"  in  Webster's  Dictionary  most  nearly  hits 


the  mark  :  "  Selling  to  retailers  or  jobbers  rather  than  to 
consumers."  But  more  important  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  is  the  legal  view,  which  cannot 
be  controverted,  that  the  exemption  in  the  seventeenth 
section  of  "sales  by  wholesale  to  retail  dealers  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing  " 

Means  Exactly  what  it  Says, 

and  no  more.  We  have 
hitherto  had  the  idea  that  wholesale  trade  in  poisons  was 
generally  exempt  from  the  severer  restrictions  of  the  seven- 
teenth section,  and  most  likely  it  was  intended  to  be.  But 
Mr.  Hopkins  has  made  us  realise  that  this  is  the  case  to 
a  very  limited  extent  only.  What  this  amounts  to  was 
brought  forcibly  before  our  imagination  in  last  week's 
editorial.  To  take  only  one  instance  from  those  enumerated 
of  sales  not  covered  by  the  exemption — namely,  sales  by 
manufacturers  to  wholesale  dealers — the  absurdity  of  the 
condition  is  so  comic  as  almost  to  conceal  its  dangerous 
aspect.  It  is  the  law,  enforceable  by  anybody 
who  chooses  to  take  the  trouble,  that  wholesale 
druggists  must  sign  the  book  and  be  personally  known  or 
introduced  to  the  ergot  broker  before  they  can  replenish 
their  stock,  and  wholesale  patent-medicine  houses  must  go- 
through  the  same  performance  before  they  can  get  delivery 
of  a  new  supply  of  Fellows'  syrup.  This  section  of  the  Act, 
Mr.  Kirby  informed  the  Magistrate,  was  drafted  by  a 
doctor.  The  suggestion,  presumably,  was  that  there  would 
have  been  no  difficulty  if  it  had  been  drafted  by  a  lawyer. 
It  happens,  however,  that  the  offending  phrase,  "sales  by 
wholesale  to  retail  dealers,"  was  lifted  from  the  Arsenic 
Act  of  1851,  which  was  the  work  of  the  Government  drafts- 
man. 

Dr.  Baildon's  Career, 

which  has  terminated  so  sadly,  is  an 
illustration  of  the  general  incompatibility  of  pharmacy 
with  purely  literary  pursuits.  No  training  has  been  more- 
successful  than  pharmacy  in  directing  clever  young  men 
to  one  or  other  of  the  paths  of  science.  It  would  occupy  too 
much  space  merely  to  enumerate  the  names  of  famous 
alchemists,  chemists,  botanists,  medical  discoverers, 
electricians,  and  others  who  have  graduated  from  the 
pharmacy.  The  Royal  Society  of  London  and  the  Academy 
of  Sciences  of  France  were  both  hatched  in  chemists'  back 
parlours.  In  Draper's  "  Intellectual  Development  of 
Europe  ' '  we  are  told  that  Aristotle  at  one  time  kept  a 
druggist's  shop  at  Athens.  He  abandoned  it  as  soon  as  he 
could  get  something  better.  Oerstedt,  the  Danish  phil- 
osopher and  electrician,  was  brought  up  in  his  father's 
pharmacy,  but  drifted  into  loftier  regions.  It  is  a  co- 
incidence that  he,  like  Dr.  Baildon,  wrote  a  book  on 
evolutionary  processes,  entitled  "The  Spirit  of  Nature." 
But  though  many  of  these  eminent  thinkers  and  in- 
vestigators wrote  well,  it  was  not  the  mere  writing  that 
attracted  them,  or  won  them  fame.  In  fact,  pure  litera- 
ture, or,  rather,  mere  literature,  and  pharmacy  do  not 
seem  to  have  run  kindly  side  by  side.  Dante  was  registered 
as  an  apothecary  in  the  archives  of  Florence;  but  that 
registration  was  as  nominal  as  is  that  of  Mr.  Balfour  as 
a  fishmonger  of  London.  Keats  was  apprenticed  to  an 
apothecary  at  Edmonton,  and  actually  qualified  as  one; 
but  while  his  fingers  were  rolling  pills  his  mind  was  con- 
ceiving verses.  There  was  an  apothecary  in  St.  Martin's 
Lane  named  Sir  John  Hill  in  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century  who  took  to  play-writing,  and  whom  Garrick 
criticised  in  the  phrase  "his  farces  are  physic,  his  physic 
a  farce  is."  Times  are  changed  now.  Was  it  not  stated 
in  a  recent  C.  <fc  D.  that  a  chemist  had  won  a  Limerick 
prize  ?

EMtovial  Comments, 


Poison  Problems. 

Sir  James  Crichton  Browne's  remarks  about  the  sale  and 
use  of  linseed,  liquorice,  and  chlorodyne  lozenges  cannot  be 
allowed  to  pass  without  comment,  especially  as  they  will 
probably  lead  to  action  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 
There  is  no  question  of  the  fact  that  these  lozenges  are  sold 
in  enormous  quantities,  contracts  for  ton  lots  not  being  un- 
common. They  are  retailed  chiefly  by  confectioners  and 
grocers.  The  active  ingredient  in  them  is  chloroform,  and 
according  to  the  Armson  decision  the  sale  of  the  lozenges  is 
to  be  regarded  as  the  sale  of  chloroform,  hence  they  may 
only  be  sold  by  registered  chemists,  if  the  principle  de 
minimis  non  curat  lex  does  not  apply.  We  do  not  think  it 
can  apply,  for  the  measure  of  de  minimis  (as  far  as  court 
decisions  indicate)  is  quantitative  analysis,  and  analyses 
given  by  Sir  James  show  definite  percentages.  Besides,  he 
adduced  pernicious  physiological  results  from  eating  the 
lozenges.  We  presume  that  Sir  James's  object  in  the  ex- 
posure is  to  secure  limitation  of  the  sale  of  the  lozenges  as  far 
as  the  existing  law  permits,  and  that  can  only  be  exercised 
under  Section  15  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Whether 
action  is  taken  or  not  it  may  be  asked  if  such  an  article  as 
linseed,  liquorice,  and  chlorodyne  lozenges  should  be  labelled 
"  Poison  "  ?  This  is  a  very  old  question,  for  it  is  substan- 
tially the  one  propounded  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
to  the  Privy  Council  soon  after  the  1868  Act  came  into  force. 
The  Privy  Council  then  gave,  in  effect,  a  negative  reply. 
It  sounds  contradictory  to  say  that  an  unqualified  person 
may  not  sell  the  lozenges,  and  that  when  a  qualified  person 
does  so  he  need  not  label  them  "  Poison,"  but  we  may  recall 
a  proposition  made  in  these  pages  two  or  three  years  ago  to 
the  effect  that  an  article  may  be  a  poison  for  the  purposes  of 
Section  15  and  not  necessarily  subject  to  all  the  conditions 
of  Section  17.  The  former  restricts  the  sale  of  poisons  to 
qualified  persons,  and  the  latter  instructs  these  persons  what 
they  shall  do  when  selling  the  articles  specified  in  the 
schedule.  It  has  yet  to  be  proved  that  the  Armson  decision 
mder  Section  15  equally  applies  to  Section  17.  We  submit 
nhat  there  are  two  lines  of  precaution  for  the  public  safety  : 
first,  the  qualification  of  the  vendor  provided  by  Section  15, 
ind,  second,  the  labelling  and  sale-registration  of  the 
scheduled  articles  laid  down  in  Section  17.  Thus  the  sale  of 
everything  containing  "hloroform  is  restricted  to  qualified 
oersons,  and  they  are  required  by  the  Act  to  label  chloroform 
>nly,  for  its  preparations  are  not  specified.  This  is  our 
proposition  as  exemplified  by  lozenge.    It  may  also  be 
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extended  to  medicines  which  contain  poisons  as  a  constituent 
of  their  therapeutical  effects — e.g.,  Easton's  syrup.  It  has 
still  to  be  proved  beyond  appeal  that  that  preparation  of 
ferrous  phosphate  with  quinine  and  strychnine  is  a  "  prepara- 
tion of  strychnine"  within  the  original  statutory  meaning 
of  the  word  "preparation."  Certainly  in  1869  the  two 
bodies  which  were  most  concerned  with  the  enactment  (the 
Pharmaceutical  and  Privy  Councils)  were  not  disposed  to 
say  that  every  medicine  containing  a  scheduled  poison  must 
be  labelled  "  Poise  n."  The  Privy  Council  was  then  "of 
opinion  that  the  '  preparation  '  of  a  poison  .  .  .  means  a 
compound  which,  like  the  poison  of  which  it  is  a  preparation, 
is  in  itself  deadly  or  dangerous,  and  that  it  does  not  mean  a 
compound  which  is  in  itself  perfectly  harmless."  Questions 
of  fact  have  to  be  settled  as  they  arise,  added  their  Lord- 
ships, and  the  Armson  case  decided  as  to  the  sellers  of 
preparations  so  far  as  Section  15  is  concerned ;  but  we  are 
still  where  we  were  in  1869  as  regards  preparations  under 
Section  17.  It  is  uncertain  that,  for  the  purpose  of  the 
latter  section,  a  complex  medicine  including  a  scheduled 
poison,  and  "perfectly  harmless  if  taken  in  reasonable 
quantities,"  is  a  poison,  and  should  be  labelled  or  regis- 
tered. The  recent  action  against  Boots  Cash  Chemists 
(Southern),  Ltd.,  shows  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
does  not  share  this  view,  but  a  magisterial  decision  is  not 
final,  and  in  that  case  the  defence  did  not  go  far  enough. 


Cheaper  Camphor. 

Since  August  1  four  drastic  reductions,  amounting  in  all  to 
1?.  2d.  per  lb.,  have  been  made  in  the  price  of  English  re- 
fined camphor  in  bells,  the  present  quotation  for  which  is 
now  3s.  per  lb.  To  some  extent  these  reductions  were  quite 
unforeseen.  It  may  be  remembered  that  in  June  last  the 
Japanese  Government  quotation  for  crude  camphor  was 
raised  to  306s.  to  319.S.  per  cwt.  by  a  single  advance  of  70s.  ; 
but  in  August  it  was  suddenly  reduced  by  the  same  figure, 
the  price  going  back  to  236s.  to  246s.  c.i.f.,  according  to 
grade,  supplies  becoming  much  freer  and  competition  with 
China  keener.  The  consequence  is  that  the  market  is  not 
now  entirely  dependent  on  the  precarious  and  uncertain 
supplies  of  Chinese  crude  camphor,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  present  lower  basis  for  refined  will  be  continued. 
Undoubtedly  the  previous  high  prices  reduced  the  demand  to 
■a  minimum  as  regards  the  home  trade,  but  it  will  be  remem- 
bered that  considerable  contracts  were  made  early  in  the 
year  for  the  United  States  at  the  top  prices,  and  as  these 
have  only  recently  expired  refiners  have  not  been  altogether 
at  a  standstill.  Nobody  will  welcome  cheaper  raw  material 
more  than  refiners,  and  considering  that  protection  against 
a  fall  in  price  is  given  during  a  three-months'  contract, 
there  is  more  inducement  to"  buy,  and  consumers  would 
probably  do  well  to  anticipate  their  requirements.  Another 
factor,  and  probably  the  most  important  contributory 
cause  of  the  decline,  is  the  keen  competition  on  the  part  of 
Japan  in  the  refined  article,  large  quantities  of  which  have 
ibeen  sold  for  forward  shipment  at  comparatively  low  prices 
■down  to  2s.  5d.  c.i.f.  for  September-October  shipment,  but 
subsequently  business  was  done  at  up  to  2s.  8c?.  How  long 
these  values  will  last  it  is  difficult  to  say,  but  with  the 
present  strong  demand  the  market  for  Japanese  is  still 
rising.  As  regards  the  supply  of  Japanese  crude  camphor, 
at  is  stated  that  the  fall  in  price  is  due  to  the  increased 
production  in  South  China  and  partly  to  improvements  in 
^he  selling  system  adopted  by  the  Japanese  Government. 
It  appears  that  as  a  result  of  the  mission  of  the  Director  of 
Ohe  Formosa  Camphor  Bureau  (Mr.  T.  Iwai)  to  New  York, 
which  was  reported  in  the  C.  «fc  D.  of  October  20,  1906 


(p.  620),  important  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  camphor,  and  celluloid  manufacturers  are  now 
able  to  buy  direct  from  the  Government  agents,  Messrs. 
Samuel  Samuels  &  Co.,  whereas  formerly  they  could  only 
purchase  through  refiners.  Mr.  Iwai  charged  the  American 
refiners  with  making  exorbitant  profits  out  of  the  celluloid- 
makers  by  taking  advantage  of  the  inability  of  the  Japanese 
Government  to  produce  sufficient  camphor.  This  in  turn, 
Mr.  Iwai  states  in  a  letter  to  the  "  O. ,  P.,  and  D.  Reporter," 
has  compelled  celluloid-makers  to  use  substitutes  for  cam- 
phor on  one  hand  and  stimulated  the  production  of  synthetic 
camphor  on  the  other.  This  radical  change  is  a  severe  blow 
to  American  refiners,  and  the  Japanese  Government  state 
that  they  are  to  blame,  as  they  have  always  held  the  market 
quotations  "  as  high  as  double  the  limit  price  under  which 
Messrs.  Samuel  Samuels  &  Co.  are  bound  by  contract  to 
sell."  Mr.  Iwai  also  states  that  the  Japanese  Government 
recommended  the  Foochow  (South  China)  Government  to 
establish  a  monopoly  with  a  view  to  increasing  production, 
but  the  movement  ended  in  failure  owing  to  improper 
management.  Mr.  Iwai  reports  that  the  estimates  of  China 
camphor  this  year  should  reach  20,000  or  30,000  piculs,  and 
this,  added  to  the  50,000  piculs  available  from  the  Japanese 
monopoly,  is  regarded  as  a  fair  amount  to  supply  the  world's 
demand.  The  fact  that  natural  camphor  is  now  much 
cheaper  is  likely  to  have  a  prejudicial  effect  on  the  output 
of  the  synthetic  product,  and  evidently  the  Japanese  are 
making  strenuous  efforts  to  prevent  its  growth  by  maintain- 
ing and  increasing  the  natural  production. 


The  Australian  Tariff. 

We  print  on  p.  463  the  complete  Australian  tariff  for  drugs 
and  chemicals,  supplementary  to  the  information  given  last 
month.  It  may  be  remembered  that  certain  British  drugs 
and  chemicals  were  to  receive  a  preferential  duty  of 
5  per  cent.,  but  it  now  appears  that  the  only  preferences 
given  to  the  produce  or  manufactures  of  the  United 
Kingdom  in  this  department  are  in  respect  to  calcium  car- 
bide (free,  against  10  per  cent,  on  foreign),  salicylic  acid 
and  certain  other  preservatives  and  beverage  materials 
(20  per  cent.,  against  25  per  cent,  on  foreign),  tartaric  acid, 
cream  of  tartar,  and  citric  acid  (free,  against  5  per  cent,  on 
foreign),  and  perfumery,  toilet  preparations,  etc.  (25  per 
cent.,  against  35  per  cent,  on  foreign).  The  duties  on 
collodion,  perfumed  spirits  and  bay  rum,  spirituous  essences 
(including  tinctures)  containing  more  than  2  per  cent,  of 
proof  spirit,  sulphuric  and  other  ethers,  and  non-spirituous 
fruit-essences  remain  unchanged.  The  "Times"  has  led 
a  very  general  expression  of  opinion  that  the  preierential 
treatment  of  British  goods  is  derisory.  Our  contemporary 
remarks  : 

It  will  be  found  that  the  tendency  of  the  whole  tariff  is  in 
the  direction  of  largely  increased  protection  ;  and  although 
in  a  considerable  number  of  cases  the  duties  levied  upon 
British  goods  will  be  somewhat  less  than  those  upon  goods  of 
the  same  description  arriving  from  other  countries,  the 
general  effect  of  the  whole  is  in  a  direction  which  must  be 
detrimental  to  our  trade.  The  duties,  even  upon  British 
goods,  are  in  many  instances  much  higher  than  they  were 
under  the  tariff  which  the  new  one  will  supersede. 

The  few  preferences  given  in  regard  to  drugs  and  chemicals 
sufficiently  indicate  that  these  remarks  also  apply  here. 
All  pharmaceutical  preparations  and  patent  medicines 
remain  as  they  were  at  15  per  cent,  ad  val.  The  advance  of 
the  import  duties  on  perfumery  from  20  per  cent,  to  35  per 
cent,  ad  val.  in  the  general  tariff,  with  a  preferential  duty 
of  10  per  cent,  in  favour  of  Great  Britain,  is  another  instance 
of  where  the  already  existing  duty  has  been  raised  against 
British  goods  before  preference  is  granted.  We  notice  in 
Division  V.  that  the  duty  upon  apparel  and  articles  for  the 
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toilet  (including  chest-protectors),  which  was  formerly 
25  per  cent.,  will  for  the  future  be  45  per  cent,  for  a  large 
class  of  goods  and  40  per  cent,  for  others,  with  in  each  case 
a  deduction  of  5  per  cent,  in  favour  of  goods  made  in  the 
United  Kingdom — a  concession  which  still  leaves  the  duty 
from  10  per  cent,  to  15  per  cent,  higher  than  it  was  before. 
Another  instance  of  peculiar  "  preference  "  is  the  item  hair, 
tooth,  and  other  brushes,  which  were  formerly  15  per  cent.  ; 
now  they  are  25  per  cent,  for  British  and  30  per  cent,  for 
foreign.  Altogether,  out  of  444  separate  kinds  of  goods  and 
duties  in  the  list  (some  of  the  444  being  further  divided) 
there  are  about  200  in  which  no  preference  is  given  to  those 
made  in  the  United  Kingdom.  It  appears  that  the  new 
tariff  has  had  a  mixed  reception  in  Australia,  but  its  con- 
temptuous treatment  at  home  has  rather  surprised  the  people 
"  down  under."  The  latest  information  is  that  "  the  details 
are  liable  to  alteration,  but  the  underlying  purpose  is  to 
furnish  an  instrument  which  will  encourage  the  local  manu- 
facture of  local  material  and  at  the  same  time  afford  an 
effective  preference  for  British  as  against  foreign  imports." 


Opium. 

It  is  rarely  that  a  period  of  five  weeks  is  allowed  to  elapse 
without  any  business  being  reported  on  the  Smyrna  opium 
market,  but  such  is  the  case  this  season,  and  the  absence 
of  any  stimulating  advices  lately  has  been  marked.  This 
entire  dearth  of  business  rendered  prices  more  or  less 
nominal  during  August,  and  even  at  a  reduction  of  3s.  to 
4.s.  buyers  have  not  come  forward  in  Turkey.  It  would  be 
difficult  to  know  what  would  now  buy  good  Karahissar 
opium,  but  it  is  understood  that  20s.  is  about  the  figure.  It 
was  anticipated  that  the  extraordinary  point  which  prices 
reached  in  August  could  not  be  maintained,  as  values,  in 
spite  of  the  inherent  strength  of  the  market,  were  dan- 
gerously high,  and  in  consequence  everybody  who  was 
forced  to  purchase  did  so  sparingly,  while  the  United 
States  also  withheld  their  support  just  at  a  critical  period. 
This  decline  in  Smyrna  has  been  followed  closely  in 
London,  and  to-day  the  value  of  good  Karahissar  opium  is 
fully  4s.  to  5s.  less  than  at  the  beginning  of  August,  when 
the  excitement  and  prices  in  Smyrna  were  at  their  height, 
it  being  now  possible  to  buy  small  parcels  at  from  18s.  to 
19s.  on  the  spot.  However,  there  is  so  little  stock  of  Turkey 
opium  here  that  business  is  of  the  smallest  dimensions,  it 
being  stated  this  week  that  there  are  less  than  twenty  cases 
of  "  druggists  "  opium  in  London,  and  with  the  new  crop 
coming  forward  very  slowly  the  chance  of  a  further  decline 
here  seems  out  of  the  question,  though,  of  course,  market 
conditions  are  influenced  entirely  by  what  transpires  at 
primary  markets.  Quite  a  considerable  interest  has 
recently  been  taken  in  the  Persian  drug,  the  new 
crop  of  which  has  undoubtedly  held  Turkey  opium 
in  check  as  regards  the  advance  and,  to  some  extent, 
"saved  the  situation."  Considerable  quantities  have 
changed  hands  mostly  for  shipment,  while  fair  quantities 
of  new  consignments  are  available  for  purchase  on  the  open 
market.  As  regards  Persian  new  crop,  which  was 
harvested  in  June,  the  British  Consul  at  Ispahan  (one  of 
the  great  centres  of  the  opium  trade)  states  that  the  "  new 
crop  is  said  to  be  damaged  by  frost  and  a  sort  of  blight 
('  shevteh  '),  and  the  yield  is  expected  to  be  about  30  per 
cent,  less  than  last  year,  although  some  say  it  will  be  nearly 
half."  The  1906  crop,  however,  was  exceptionally  large, 
being  estimated  at  60,000  shah  maunds — i.e.,  780,000  lb. — 
or  3,210  cases,  of  which  about  1,500  cases  (each  containing 
about  150  lb.  of  prepared  opium)  were  exported  to  London 
and  China.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  large  stocks  re- 
mained unsold  after  making  full  allowance  for  Persian 


consumption,  which  the  Consul  estimates  at  13,000  maunds. 
The  shipments  from  Persia  to  China  fell  off  considerably 
last  year  owing  to  the  new  regulations  by  the  Chinese 
Government,  and  if  that  market  should  eventually  be  closed 
to  Persian  opium,  it  is  predicted  that  the  area  under  the 
cultivation  of  the  poppy  will  be  quickly  reduced.  Prices 
fell  considerably  last  year  at  Ispahan.  In  June  they  stood 
at  220  krans  per  shah  maund  for  crude,  which  is  equivalent 
to  6s.  2d.  per  lb.,  but  on  account  of  discouraging  reports 
from  China  and  London,  local  merchants  deferred  pur- 
chasing, and  prices  declined  to  160  and  170  krans  (about 
4s.  6d.  per  lb.).  The  business  done  was  therefore  unprofit- 
able for  both  local  merchants  and  exporters,  added  to  which 
there  was  a  sudden  heavy  drop  in  the  rate  of  exchange  on 
London,  which  averaged  55.52  krans  per  11.  sterling.  These 
facts  are  of  special  interest  at  the  present  time,  particularly 
as  the  figures  show  that  there  is  plenty  of  opium  in  Persia. 


Section  17. 

At  the  recent  hearing  of  the  case  against  Boots,  Cash 
Chemists  (Southern),  Ltd.,  for  not  entering  in  the  poisons- 
book  a  sale  of  Easton's  syrup  tabloids  (C.  <£•  D,  August  24, 
p.  333),  Mr.  J.  A.  Simon,  M.P.,  barrister-at-law,  for  the 
defence  stated  that  chemists — and  chemists  of  great  re- 
putation— constantly  sell  this  particular  kind  of  tabloid 
without  obtaining  signatures  for  it.  He  was  prepared  to 
call  a  number  of  witnesses  to  prove  that  in  the  best  shops 
in  London  this  is  the  course  adopted.  The  evidence  was  not 
called,  but  we  understand  that  a  summons  for  a  similar 
offence  has  been  issued  at  the  instance  of  the  company 
against  a  well-known  retail  chemist  and  ex-member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council.  The  case  is  down  for  hearing  in 
the  Westminster  Police  Court  on  Monday,  September  23, 
at  2  p.m. 

The  Irony  of  Fate. 

Some  time  ago  we  called  attention  to  an  article  by 
Professor  James  Long,  which  appeared  in  the  "Grand 
Magazine,"  on  adulteration.  The  writer  took  a  very 
extreme  view,  and  deduced  from  a  number  of  instances 
that  shopkeepers  are  flagrantly  dishonest.  It  is  a  remark- 
able example  of  the  irony  of  fate  that  Professor  Long 
has  quite  recently  been  fined  for  an  offence  which  appears 
to  have  been  just  as  technical  as  some  of  the  adultera- 
tions which  he  "exposed."  In  his  case  the  offence  was 
selling  milk  to  a  dairyman  without  registration.  He 
has  written  about  the  matter  to  the  Press,  fully  explaining 
the  position  in  which  he  was  placed  as  a  private  owner 
of  a  small  herd  of  cows,  to  which  he  had  added  a 
heifer  which  was  found  to  be  tuberculous.  Professor 
Long  concludes  his  epistle  by  saying  : 

A  local  authority  may  spring  a  charge  upon  a  defendant 
who  has  no  witnesses  present,  and  hold  him  up  to  ridicule, 
which  a  reporter  can  distribute  widely  through  the  Press, 
and  thus  rob  him  of  an  unblemished  name. 

We  do  not  in  the  slightest  degree  suggest  that  Professor 
Long  is  not  entitled  to  all  respect,  but  we  trust  the  incident 
will  show  him  a  side  of  matters  to  which  sufficient  promi- 
nence was  not  given  in  the  article  referred  to. 

Volcanoes  and  Citric  Acid. — Mr.  Jones,  the  Curator_  of 
the  Botanical  Station  at  Dominica,  raises  the  interesting 
question  whether  or  not  the  world's  supply  of  citric  acid  is  all 
grown  within  areas  dominated  by  active  volcanoes,  such  as 
Sicily,  parts  of  Italy.  Montserrat,  and  Dominica.  "  Is  this," 
he  asks,  "  merely  a  coincidence,  or  is  it  the  result  of  long 
experience,  proving  that  such  localities  are  best  suited  for  the 
growth  of  lime  and  lemon  trees?  "  Those  parts  of  Southern 
Italy  where  oranges,  citrons,  lemons,  and  bergamot  grow  in 
profusion  are  all  dominated  by  active  volcanoes — Vesuvius 
and  its  region,  Etna,  and  Stromboli — commanding  the  entire 
citric  zone. 
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@U  of  Bergamot: 

Determination  of  the  Acid  Number. 

By  Dr.  Salvatore  Gulli. 

AS  the  value  of  bergamot  oil  is  commonly  determined  by 
the  ester  content,  the  introduction  of  a  new  adulterant 
is  a  matter  of  commercial  and  scientific  interest.  The  new 
method  of  adulteration  consists  in  the  addition  of  lemon  or 
bergamot  terpenes,  and  of  small  quantities  of  volatile  acids 
or  of  artificial  acid  esters  soluble  in  the  oil,  which  products 
increase  the  apparent  proportion  of  linalyl  acetate. 

Among  the  volatile  acids  which  we  have  detected  in 
bergamot  oil  is  benzoic  acid.  This  acid  had  some  years  ago 
been  found  by  Sehimmel's  chemists  in  a  sample  of  com- 
mercial lavender  oil  ("  Semi-annual  Eeport,"  April  1902,  47) . 

Among  the  esters  used  as  adulterants,  the  ethyl  esters, 
especially  ethyl  succinate,  seem  to  lend  themselves  to  this 
purpose.  Some  years  ago  Sehimmel's  chemists  ("  Semi- 
annual Report,"  April  1897,  28,  and  April  1905,  56)  found 
the  succinate  in  a  sample  of  commercial  lavender  oil ;  and 
Mr.  John  C.  Umney  (G.  &  D.,  1906,  II.,  p.  691)  found  ethyl 
citrate  in  the  same  oil. 

In  several  samples  of  commercial  bergamot  oil  the  terpinyl 
acetate  has  recently  been  found  (0.  <£•  D.,  1907,  I.,  p.  422). 
This  has  the  advantage  of  being  far  cheaper  than  ethyl 
citrate  and  ethyl  succinate. 

These  esters,  besides  being  detected  by  the  method  sug- 
gested by  C.  T.  Bennett  (O.  &  D.,  1906,  II.,  691)  can  also 
be  detected  owing  to  their  visibly  increasing  the  acid 
number  of  pure  oils. 

Sehimmel's  chemists  state  that  they  have  found  for  pure 
bergamot  oil  an  acid  number  of  from  1.5  to  3  ("Report" 
for  April  1905,  32,  note  2).  Charabot,  in  an  important  paper 
("  Compt.  rend."  exxix.,  728)  upon  some  oils  from  immature 
and  ripe  fruits,  has  found  that  the  free  acids  calculated 
as  acetic  aciu  in  the  oil  of  the  immature  fruits  are  0.289  per 
cent.,  and  in  that  of  the  ripe  fruits  0.283  per  cent.  These 
figures  found  by  M.  Charabot  and  by  Sehimmel's  chemists 
seem  to  be  a  little  too  high  for  pure  oils.  We  have  found 
the  acid  number  from  0.10  to  0.15  per  cent,  calculated 
as  acetic  acid,  and  at  most  0.20  in  old  oils. 

The  following  are  the  acid  numbers  of  several  pure  oils 
of  the  present  year,  together  with  the  results  of  the  other 
researches  made  by  us  :

It  has  not  been  possible  for  us  to  obtain  oils  adulterated 
with  ethyl  citrate  or  terpinyl  acetate,  but  we  have  had 
occasion  to  analyse  commercial  oils  of  suspected  quality, 
which  we  have  declared  adulterated  because  of  the  high 
acidity,  as  shown  in  the  following  table  :

In  these  samples  we  suspect  adulteration  with  acid  sub- 
stances added  to  increase  the  apparent  ester  content  of  the 


In  oil  No.  1  we  noted  the  presence  of  a  resinous  acid  sub- 
stance, judging  by  the  residue  left  on  evaporation  of 
6.5  grams. 

In  oil  No.  2  we  detected  a  terpene  hydrochloride  by  the 
method  described  by  us  in  the  C.  it-  7J..  1901,  II.,  383. 

In  oil  No.  3  we  suspect  the  presence  of  terpinyl  acetate 
and  of  terpenes,  judging  from  the  fractionated  distillation. 

In  oil  No.  4  we  detected  and  characterised  benzoic  acid 
by  using  Sehimmel's  process  already  referred  to. 

It  is  clear  from  the  foregoing  that  errors  may  be  committed 
in  judging  of  the  purity  of  commercial  bergamot  oil  if  its 
acidity  is  not  accurately  determined.  This  should  vary 
from  0.05  to  0.15  per  cent.,  never  being  more  than  0.20.

©tto  of  IRose.

OTTO  of  rose  is  being  very  heavily  adulterated  this 
season.  The  peculiar  market  conditions,  details  of 
which  have  from  time  to  time  appeared  in  The  Chemist 
and  Drucgist,  are  no  doubt  chiefly  responsible  for  this. 
Apart  from  the  question  of  adulteration  another  very 
serious  question  arises.  I  have  come  across  cases  from 
time  to  time  where  a  sample  (perhaps  an  ounce,  perhaps 
an  8-oz.  copper)  is  sent  either  to  myself  or  to  another 
analyst,  containing  very  fine  otto  of  rose.  A  report  on 
the  same  is  obtained  and  then  used  to  cover  a  delivery  of 
entirely  different  otto.  This,  of  course,  can  only  happen 
in  the  case  of  a  dishonest  vendor,  and  all  the  high-class 
sellers  are  naturally  most  anxious  that  such  unscrupulous 
methods  of  trading  should  be  exposed  and  stopped.  It 
cannot  be  too  strongly  insisted  on  that  an  analysis  of  an 
advance  sample  cannot  possibly  guarantee  the  quality  of  a 
delivery,  and  the  honest  vendor  only  wants  such  advance 
samples  analysed  because  he  knows  his  deliveries  will 
correspond  with  them.  But  the  fact  remains  that  the 
analytical  certificate  only  refers  to  the  packages  described 
thereon  by  proper  marks  and  numbers. 

To  return  to  the  question  of  adulteration.  Until  recently 
a  fairly  pure  geraniol  with  very  high  specific  gravity  and 
refractive  index  had  taken  the  place  of  crude  "Turkish" 
geranium  oil  as  an  adulterant  of  otto.  But  in  anything  more 
than  very  small  quantities  this  could  easily  be  detected. 
Now,  however,  some  skilled  chemist  has  prepared  a  geraniol 
(a  mixture,  of  course,  with  other  alcohols)  having  a  specific 
gravity  of  about  0.875  and  a  refractive  index  of  under 
1.4700.  To  show  how  this  affects  a  pure  otto,  I  give  the 
following  figures.  No.  I  is  a  pure  otto  of  rose  of  the 
best  quality  ;  the  other  samples  are  this  otto  with  5  per 
cent.,  10  per  cent.,  20  per  cent.,  and  30  per  cent,  of 
the  new  kind  of  "geraniol  "  added  : —

The  melting-point  of  the  stearoptene  should,  of  course,  be 
identical  in  each  case ;  the  slight  differences  are  due  to 
imperfect  purification.  By  melting-point  is  meant  the 
temperature  at  which  the  crystals  of  stearoptene  disappear, 
a  characteristic  which  depends  not  so  much  on  the  relative 
proportions  of  liquid  and  solid,  but  rather  on  the  degree  of 
insolubility  of  the  stearoptene  in  the  liquid.  Hence  the 
addition  of  large  quantities  of  geraniol  does  not  lower  the 
melting-point  by  so  much  as  might  be  expected,  especially 
if  the  geraniol  be  a  substance  in  which  the  stearoptene  is 
very  insoluble.  Indeed,  a  trace  of  alcohol  is  sometimes 
added  to  raise  the  apparent  melting-point,  as  crystals  of 
stearoptene  are  practically  insoluble  in  alcohol. 

A  careful  examination  of  this  season's  otto  of  rose  from 
numerous  sources  convinces  me  that  the  purest  and  best 
otto  has  a  specific  gravity  not  exceeding  0.8560  and  a 
refractive  index  of  under  1.4620.

TWO  new  Patents  and  Designs  Acts  were  passed  on 
August  28,  and  have  just  been  published.  One  repeals  the 
other.  °Why  was  it  necessary  for  Parliament,  in  its  wisdom, 
to  pass  an  Act  and  immediately  repeal  it  ?  The  only  answer 
appears  to  be  that  the  second  was  a  consolidation  of  the 
patent-law,  and  it  was  found  useful  to  pass  the  "  Patents 
and  Designs  Amendment  Act,  1907,"  for  the  purpose 
of  repealing  and  incorporating  with  some  of  the  old 
law.  The  new  "  Patents  and  Designs  Act,  1907,"  has 
one  special  feature  which  is  not  likely  to  commend 
itself  to  inventors  and  owners  of  patented  inven- 
tions—viz.,  their  patent  will  cost  them  more.  The 
Government  has  gone  back  over  fifty  years  to  the  old 
Act  of  1852  by  making  the  renewal  fees  150/.,  instead  of 
95/.  as  hitherto.  Seeing  that  the  first  official  fees  of  5/. 
up  to  the  sealing  of  the  patent  remain  the  same  and  that 
the  Patent  Office  is  still  worked  at  a  handsome  profit  out  of 
the  capital  provided  by  the  owners  of  patented  inventions, 
it  is  hard  to  understand  why  this  obstacle,  a  high  tariff,  has 
been  placed,  by  a  Liberal  Government,  in  the  path  of  pro- 
gress. A  small  fee  of  5/.  for  four  years'  protection  tempts 
the  inventor  to  obtain  a  monopoly  by  disclosing  the  result  of 
many  years'  hard  study  and  costly  experiments,  and  the 
heavy  renewal  fees  will  prevent  him,  in  many  cases,  from 
enjoying  the  monopoly  when  obtained.  In  the  United  States 
of  America,  where  three-fourths  of  the  industries  of  the 
country  are  based  on  patents,  seventeen  years'  protection 
is  granted  for  $35.  Our  quick-witted  neighbours  m  France 
give  fifteen  years'  protection  for  60/.  Canada  can  afford 
to  give  eighteen  years'  protection  for  $60,  and  the  six 
Colonies  comprising  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia  four- 
teen years'  for  13/.  ;  while  the  Mother  of  Parliaments  will 
next  year  demand  155/.  in  Government  stamps  for  fourteen 
years'  British  patent. 

There  are  some  admirable  features  in  the  new  Act  which 
will  be  fully  appreciated.  The  first  refers  to  supplemen- 
tary provisional  specifications.  Where  the  same  applicant 
has  put  in  two  or  more  provisional  specifications  for  inven- 
tions which  are  cognate  or  modifications  one  of  the  other, 
and  has  obtained  thereby  concurrent  provisional  protection 
for  the  same,  and  the  Comptroller  is  of  opinion  that  the 
whole  of  such  inventions  are  such  as  to  constitute  a  single 
invention  and  may  properly  be  included  in  one  patent,  he 
may  accept  one  complete  specification  in  respect  of  the  whole 
of  such  applications  and  grant  a  single  patent  thereon.  Such 
patent  shall  bear  the  date  of  the  earliest  of  such  applica- 
tions, but  in  considering  the  validity  of  the  same,  and  for 
the  purposes  of  filing  opposition,  the  Court  or  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  Patent  Office,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have 
regard  to  the  respective  dates  of  the  provisional  specifica- 
tions relating  to  the  several  matters  claimed  therein.  The 
second  useful  feature  is  where  a  patent  for  an  invention  has 
been  applied  for  or  granted  and  the  applicant  or  the  patentee 
applies  for  a  further  patent  in  respect  of  any  improvement 
or  a  modification  of  the  invention,  he  may,  if  he  thinks  fit, 
in  his  application  for  the  further  patent  request  that  the 
term  limited  in  that  patent  for  the  duration  thereof  be  the 
same  as  that  of  the  original  patent,  or  so  much  of  that  term 
as  is  unexpired.  Where  an  application  containing  such  a 
request  is  made,  a  patent  of  addition  may  be  granted  for 
the  said  term.  It  shall  remain  in  force  as  long  as  the  original 
patent  remains  in  force,  and  no  renewal  fees  are  payable  on 
the  patent  of  addition.  The  grant  of  a  patent  shall  be  con- 
clusive evidence  that  the  invention  is  a  proper  subject  for 
a  patent  of  addition,  and  the  validity  of  the  patent  shall 
not  be  questioned  on  the  ground  that  the  invention  ought  to 
have  been  the  subject  of  an  independent  patent. 

Another  improvement  in  the  present  law  consists  in  ex- 
tending the  official  search  for  novelty  to  specifications 
published  after  the  date  of  the  application  in  respect  of 
which  the  investigation  is  made,  and  being  specifications 
which  have  been  deposited  pursuant  to  prior  applications. 
The  effect  of  this  will  be  to  extend  the  search  to  all  pub- 
lished specifications  within  fifty  years,  but  unpublished 
specifications  will  still  be  excluded.  The  search,  it  will  be 
seen,  remains  incomplete,  and  the  inventor  must  take  the 


risk  of  his  invention  having  been  covered  by  a  provisional 
specification  filed  within  fifteen  months.  When  litigation 
arises,  the  patentee  is  not  bound  to  lose  his  patent  if  he  is 
found  to  have  claimed  too  much.  The  Court  has  now  power 
under  the  new  Act  to  allow  the  patentee  to  amend  his 
specification  by  way  of  disclaimer  in  such  manner,  and 
subject  to  such  terms  as  to  costs,  advertisement,  or  other- 
wise, as  the  Court  may  think  fit,  provided  that  the  amend- 
ment does  not  make  the  specification  claim  an  invention 
larger  than,  or  different  from,  the  invention  claimed  by  the 
specification  as  it  stood  before  the  amendment.  The  knotty 
question  of  disconformity  between  the  provisional  speci- 
fication and  the  complete  (final)  specification  is  well  handled 
in  the  new  Act.  If  the  examiner  reports  that  the  invention 
described  in  the  complete  specification  is  not  substantially 
the  same  as  that  which  is  described  in  the  provisional 
specification,  the  Comptroller  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
applicant,  instead  of  refusing  to  accept  the  complete 
specification,  cancel  the  provisional  specification,  and  treat 
the  application  as  having  been  made  on  the  date  at  which 
the  complete  specification  was  left,  and  the  application  shall 
have  effect  as  if  made  on  that  date.  It  is  provided,  how- 
ever, that  where  the  complete  specification  includes  an 
invention  not  included  in  the  provisional  specification  the 
Comptroller  may  allow  the  original  application  to  proceed 
so  far  as  the  invention  included  both  in  the  provisional  and 
in  the  complete  specification  is  concerned,  and  treat  the 
claim  for  the  additional  invention  included  in  the  complete 
specification  as  an  application  for  that  invention  made  on 
the  date  at  which  the  complete  specification  was  left. 
Furthermore,  a  patent  shall  not  be  held  invalid  on  the 
ground  that  the  complete  specification  claims  a  further  or 
different  invention  from  that  contained  in  the  provisional, 
if  the  invention  therein  claimed,  so  far  as  it  is  not  contained 
in  the  provisional,  was  novel  at  the  date  when  the  com- 
plete specification  was  put  in,  and  the  applicant  was  the 
true  and  first  inventor. 

Under  the  present  law  the  time  for  applications  by  re- 
presentatives of  deceased  inventors  is  limited  to  six  months 
after  the  inventor's  death.  The  new  Act  enables  the  ap- 
plication to  be  made  at  any  time.  This  is  right.  It  recognises 
that  an  invention  is  just  as  much  a  property  as  machinery 
or  household  furniture  ;  and  we  can  imagine  the  pleasure 
it  will  afford  the  inventor's  son,  when  he  has  the  means,  to 
patent  and  carry  out  his  father's  inventions  to  a  successful' 
issue.  The  grounds  of  opposition  to  an  application  for  a 
patent  are  somewhat  enlarged.  A  patent  may  be  opposed 
if  the  nature  of  the  invention,  or  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
to  be  performed,  is  not  sufficiently  or  fairly  described  in 
the  complete  specification.  This  may  lead  to  numerous  op- 
positions, as  anyone  can  say,  "  I  oppose  this  patent,  because 
I  do  not  understand  it." 

The  new  Act  protects  British  manufacturers  by  com- 
pelling foreign  patentees  to  manufacture  in  this  country 
their  inventions  patented  here.  To  the  chemist  and  drug- 
gist perhaps  the  most  interesting  sections  of  the  Act  are 
those  which  extend  the  copyright  in  registered  designs  of 
new  appliances  from  five  to  ten  or  fifteen  years  on  payment 
of  moderate  renewal  fees,  and  enable  the  Comptroller 
(when  he  deems  it  desirable)  to  require  typical  samples  and 
specimens  of  chemical  inventions  to  be  furnished  to  him 
before  the  acceptance  of  the  complete  specification.  Al- 
though the  cost  of  producing  samples  by  new  or  improved' 
processes  will  be  prohibitive  in  many  cases  to  poor  inventors, 
it  will  restrain  those  adventurous  chemists  who,  by  a  broad 
specification  and  claims,  now  make  haste  to  annex  large 
scientific  areas,  and  sit  tight,  waiting  for  others  to  pros- 
pect them,  in  the  expectation  of  receiving  heavy  toll  from, 
those  who  afterwards  do  the  actual  work.

Boric  acid,  55  per  cent.  ;  borax,  40  per  cent. ;  mercury,  37  per 
cent. ;  olive  oil,  22  per  cent. ;  pumice-stone.  1  per  cent. ;  and 
beeswax,  41  per  cent.  The  imports  into  Leghorn  included 
carbonate  of  soda,  94,160  cwt.  (1905,  83,110  cwt.).  of  which 
45  per  cent,  was  obtained  from  Great  Britain  ;  and  of  copper 
sulnhate  1.796  tons  was  imported  last  year  (against  3,599  tons 
in  1905),  Great  Britain  furnishing  71  per  cent. 
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Winter  Session  of  Chemists'  associations.

And  proclaim  that  it's  Winter — and  Session's  begun. 


Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society. 

A  Special  Genehal  Meeting  of  the  members  was  held  at  the 
Builders'  Exchange,  Cross  Burgess  Street,  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing, September  17,  Mr.  H.  Anteliffe  (President)  in  the 
chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  Percy  Carr,  R.  D. 
Douglas,  J.  G.  Jackson,  F.  W.  Whitworth,  G.  Squire,  H.  G. 
Williams  (Hon.  Secretary),  J.  T.  Appleton,  R.  Dixon, 
J.  Chadwick,  C.  Leicester,  G.  Marsden  (Stocksbridge), 
J.  E.  Alcock,  B.  Ellis,  H.  M.  Hucklebridge,  F.  R.  Clark, 
and  C.  A.  Gardner. 

Mr.  Craven,  of  Bridgehouses,  was  (on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Carr,  seconded  by  Mr.  Jackson)  elected  a  member  of  the 
Council. 

Buying  Section. 
The  President  explained  that  the  principal  object  of  the 
meeting  was  to  consider  a  report  from  the  Council  with  refer- 
ence to  the  Buying  Section. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  read  the  following  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Council  (on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Newsholme, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Squire)  : 

That  the  Council  is  of  opinion  that  to  carry  on  a  Trade 
Section  of  the  Society  is  inimical  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
Society  and  contrary  to  the  objects  it  has  always  had  in 
view,  and  therefore  requests  that  those  members  who  are 
interested  in  this  Section  should  discontinue  the  same  under 
the  name  of  the  Society. 

The  President  formally  moved  the  adoption  of  this.  Mr. 
Squire  seconded  and  stated  that  the  whole  question  was 
whether  the  Buying  Section  was  to  be  carried  on  by  the 
Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society  officially  or 
by  a  section  of  the  members  as  a  separate  concern  entirely 
apart  from  the  Society,  which,  by  its  rules,  was  not  intended 
to  be  carried  on  for  the  sake  of  profit  or  gain,  and,  as  stated 
in  the  terms  of  the  resolution,  it  was  inimical  to  the  interests 
of  the  Association  that  the  Buying  Section  should  be 
carried  on  officially. 

Mr.  Jackson  (Chairman  of  the  Buying  Section)  regretted 
that  he  could  not  agree  with  the  form  of  the  motion.  To 
him  the  formation  of  the  Buying  Section  was  in  every  way 
to  the  interest  of  the  Society,  and  he  moved  as  an  amend- 
ment : 

That  the  minutes  sanctioning  the  adoption  of  the  sub- 
committee's report  on  the  formation  of  a  Buying  Section  in 
connection  with  the  Association  under  its  name  be  partially 
rescinded  and  that  in  place  of  Rule  I.  in  the  Trade  Section 
Hules,  the  following  be  substituted  :  "  That  the  name  of  the 
trade  Section  be  the  Sheffield  and  District  Chemists' 
trading  Association  and  that  the  members  of  the  Society 
nave  no  liability  in  connection  therewith." 
[Rule  I.  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  amendment  is  "  That 
the  name  be  '  Trade  Section  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical 
and  Chemical  Society.'  "J 

Mr.  Jackson  further  explained  that  he  was  prepared  to 
alter  the  title  of  the  Trade  Section,  but  he  thought  it  ought 
to  be  officially  connected  with  the  Society. 

Mr.  Carr  thought  the  Buying  Section  was  a  great  help  to 
the  Society.  Certain  gentlemen  objected  to  have  any 
liability  for  the  Section,  but  he  did  not  see  how  any  Section 
°£  the  Society  could  be  liable  for  another  Section.  Mr. 
Williams  and  he  were  the  men  who  held  the  money,  and 
although  he  did  not  think  the  matter  was  intended  to  be 
taken  personally,  the  difficulty  might  be  got  over  by  their 
binding  themselves  in  a  certain  amount.  He  would  second 
the  amendment  if  Mr.  Jackson  were  prepared  to  strike  out 
the  reference  to  Rule  I. 

Mr.  Squire  said  that  if  the  amendment  were  carried  the 
■trying  Section  would  be  an  official  part  of  the  Society,  and 


in  that  case  he  thought  the  Section  should  not  have  a  separate- 
president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  but  work  under  the 
President,  Secretary,  etc.,  of  the  Society.  They  must  either 
make  it  official  in  this  way  or  quite  separate,  otherwise  each- 
member  of  the  Society  was  liable,  and  there  were  a  number 
of  members  who,  while  they  did  not  oppose  the  carrying  on 
of  the  Section,  were  not  in  agreement  with  the  scheme.  He 
did  not  think  the  clause  proposed  would  alter  the  position 
at  all.  They  were  liable  under  the  Companies  Acts  for 
carrying  on  a  Trade  Section  because  each  member  of  the 
Society  would  be  considered  a  member  of  the  Section,  and 
they  were  liable  for  trading  for  the  purposes  of  gain  without 
being  registered. 

Mr.  Carr  urged  that  the  Section  was  not  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  profit,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  the 
Section  made  no  profit.  He  believed  that  an  unlimited' 
company  could  be  carried  on  under  a  section  of  the  Act 
without  being  registered. 

The  President  agreed  that  this  was  so,  but  thought  the- 
authorities  would  take  some  persuading  that  the  Section  was. 
not  carried  on  for  gain. 

Mr.  Carr  :  We  do  not  make  a  profit. 

Mr.  Squire  :  The  object  of  the  Section  is  avowedly  to  save- 
money.    Is  not  that  gain  ? 

Mr.  Carr  :  We  do  not  make  a  profit  on  the  stuff  we  sell. 

The  President  stated  that  they  were  liable  under  the- 
Companies  Acts  if  the  members  numbered  over  twenty,  ancf 
he  was  advised  that  the  whole  of  the  members  would  be 
counted  as  members  of  the  Section  for  this  purpose. 

Mr.  Carr  suggested  that  if  each  member  of  the  Society 
cared  to  join  the  Section  they  would  be  prepared  to  apply  for 
registration. 

Mr.  Ellis  expressed  the  view  that  it  could  not  be  shown 
that  the  Section  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  gain.  (The 
President  :  You  would  have  to  prove  that  it  was  not.)  The- 
Section  was  not  for  the  purpose  of  gain,  and  they  could 
show  from  the  price  at  which  every  commodity  came  in  and' 
the  price  at  which  it  went  out  that  there  was  no  profit. 

Mr.  Williams  said  there  was  no  profit  at  all — they  had' 
to  subscribe  to  make  up  the  loss. 

The  President  stated  that  he  did  not  think  there  need  be- 
any secret  about  the  fact  that  it  was  Mr.  Glyn- Jones's  opinion- 
that  he  had  quoted,  and  he  advised  him  that  in  his  opinion 
the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  Society  were  liable  for  the 
Trade  Section. 

Mr.  Williams  asked  if  the  President  had  made  it  quite 
clear  that  they  were  buying  and  selling  at  the  same  price  ? 

The  President  said  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  was  fully  conversant 
with  all  the  circumstances. 

Mr.  Squire  :  You  have  admitted  that  each  member  is 
making  money  through  the  Section. 

Mr.  Carr  :  Yes,  in  an  indirect  way. 

The  President  :  The  Act  does  not  define  in  what  way  the 
profit  or  gain  shall  be  made. 

Mr.  Ellis  :  The  Section  itself  gains  no  profit  at  all.  The 
individual  members  benefit,  but  not  the  Section  as  a  whole.. 
We  can  show  from  our  books  that  we  make  no  profit  at  all. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  apart  from  the  Section  alto- 
gether each  member  was  capable  of  buying  a  certain  quantity 
of  goods.  The  Section  now  bought  these  goods  in  bulk  and 
distributed  them. 

Mr.  Chadwick  :  We  simply  save  the  wholesaler's  profit. 

Mr.  Squire  :  If  you  admit  that,  you  admit  that  you  are 
combined  for  the  purpose  of  gain. 

Mr.  Carr  said  they  joined  in  order  that  they  might  not 
have  so  much  money  out. 

At  this  point,  Mr.  Carr  not  being  willing  to  second  the 
amendment  as  it  stood,  Mr.  Appleton  did  so.  the  mover- 
having  accepted  a  slight  amendment  which  he  suggested. 

Mr.  Hucklebridge  cleared  the  air  somewhat  by  a  neat 
definition  of  the  position.  He  said  some  of  those 
present  were  under  a  slight  misapprehension  as  to  the- 
profit  which  the  Section  made.  They  made  no  profit 
because  they  made  no  dividend.  All  they  did  was  to 
effect  a  saving.  They  certainly  gained,  but  they  did" 
not  make  a  profit,  and  there  was  some  confusion  between- 
the  words  "  saving  "  and  "  gaining."    The  members  saved  a 
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considerable  amount,  but  this  could  not  be  put  down  to 
income  or  assessed  for  income-tax  purposes,  either  to  them 
or  to  the  Trading  Section.  The  whole  question  turned  on 
this. 

The  President  said  that  his  sole  point  was  to  relieve  the 
non-members  of  the  Buying  Section  of  any  liability  which 
might  attach  to  them.  Some  members  objected  to  have  this 
liability,  and  it  was  possible  that  they  might  have  to  con- 
sider whether  they  should  withdraw  from  the  Society. 

Mr.  Chadwick  asked,  if  there  was  any  doubt  about 
members  remaining  with  the  Society,  would  not  their  objec- 
tion be  met  by  a  guarantee  being  given  by  the  Trade 
Section  ? 

The  President  did  not  think  a  personal  guarantee  would 
cover  them — they  wanted  to  be  relieved  of  all  liability. 

An  animated  discussion  followed,  but  it  was  quite  obvious 
that  neither  side  was  prepared  to  be  convinced  by  the  argu- 
ments adduced  by  the  other,  and  the  President  having  put 
the  amendment  to  the  vote  declared  the  same  carried  by 
twelve  votes  to  four  for  the  original  motion. 


West  Ham  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  Earlham  Hall, 
Forest  Gate,  on  September  12,  with  Mr.  Harold  Mitchell 
(Vice-President)  in  the  chair.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
competition  suggested  to  the  Association  in  a  letter  by 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  be  postponed  for  future 
consideration.  The  Association  would  have  nothing  to  do, 
officially,  with  the  Town  Tenants'  League,  but  in  response 
to  a  letter  from  the  East  Sussex  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, some  copies  of  the  specimen  pages  of  the  Bloomsbury 
Codex  are  to  be  obtained  for  distribution  to  medical  prac- 
titioners. The  divisional  secretaries  at  present  holding 
that  position  are  to  be  recommended  to  headquarters  for 
re-appointment.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  B.  Barnes)  re- 
ported that  the  outing  was  a  great  success,  but  financially 
there  was  an  adverse  balance,  which  would  probably  be 
wiped  out  by  Mr.  Soper,  who  had  offered  to  contribute  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  photographs  he  took  on  that 
occasion.  Dr.  W.  Lauzun  Brown  then  gave  an  address  on 
"Anaesthesia  :  Its  Obligation  to  Pharmacy."  Dr.  Brown 
had,  at  very  short  notice,  kindly  taken  the  place  of  Mr. 
J.  T.  Ainslie  Walker,  who  was  confined  to  bed  with 
bronchitis.  The  address  was  extremely  interesting  and 
instructive,  and  .was  much  appreciated  by  all  the  members 
present.  A  discussion  followed  in  which  Messrs. 
Mitchell,  Blades,  Potter,  and  the  Secretary  took  part.  A 
resolution  of  sympathy  was  passed  with  the  widow  of 
Captain  Deane  in  her  bereavement. 


Hull  Chemists'  Association. 

The  opening  meeting  of  the  winter  session  of  this  Associa- 
tion was  held  at  the  Grosvenor  Hotel,  Carr  Lane.  Hull,  on 
Tuesday  evening,  September  17.  Mr.  A.  Richardson  (Pre- 
sident) was  in  the  chair,  and  welcomed  the  large  attendance 
of  members  to  their  new  place  of  meeting.  He  observed  that 
since  the  last  gathering  the  Government  had  withdrawn 
their  Poisons  Bill,  and  he  hoped  next  year  they  would  bring 
in  one  more  to  the  interests  of  the  trade. 

Some  discussion  took  place  with  reference  to  the  ap- 
pearance of  trade-journals  on  the  magazine-room  table  at 
the  Hull  Free  Library.  The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  Staning) 
-said  he  had  made  inquiries,  and  found  that'the  grocers  had 
successfully  objected  to  their  papers  being  shown,  and  after 
some  discussion  it  was  agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Smith, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Snowden.  that  the  President  and  the  Hon.' 
Secretary  should,  with  the  two  members  of  the  Trading 
Association,  wait  upon  the  Library  Committee. 

It  was  decided  on  the  question  of  local  organisation  that 
the  Association  cordially  approve  of  the  proposed  joint 
action  among  local  bodies,  and  that  Mr.  Staning  be  the 
■delegate.  Thursday  was  suggested  as  the  most  convenient 
day  for  meeting.  The  following  Divisional  Secretaries  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  nominated  :  West  Hull. 
Mr.  Richardson ;  East  Hull,  Mr.  Hoyles,  sen. ;  Centrai 
Hull,  Mr.  Bell. 

Mr.  Ernest  Castle,  Grafton  Street,  was  elected  a  member, 
on  the  motion  of  Mi.  Howe,  seconded  by  Mr.  Kenny. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  a  Continental  smoker  at  the  Gros- 
venor Hotel  on  October  24,  and  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  make  arrangements.

The  building  is  the  Hotel  Astor,  on  the 
eighth  floor  of  which  the  meetings  were  held — a  unique 
fact  in  the  history  of  Pharmaceutical  Conventions. 

The  meeting  commenced  with  a  reception,  dance,  and 
supper  in  the  hotel's  grand  ballroom  at  9  o'clock  on 
Monday  evening,  the  music  being  supplied  by  Charles  J. 
Schwab's  orchestra.  On  Tuesday  the  ladies  had  an  auto- 
mobile trip  to  Bronx  Park,  and  lunched  at  Rocking  Stone 
Bestaurant  there.  They  came  back  to  the  hotel  by  a  dif- 
ferent route,  and  had  afternoon  tea  on  the  roof-garden. 
Wednesday  evening  was  spent  at  Daly's  Theatre.  On 
Thursday,  at  4.30,  the  ladies  had  tea  in  the  Hotel  Astor

The  business  of  the  meeting  commenced  at  3  p.m.  on 
Monday,  when  a  General  Session  was  held.  This  was  one 
of  the  most  representative  gatherings  of  pharmacists  ever 
held  in  the  history  of  the  Association.  Brief  addresses  of 
welcome  were  given  on  behalf  of  the  city  and  of  pharmacists 
and  physicians  therein,  Dr.  W.  H.  Wiley,  chief  Government 
chemist,  also  addressing  the  meeting.   Mr.  Leo  Eliel,  Presi- 


dent, then  delivered  his  address,  which  was  followed  by 
reports  on  the  state  of  the  Association.  It  appeared  from 
these  that  during  the  year  320  new  members  had  been 
elected,  and  the  funds  in  hand  amount  to  $18,624.25.  The 
past  year's  income  was  $19,507  and  the  expenditure  $14,661. 
On  the  day  following  (as  reported  last  week)  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year  were  elected,  after  which  Mr.  S.  A.  D.  Shep- 
pard,  the  veteran  treasurer,  intimated  that  he  desired  to 
give  up  that  office  next  year.  He  has  held  it  since  1886, 
and  a  member  of  the  Association  since  1865. 

PBACTICAL    PHABMACY   AND  DISPENSING. 

The  sessions  of  this  Section  of  the  Association  were  held 
on  the  Tuesday,  Mr.  H.  A.  B.  Dunning  being  the  Chair- 
man, and  Dr.  Joseph  Weinstein,  the  Secretary,  communi- 
cated the  first  of  twenty-seven  papers  that  were  on  the 
programme. 

Points  on  Toxicology  for  the  Pharmacist 

was  the  subject  of  Dr.  Weinstein's  paper,  and  his  object 
was  to  show  what  retail  chemists  can  do  in  giving  first-aid 
to  the  poisoned.   He  said  : 

Poisons  are  divided  into  two  classes,  the  sedative  poisons 
and  the  stimulant  poisons,  and  each  of  these  has  its  charac- 
teristic symptoms.  The  treatment  used  for  one  of  the  poisons 
in  a  class  can,  as  a  rule,  be  employed  for  the  other  poisons  in 
the  same  class. 

A  patient  poisoned  by  a  sedative  drug  will  be  either  semi  or 
wholly  unconscious. 

Pace  is  pallid  and  perhaps  covered  with  a  clammy  per- 
spiration. 

Pupils  are  variable  ;  they  may  be  contracted  or  dilated. 
Respiration  may  be  slow  and  shallow. 
Pulse  may  be  feeble  and  rapid. 
Vomiting  and  diarrhoea  are  very  characteristic. 
Muscular  system  may  have  convulsions  from  the  start,  but! 
most  of  the  time  it  is  in  a  state  of  relaxation  and  flabby  con- 
dition.   All  these  symptoms  can  be  combated  one  by  one. 
For  the  unconsciousness,  place  the  patient  in  a  prone  con- 
dition, head  lower  than  the  feet,  in  order  to  allow  the  blood 
to  gravitate  back  into  the  anajmic  brain  whence  it  came. 

Next  we  attend  to  the  body  temperature.  If  the  skin  is  cold 
and  clammy,  cover  the  patient  with  warm  blankets  or  apply 
hot-water  bottles. 

For  the  respiration,  loosen  the  clothing  to  facilitate  breath- 
ing and  administer  some  diffusible  stimulant  like  alcohol  in 
some  form,  ether  or  ammonia. 

For  the  pulse  give  digitalis  or  strychnine;  the  latter  is  both 
a  cardiac  and  respiratory  stimulant. 

The  symptoms  of  a  stimulant  poison  are  just  the  reverse  of 
that  of  a  sedative  poison,  and  the  treatment  follows  : 

We  find  the  patient  in  a  state  of  great  nervous  excitability, 
probably  in  convulsions,  due  to  irritation,  and  contraction  off 
the  muscular  system  to  an  extent  at  times,  when  the  body 
becomes  bent  like  an  arch,  which  is  seen  in  strychnine  poison- 
ing and  in  tetanus. 

The  temperature  is  at  times  high  and  the  respiration  is  of 
a  strenuous  character — that  is,  deep  instead  of  shallow.  The 
treatment  consists  in  trying  to  allay  the  excitement.  This  is 
done  with  sedatives  like  chloral  and  bromides,  and  if  the 
patient  cannot  swallow  the  antidotes  are  administered  by 
rectal  injection.  For  the  convulsions  whiffs  of  chloroform 
are  given  to  relax  the  spasmodic  condition  of  the  muscles.  For 
the  temperature  apply  cold.  If  the  brain  is  much  irritated 
and  delirium  is  present  apply  ice  packs  to  the  head.  In  other 
words,  everything  must  be  done  to  keep  the  patient  quiet  and 
full  rest  maintained. 

Another  very  useful  paper  was  by  Mr.  M.  I.  Wilbert, 
apothecary  of  the  German  Hospital.  Philadelphia,  in  which, 
he  gave  the  following  economical  formula  for 

Liquid  Soap. 

Sodium  hydrate    40  grams 

Potassium  hydrate   40  grams 

Cotton-seed  oil    500  c.c. 

Alcohol    _   250  c.c. 

Distilled  water,  a  sufficient  quan- 
tity to  make    2,500  c.c. 

In  a  suitable  container,  preferably  a  class-stoppered  bottle, 
dissolve  the  potassium  hydrate  and  the  sodium  hydrate  in 
250  c.c.  of  distilled  water,  add  the  alcohol,  and  then  add  the 
cotton-seed  oil  in  three  or  four  portions,  shaking  vigorously 
after  each  addition.    Continue  to  agitate  the  mixture  occa- 
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eionally,  until  saponification  has  been  completed.  Then  add 
the  remaining  portion  of  distilled  water,  and  mix. 

The  water  used  must  be  absolutely  free  from  soluble  salts 
■of  the  alkaline  earths  or  the  heavy  metals,  and  for  this 
reason  should  be,  preferably,  freshly  distilled.  When  it  is 
to  be  used  as  a  toilet  soap  a  portion  of  the  water  may  be 
replaced  with  distilled  extract  of  witch  hazel,  rose-water, 
or  orange-flower  water,  or,  by  adding  the  necessary  perfume, 
spirit  or  essential  oils  to  suit  the  individual  taste  or  need. 

Mr.  John  T.  Harbold,  Ph.D.,  apothecary  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital,  Philadelphia,  submitted  the  three 
following  formulae  : 

Antiseptic   Kubeer-glove  Lubricant. 

Tragacanth    1  oz. 

Boric  acid    4  dr. 

Formaldehyde    1  dr. 

Oil  of  gaultheria    5  drops 

Oil  of  rose  geranium    3  drops 

Alcohol    4  oz. 

Water  24  oz. 

Dissolve  the  tragacanth  in  the  water  in  which  the  boric 
acid  has  previously  been  dissolved.  Dissolve  the  oils  in  the 
alcohol,  and  add  this  solution  portion  by  portion  to  the 
mucilage  of  tragacanth.  shaking  the  mixture  after  each  addi- 
tion.   Lastly,  add  the  formaldehyde. 

This  lubricant  may  also  be  used  for  surgical  instruments, 
catheters  and  sounds. 

Antiseptic  Flexible  Collodion. 
Surgeons  find  the  following  especially  satisfactory  in 
closing  punctures,  dressing  wounds,  and  as  a  protective 
■covering  after  suturing  in  surgical  operations.

Dissolve  the  gun-cotton  in  the  ether,  shaking  until  it  be- 
comes the  consistency  of  paper  pulp  :  then  add  the  tincture  of 
benzoin,  and  shake  the  mixture  thoroughly.  To  this  mixture 
add  the  alcohol  in  which  the  mercuric  chloride  has  previously 
been  dissolved.

Dissolve  the  tragacanth  in  32  oz.  of  water,  stirring  until 
dissolved,  or  becomes  a  homogeneous  mixture.  Steep  the 
quince-seed  in  the  boiling  water  for  four  hours,  stirring  fre- 
quently ;  then  strain  carefully.  Dissolve  the  borax,  sodium 
benzoate;  and  boric  acid  in  the  remainder  of  hot  water.  Add 
the  perfume  and  glycerin  dissolved  in  the  alcohol,  and  finally 
•the  tragacanth  and  quince-seed  mucilage,  which  had  previously 
been  mixed,  portion  by  portion  ;  shaking  after  each  addition, 
in  order  to  get  a  thoroughly  homogeneous  mixture.  The  con- 
sistency may  be  varied  by  addition  of  water. 

Solid  Opodeldoc 
was  the  subject  of  a  paper  by  Mr.  Dunning,  the  Chairman, 
in  which  he  gave  the  following  formula  as  the  successful 
result  of  numerous  experiments  : 

Sodium  carbonate,  monohydrated  0.5

Dissolve  the  sodium  carbonate  in  the  water  by  heat,  add 
10  c.c.  of  alcohol  and  the  stearic  acid,  warm  until  effervescence 
has  ceased  and  perfect  solution  is  effected,  add  the  balance  of 
the  alcohol,  and  when  not  too  warm,  the  oils  and  ammonia 
water,  filter  into  bottles,  closely  stopper,  and  set  aside  to  cool. 

Counter-pr  escribing. 
Mr.  F.  M.  Apple,  of  Philadelphia,  dealt  with  the  ethical 
-aspects  of  this  subject,  his  remarks  having  special  reference 


to  the  conditions  in  the  United  States.  He  was  of  opinion 
that  until  it  can  be  definitely  settled  as  to  where  counter- 
prescribing  begins  and  ends  this  cause  of  friction  between 
the  sister  professions  will  remain.  It  will  be  as  difficult  to 
determine  this  question  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  entire 
profession  as  it  is  to  decide  where  green  stops  and  yellow 
begins  in  the  spectrum.  "  Let  us,"  he  concluded,  "  reduce 
our  counter-advising  to  the  minimum  that  circumstances  will 
permit,  ever  mindful  of  the  facts  that  our  training  has  been 
to  prepare  and  dispense  medicines,  and  not  to  diagnose  and 
prescribe." 

The  Card-indexing  System  for  Prescriptions 
was  treated  by  Mr.  J.  Diner,  who  explained  his  system  for 
filing  copies  of  all  prescriptions  on  cards,  which  he  recom- 
mended to  be  kept  in  two-drawer  cabinets,  each  drawer  to 
hold  1,000  cards.  His  idea  of  copying  is  for  the  dispenser 
to  write  from  memory  after  compounding  a  prescription 
what  he  used  in  it,  getting  a  fellow-assistant  to  check  it, 
notes  on  modus  operandi,  excipient,  etc.,  being  put  on  the 
card  thus  :

When  a  sufficient  number  have  accumulated  they  may  be 
stored  away  in  cigar-boxes,  with  the  first  and  last  numbers 
plainly  marked  on  the  outside  of  the  box. 

A  Terrible  Mistake  in  Dispensing 
was  described  by  Mr.  Lazarus  Marmor,  New  York.  It  was 
a  funny  tale  about  the  universality  (in  composition)  of 
specifics.  The  author  found  a  neighbour  (Mr.  Tablet  Trit) 
greatly  despondent  because  an  elderly  lady,  a  total  stranger, 
had  that  morning  got  in  his  shop  10  cents'  worth  of  Sun 
Cholera-Mixture.  Mr.  Trit  had  taken  the  wrong  bottle  and 
gave  her  1  oz.  of  tinctura  odontalgica,  labelling  it  as  Sun 
Cholera-Mixture.    The  author  went  on  to  say  : 

I  placed  my  hand  on  his  shoulder  and  soothingly  asked  him 
to  calm  down  and  to  show  me  the  formula  for  his  tinctura 
odontalgica,  explaining  that  under  other  circumstances  I 
would  have  never  been  so  inquisitive  as  to  dare  look  up  one  of 
the  private  formulas  of  his,  my  competitor's,  store. 

He  complied  with  my  request.  From  a  recess  of  his  desk  he 
fished  out  a  worn-out  little  notebook,  nervously  opened  one  of 
the  pages,  and  there  I  read  as  follows : 

Tinctura  Odontalgica  (Trit). 
Olei  earyophylli, 
Chloroform  i, 

Tinctura;  opii  aa   .^ss. 

Caraphoroe   3U. 

Alcohol  q.s.  ad  3'Vi 

On  seeing  it  I  could  not  help  exclaiming.  "  Tablet,  where  is 
your  deadly  poison  ?  You  say  you  labelled  it  as  Sun  Cholera- 
mixture  :  the  dose  would  be  from  15  to  30  drops,  and  the 
larger  dose  would  contain  only  about  4  drops  of  each,  chloro- 
form, tinct.  of  opium,  and  oil  of  cloves,  and  a  little  less  than 
2  grains  of  camphor.  Look  here,  it  is  a  fine  combination  for 
diarrhoea.  Why,  man,  it  closely  resembles  Squibb's  diarrhoea- 
mixture  with  the  capsicum  replaced  by  cloves." 

Tablet's  face  brightened,  and,  looking  as  if  a  new  lease  on 
life  were  granted  to  him,  he  stood  nodding  his  head  and 
sheepishly  smiling. 

Cutting  Compounding  Corners 
was  the  title  of  a  suggestive  paper  by  Mr.  Frank  E.  Fisk, 
of  Chicago.    He  did  not  give  many  suggestions,  the  follow-  : 
ing  being  the  best  of  three  : 

Previous  planning,  where  a  number  of  prescriptions  are  to 
be  dealt  with,  lightens  the  labour  of  the  apprentice.  For 
example,  an  array  such  as  this — powders  of  mereurous  chloride 
with  sodium  bicarbonate,  capsules  of  acetphenetidin  with 
caffeine  and  phenylsalicylate,  a  nasal  spray  of  menthol  ol. 
eucalypti,  and  petrolatum  liquidum,  and  a  mixture  of  tr. 
myrrh,  honey,  phenol,  potass,  chloras  and  water — may  all  be 
properly  and  expeditiously  dispensed  with  a  small  graduate,  1 
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a  moderate  size  mortar  and  pestle,  a  spatula  and  towel,  with- 
out a  trip  to  the  sink  or  overburdening  an  apprentice,  particu- 
larly if  the  better  method  is  adopted  of  weighing  the  honey 
into"  the  warm  dry  mortar,  to  which  the  tr.  myrrh  and  phenol 
are-added,  followed  by  the  potassium  chlorate  in  solution. 

Quality  in  Dispensing. 
Professor  Wilbur  L.  Scoville  made  some  sensible  remarks 
about  using  the  best  drugs.    He  said  : 

Compound  tincture  of  lavender  made  from  an  $8.00  oil  costs 
4c.  more  per  pint  [16  oz.]  than  does  that  made  from  a  $3.25  oil. 
A  quarter  of  a  cent  more  for  the  best  per  oz. ;  and  when  it  is 
used  in  Fowler's  solution  the  difference  in  cost  is  too  small  to 
be  considered,  but  the  difference  in  effects  are  marked.  Spirit 
|  of  peppermint  made  from  a  $9.50  oil  costs  65c.  more  per 
pint  than  one  made  from  the  $2.40  oil,  or  4c.  more  per  oz. 
The  difference  in  cost  is  small,  but  the  difference  in  results 
is  not  small.  The  public  may  not  appreciate  that  the  differ- 
once  is  due  to  quality,  but  it  is  pretty  certain  to  see  the 
difference.  And  distinctiveness  is  the  key  to  business  success. 
There  is  no  better  advertisement  for  a  pharmacist  than  the 
reputation  of  taking  pride  in  his  preparations. 

THE  SCIENTIFIC  SECTION. 
The  work  of  this  Section  did  not  commence  until  Thurs- 
day, September  5.  Mr.  Charles  E.  Vanderkleed  called  the 
meeting  to  order  at  10  a.m.,  and  after  some  committee 
reports  and  the  nomination  of  officers,  the  reading  of  papers 
was  commenced,  the  first  place  being  given  to  one  by  Dr. 
F.  B.  Power  and  Mr.  F.  Tutin,  of  the  Wellcome  Research 
Laboratories,  London,  which  was  a  further  contribution  on 

The  Chemistry  of  Grindelia, 
the  first  part  of  which  was  communicated  to  the  Association 
last  year.  The  present  investigation  proved  that  that 
portion  of  the  grindelia  resins  which  is  soluble  in  petroleum 
consists,  to  a  large  extent,  of  a  complex  mixture  of  liquid 
acids.  These  acids  are,  for  the  most  part,  optically  active, 
unsaturated  cyclic  compounds.  Some  of  them  are  oxy-acids, 
and  appear  to  contain  benzene  nuclei.  A  very  small  amount 
of  cerotic  acid  and  apparently  a  trace  of  palmitic  acid  are 
also  present  in  grindelia.  A  large  amount  of  ammonia  is 
shown  to  have  been  derived  from  the  chlorophyll  present 
in  the  petroleum  extract.  The  ether  extract  of  the  resins 
consists,  to  a  very  large  extent,  of  a  mixture  of  amorphous 
products,  but  very  small  amounts  of  a  colourless  crystalline 
alcohol  and  a  yellow  substance  of  phenolic  nature,  both  of 
which  are  apparently  new  compounds,  were  obtained  from 
it.  All  the  crystalline  substances  which  have  been  isolated 
from  the  grindelia  resins,  with  the  exception  of  hentriacon- 
tane,  occur  in  exceedingly  small  amounts,  and  their  isola- 
tion in  quantities  sufficient  for  examination  has  only  been 
rendered  possible  by  the  employment  of  large  quantities  of 
material. 

Twenty-five  more  papers  were  communicated,  and  a 
specified  period  of  time  (six  to  ten  minutes)  was  allotted 
to  each.  We  subjoin  official  abstracts  of  the  more  important 
of  these  : 

On  AsriDiUM  Maeginale  and  Osmunda  Claytoniana. 
By  Henry  Kraemer. 

Rhizome  of  Aspidium  marrjinale  first  made  official  in  the 
U.S. P.  in  1880.  Probably  introduced  to  encourage  use  of 
American  drugs,  as  experiments  showed  it  to  be  a  good 
tssniafuge.  Greater  proportion  of  aspidium  on  the  market 
derived  from  Aspidium  Filix-mas  of  Europe,  but  attempts 
have  been  made  to  collect  the  drug  in  this  country.  Col- 
lectors apparently  not  always  able  to  distinguish  the  plants 
yielding  the  official  drug  from  Osmunda  Claytoniana. 
General  description  of  these  two  ferns,  together  with  the 
anatomy  of  the  rhizomes,  roots,  and  stipes.  Paper  accom- 
panied by  specimens,  drawings,  and  photographs. 

Gelsemine  and  Gelseminine — A  Study  of  the  Constituents 
of  Gelsemium. 

By  L.  E.  Sayro. 

A  review  of  work  done  by  former  investigators  on  gel- 
semic  acid,  showing  the  difficulty  of  separating  this  aesculin 
principle  from  its  associated  principles.  A  review  of  work 
on  the  two  alkaloids,  gelsemine  and  gelseminine.  An 
attempt  to  separate  these  principles  from  the  fresh  drug. 
The  colourless  crystalline  principle  does  not  seem  to  exist 
in  the  fresh  drug.  The  existence  of  two  alkaloids  in 
gelsemium  having  properties  described  by  Thomson  and 
others  not  having  been  accepted  by  some  authorities  is 
worthy  of  further  study. 


Assay  of  Preparations  of  Gelsemium. 
By  L.  E.  Sayre. 
Review  of  the  work  that  has  been  done.  The  difficulties* 
in  the  assay  of  gelsemium,  the  colouring-matters  of  which 
are  exceedingly  persistent.  The  process  of  iarr  anci 
Wright  is  too  lengthy.  A  simpler  process  is  recommended. 
Results  of  the  examination  of  a  few  commercial  samples 
of  fluid  extract  of  gelsemium. 

The  Assay  of  Cantharides. 
By  F.  R.  Eldred  and  W.  C.  Bartholomew. 
A  critical  study  of  some  of  the  methods  which  have  been, 
proposed  for  the  assay  of  cantharides,  showing  the  pre- 
cautions necessary  in  evaporating  solutions  of  cantharidin- 
and  in  drying  residues  of  the  cantharidin. 

Estimation  of  Iron  in  Scale-salts. 
By  F.  R.  Eldred  and  C.  M.  Pence. 
Conditions  necessary  in  the  iodometric  determination  o£ 
iron  in  scale-salts  and  a  comparison  of  results  obtained  by 
this  method  with  results  obtained  by  other  volumetric  and 
gravimetric  methods. 
Org  another  apeutic  Products,  with  Special  Reference  to 
the  Standardisation  of  Thyroid  Preparations. 
By  F.  C.  Koch. 
General    classification    of    organotherapeutic  products. 
Activity  of  the  thyroid  depends  upon  the  amount  of  iodine 
present  as  true  iodothvreoglobulin.    No  methods  for  tho 
accurate  quantitative  distinction  of  this  globulin  known. 
Physiologic  methods  for  testing  very  unsatisfactory  quanti- 
tatively.   Hunt's  method  very  delicate  qualitatively. 

The  U.S.P.  Methods  foe  Assaying  Pepsin  and  Pancreatin. 
By  F.  C.  Koch. 
The  directions  are  deficient  as  to  important  details.  In 
assaying  pepsin  unnecessary  delay  after  boiling  the  eggs  and' 
passing  the  albumen  through  the  sieve  must  be  avoided. 
Disintegration  with  acid  water  must  be  thorough,  shaking 
by  rotation  being  more  satisfactory  than  by  inverting. 
Final  method  of  reading  is  very  unsatisfactory.  The  pep- 
tonising  test  for  pancreatin  is  entirely  unsatisfactory.  In  the- 
diastasic  assay  the  kind  of  starch  to  be  employed  should  be 
specified,  the  starch  paste  being  best  made  in  a  beaker  and 
cooled  and  used  at  once. 

Poison  Sumac  (Rhus  Venenata). 
By  A.  B.  Stevens  and  L.  E.  Warren. 
The  juice  obtained  from  Rhus  venenata  is  practically 
identical  with  that  obtained  from  Rhus  vernicijera.  Its 
constituents  are  gum  enzyme,  benzin-soluble  resin,  and 
benzin-insoluble  resin.  Properties  of  these  constituents. 
The  benzin-soluble  resin  is  the  poisonous  constituent.  The 
fruit  is  not  poisonous,  but  yields  a  fat  similar  to  Japanese 
wax.    The  crushed  seed  yields  a  non-poisonous,  yellow  oil. 

The  Synthesis  of  Camphor. 
By  A.  R.  L.  Dohmc. 
Reasons  for  endeavouring  to  synthesise  camphor.  Advan- 
tage of  same  to  the  public.  The  laboratory  of  Professor 
Behal,  his  personality  and  method  of  work.  The  advance  of 
French  chemists  over  American  from  the  standpoint  of 
benefit  to  humanity  as  against  benefit  to  science.  History 
of  the  synthesis  of  camphor  and  detail  of  leading  methods. 
Behal's  method  of  synthesis  and  its  advantages. 

Examination  of  Some  Samples  of  Hexamethylene-tetramine. 
By  Daniel  Base. 
The  brands  examined  were  aminoform,  formin,  cystogen, 
urotropin,  and  hexamethylene-tetramine.    With  one  excep- 
tion all  were  found  pure,  and,  therefore,  equally  suited  for 
medication. 

In  the  course  of  the  meeting  Dr.  Caspari  announced 
that  the  Ebert  Prize  had  been  awarded  to  Dr.  F.  B.  Power 
and  Frank  Tutin,  of  London,  England,  for  their  paper  on 
eriodictyon.  communicated  to  the  Section  last  year. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Gane  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on- 
Drug  Adulterations. 

OTHER  SECTIONS. 

The  Section  on  Pharmaceutical  Education  and  Legisla- 
tion met  on  the  Wednesday,  and  the  business  done  was  of 
little  interest  beyond  the  United  States.  It  was  reported 
that  Alabama  has  a  new  pharmacy  law  which  comes  into 
force  on  January  1,  1908.  This  compels  all  applicants  for 
registration  as  pharmacists  to  undergo  an  examination  to- 
test  their  proficiency.  Heretofore  physicians  holding  certi- 
ficates of  registration  as  such  were  entitled  to  receive  drug.- 
licences  on  request  without  examination. 
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Progress  in  pharmaceutical  education  was  shown  by  a 
summary  of  data  obtained  from  seventy-four  schools  of 

pharmacy  which  were  inter- 
rogated on  the  subject. 
While  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  instruction 
given  in  the  different  phar- 
macy schools  were  regarded 
as  uneven — and  it  was  con- 
ceded that  there  is  a  strong 
need  for  better  conditions 
of  teaching  generally — the 
fact  was  not  lost  sight  of 
that  the  United  States  is  a 
comparatively  new  country, 
in  which  the  teaching  of 
pharmacy  is  of  recent 
origin. 

The  Commercial  In- 
terests Section  met  on  the 
Thursday,  and  mutual  fire 
insurance  and  the  parcel 
post  were  the  principal 
topics.  The  Section  again 
unanimously  opposed  the 
introduction  of  the  parcels 
post,  which  was  described 
as  "infamous."  This  Sec- 
tion has  taken  a  new  lease 
of  life. 

There  is  also  an  His- 
torical Pharmacy  Section. 
It  met  on  Friday,  Sep- 
tember 6,  Mr.  Ewen 
Mclntyre  being  chairman. 
The  communications  were 
chiefly  of  a  personal  charac- 
ter and  largely  informal, 
but  intensely  interesting. 
The  meeting  concluded  on  Saturday,  September  7,  with  a 
final  general  session.  It  was  conceded  that  although  the 
meeting  was  not  productive  of  any  epoch-making  discovery, 
it  was  one  of  the  most  successful  meetings,  and  the  papers 
presented  were  on  a  high  plane.  The  most  interesting  feature 
■of  the  meeting  was  the  appearance  of  Dr.  McCormack,  the 
special  delegate  from  the  American  Medical  Association,  a 
circumstance  which  marked  the  co-operation  of  U.S.A. 
pharmacists  with  that  Association  in  its  efforts  to  reform 
the  practice  of  medicine  and  pharmacy.

German  Pharmacy. — The  Association  of  German  Medical 
Officers  met  at  Bremen  recently,  and  one  of  the  subjects 
discussed  was  the  Imperial  Pharmacy  Bill.  Dr.  Hauser,  of 
Darmstadt,  told  in  this  connection  of  the  success  of  the 
Hesse  scheme  of  municipal  pharmacies,  which  has  been  in 
operation  for  twenty  years.  He  recommended  it  to  be 
adopted  generally  in  the  German  Empire.  The  Association 
passed  a  resolution  in  favour  of  the  Bill;  but  the  need  of 
certain  amendments  was  pointed  out.  including  powers  for 
conferring  pharmacy  concessions  upon  municipal  authorities, 
district  authorities,  or  commercial  associations  formed  for 
the  purpose.

UIET  conditions  have  prevailed  in  the  drug  and  chemical 
^  markets,  and  although  changes  are  fairly  numerous 
they  are  mostly  in  favour  of  buyers.  A  further  reduction 
in  English  and  German  refined  camphor  is  the  principal 
feature,  and  prices  are  now  at  a  level  worth  buyers'  atten- 
tion. Japanese  refined  for  shipment,  on  the  other  hand, 
has  advanced,  but  is  still  cheap  when  compared  with 
English.  Strychnine  is  dearer  owing  to  lack  of  raw 
material.  Opium  continues  extremely  scarce  on  the  spot, 
but  with  a  continued  absence  of  business  in  Turkey  prices 
are  tending  lower.  Quinine  shows  practically  no  demand, 
but  is  unchanged.  Citric  and  tartaric  acids  are  both  easier. 
Mercurials  are  unaltered.  Copper  sulphate  is  lower.  Among 
drugs,  cascara  sagrada  is  flat  and  rather  easier  on  the  spot, 
but  advices  from  the  United  States  are  still  strong. 
Chamomiles  are  lower  again,  with  some  pressure  to  sell. 
Rather  better  prices  have  been  paid  for  menthol,  but  new 
American  peppermint-oil  lacks  interest.  Lycopodium  is 
cheaper.  Ipecac,  is  quiet.  Shellac  and  Madras  turmeric 
are  firmer.  The  following  table  shows  the  principal  price 
alterations  :

Smyrna,  September  19  : — Opium  is  steady  but  quiet.  The 
Dutch  Government  is  in  the  market. 

New  York,  September  19  :  —  Business  in  drugs  is 
moderate.  Opium  is  dull  at  $7  per  lb.  for  druggists'  in  case 
lots.  Cascara  sagrada  is  strong  at  10£c.  Hydrastis  (golden 
seal)  has  advanced  5c.  to  $1.70  per  lb.  Refined  camphor  is 
5c.  cheaper  at  75c.  per  lb.  for  barrels.  Peppermint  oil  is 
unchanged  at  $1.60.  Senega  is  steady  at  52c,  and  Curacao 
aloes  is  higher  at  9c.  per  lb. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  is  not  much  of  change  to  be  reported  regarding  the 
general  condition  of  the  heavy-chemical  market.  A  good  all- 
round  demand  is  being  experienced  at  all  the  principal  centres, 
and.  if  anything,  the  home-trade  market  is  somewhat  brisker, 
while  the  export  demand  is  well  maintained.  Forward  busi- 
ness in  main  products  has  on  the  whole  been  good.  Generally 
speaking,  quotations  rule  unchanged,  and  are  steady. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is,  perhaps,  in  rather  better  supply, 
and  there  is  a  fair  demand  for  prompt  parcels  at  about  un- 
changed figures.  Beckton  12/.  Is.  id.,  Beckton  terms 
11/.  lis.  Id.  to  11/.  12s.  6rf.,  London  11/.  15s.  to  11/.  16s.  id.. 
Leith  12/.,  and  Hull  11/.  15s.  As  regards  forwards,  buyers 
ideas  seem  to  be  about  existing  figures,  while  those  of  sellers 
are  an  advance  of  2s.  6d.  to  5s.  per  ton. 

Alkali-produce. — Demand  for  main  and  miscellaneous  pro- 
ducts is  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  Bleaching-powder,  4/.  7s.  oa. 
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to  4/.  12s.  6<7.  per  ton,  free  on  rails  for  softwood  casks.  Figures 
for  export  run  from  5/.  to  5/.  10s.  per  ton,  f.o.b.,  according  to 
markets.  Caustic  soda  is  in  steady  request,  76  to  77  per  cent., 
10/.  10s.  to  10/.  12s.  bd.  ;  70  per  cent.,  9/.  15s.  to  9/.  17s.  6c7.  ; 
and  60  per  cent.,  8/.  15s.  to  8/.  17s.  6(7.  per  ton.  Ammonia 
alkali  continues  very  firm  at  4/.  10s.  to  4/.  15s.  per  ton,  free  on 
rails  in  bags.  Soda-crystals,  steady  at  57s.  6(7.  to  62s.  6(7.  per 
ton,  f.o.b.  Tyne,  and  62s.  bd.  to  67s.  6(7.  per  ton,  f.o.b.  Liver- 
pool. Saltcake,  steady  and  fail  business  passing  at  40s.  per 
ton,  free  on  rails.  Bicarbonate  of  soda,  6/.  5s.  to  6/.  15s.  per 
ton  in  1-cwt.  kegs,  and  5/.  17s.  bd.  to  6/.  2s.  bd.  per  ton  in  large 
casks,  f.o.b.  Liverpool.  Chlorates  of  potash  and  soda  are  on 
the  quiet  side  at  3-g(/.  to  5%d.  per  lb.,  according  to  quantity. 
Yellow  prussiates  of  potash  and  soda  have  a  weaker  ten- 
dency, and  are  not  moving  briskly.  Potash  5|(7.  to  bd.  and 
soda  3grf.  to  7>1d.  per  lb.  respectively.  Hyposulphite  of  soda 
has  hardly  maintained  its  late  position,  and  the  all-round 
demand  is  on  the  low  side.  In  large  casks  5/.  5s.  to  5/.  15s. 
per  ton  and  in  1-cwt.  kegs  6/.  to  87.  5s.  per  ton,  according  to 
quality  and  quantity.  Silicates  of  soda  rule  firm  at  unchanged 
rates :  140°  Tw.  4/.  2s.  bd.  to  4/.  12s.  bd.,  100°  Tw.  37.  12s.  bd.  to 
4/.  2s.  bd.,  and  75°  Tw.  3/.  5s.  to  3/.  15s.  per  ton,  according  to 
quality,  quantitj',  and  destination. 

American  Drug  =  market. 

New  York,  September  10. 

Business  in  drugs  improved  with  the  turn  of  the  month, 
trading  being  much  livelier  during  the  period  under  review, 
although  the  activity  was  confined  to  comparatively  few 
articles.  There  seems  to  be  more  inclination  on  the  part  of 
consumers  to  provide  for  future  requirements,  and  less  to  buy 
in  the  hand-to-mouth  manner  which  characterised  trade 
throughout  the  summer.  Cascara  and  golden  seal  are  firm. 
The  position  of  opium  is  unsatisfactory.    Camphor  is  lower. 

Aloin  is  firm  at  70c.  to  75c,  according  to  quantity  and  make. 
The  trend  is  upwards. 

Belladonna-leaves  assaying  0.3  per  cent,  are  scarce  and 
wanted.    Several  lots  have  changed  hands  at  11c. 

Caffeine  has  been  advanced  to  $3.10  to  $3.25,  and  stocks  are 
short. 

Camphor. — The  market  for  American  refined  is  in  bad  shape, 
so  far  as  manufacturers  are  concerned.  Several  declines 
totalling  10c.  have  lowered  the  price  to  83c.  for  bulk.  One 
refiner  now  emotes  80c,  and  the  keen  competition  will  soon 
force  the  others  to  follow  suit  (see  cable). 

Cascara  Sagrada  appears  in  a  strong  position  from  almost 
every  point  of  view.  Spot  quotations  are  unchanged  at  IO5C. 
to  11c.  for  jobbing  lots.  The  peeling  season  is  over,  and  the 
yield  is  reported  low  from  all  parts  of  the  Pacific  coast. 
Washington  and  Oregon,  it  is  said,  can  together  add  but 
twenty  to  thirty  car-loads  of  peelings  to  the  world's  store, 
and  California's  harvest  is  correspondingly  poor.  Shortage 
of  crops  two  years  in  succession  is  bound  to  enhance  values, 
even  were  the  distribution  general.  As  it  is,  however,  specu- 
lators have  been  in  the  field  ;  one  at  least  of  the  more  pro- 
minent drug-firms,  with  whom  cascara  is  of  special  interest, 
has  been  buying  heavily  for  some  time,  and  the  supply  con- 
trolled in  that  quarter  is  quite  a  factor  in  the  situation.  Few 
offers  come  from  primary  markets.  Dealers  there  are  con- 
fident that  higher  prices  will  rule  at  no  distant  date,  but  9jc, 
f.o.b.  Coast,  might  interest  some  of  them. 

Copaiba  is  always  receiving  a  fair  amount  of  attention,  and 
quotations  for  the  S.  and  C.  American  varieties  are  unchanged 
at  45c.  to  50c.  The  influence  on  the  market  of  the  modified 
U.S. P.  test  for  gurjun  has  already  been  referred  to  (see  letter 
July  9).  Although  this  adulterant  has  of  late  been  largely 
replaced  by  African  balsam,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that, 
speaking  at  the  A.P.A.  conference  the  other  day,  Dr.  L.  F. 
Kebler,  chief  of  the  U.S.  Government  Drug  Laboratory,  drew 
attention  to  a  sample  of  gurjun  which  could  be  added  to 
copaiba  to  the  extent  of  25  per  cent,  without  fear  of  detection 
by  the  U.S. P.  test  as  it  now  stands. 

Hydrastis. — There  has  been  no  movement  of  any  large 
parcels,  but  the  market  has  a  very  firm  tone,  owing  to  con- 
tinued scarcity.  $1.65  is  now  considered  an  inside  quotation. 
Attempts  to  cultivate  the  drug  have  not  been  successful  com- 
mercially, and  there  is  little  prospect  of  any  substantial  decline 
in  values  for  a  long  time  to  come  (sec  cable). 

Ipecac. — Rio  is  easy  at  $1.55:  Carthagena  sells  more  freely 
at  $1.35. 

Mandrake. — The  inquiry  continues  light.  The  short  supply 
is  well  held  at  6c.  to  6^c. 

Opium. — Continued  inactivity  has  disturbed  the  equilibrium 
of  the  market.  Purchasers  and  sellers  remain  wide  in  their 
views  as  to  what  the  drug  is  worth.  Likewise  among  dealers 
themselves  exists  a  difference  of  opinion  regarding  values ; 
the  larger  speculators  consider  that  increased  demand  is  the 
only  factor  requisite  for  a  rise  in  prices,  and  consequently 
stand  by  their  $7  basis  waiting  for  something  to  turn  up. 
Holders  of  lighter  stocks  can  see  little  in  the  tenor  of  events  to 
warrant  the  present  high  prices,  the  scarcity  at  Smyrna  being 
offset  by  the  world-wide  lack  of  consuming  interest.    In  their 


opinion  the  restricted  use  foreshadows  recession  in  the  market, 
and  they  are  therefore  anxious  to  realise  a  substantial  profit  on 
their  holdings  while  they  may.  Sales  of  broken  lots  have  taken 
place  at  $6.80,  and  indications  are  not  awanting  that  better 
might  be  done  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  goods  cannot 
be  replaced  for  less  than  $'7.  In  short,  the  local  market  may 
be  termed  firm  as  to  cases,  weak  as  to  pounds. 

Pareira  is  firmer  at  94c.  to  10c.  under  a  moderate  demand. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American)  is  quiet.  Distillers  still  show 
considerable  reticence  regarding  the  crops,  although  their 
valuation  of  new  oil  is  less  of  a  secret  nowadays.  Some  are 
anxious  to  unload,  and  $1.60  is  considered  nominal  in  the 
West.  However,  dealers  are  not  pressed  for  stock,  and  having 
been  kept  out  of  the  market  so  far  through  lack  of  informa- 
tion, can  afford  to  wait  till  conditions  adjust  themselves.  In 
some  sections  the  crops  are  admittedly  poor,  but  taken  all 
over  an  average  yield  is  expected.  Locally  $1.65  to  $1.75  is 
asked  for  jobbing  lots  in  cans.  Case  oil  is  listed  at  $2.65  to 
$3.00. 

Quinine. — There  is  nothing  of  new  interest  to  record. 

Senega. — On  spot,  well  dried  root  is  firmly  held  at  51c.  to 
53c,  with  a  fair  business  in  progress.  New  crop  root  has  been 
offered  at  a  range  of  47c.  to  50cv  c.i.f.  New  \ork,  which,  if 
allowance  be  made  for  moisture,  is  a  pretty  high  price. 

Spearmint  Oil  has  arrived  more  freely,  and  quotations  are 
lower  at  $2.00  to  $2.50  per  lb. 

Continental  Drug  Markets. 

Belladonna-leaves  will  be  very  dear  this  year.  Fine 
quality  in  five-bale  lots  are  quoted  from  Paris  at  115f.  net  for 
tlclivery  in  four  to  five  weeks. 

Benzoic  Acid  ex  Toluol. — A  scarcity  has  for  some  time 
been  apparent.  Makers  have  sold  their  production  for  a 
considerable  period,  and  are  not  on  the  market.  Prompt  de- 
livery is  for  the  most  part  only  obtainable  from  second-hands 
at  325m.  per  100  kilos. 

Caenauba  Wax. — The  prevailing  conditions  are  favourable 
for  buyers.  Considerable  quantities  have  been  sold  in  Ham- 
burg at  325m.  for  fatty  grey  and  305m.  for  sandy  grey,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  the  market  showed  a  declining  tendency. 
In  spite  of  this  by  far  the  greater  part  of  the  importers'  stock 
is  held  back  for  higher  prices.  lhe  quotations  for  available 
quantities  are  :  Current  grey,  302.50m. ;  fatty  grey,  322.50m. ; 
yellow  sorts,  340m.  to  380m.,  according  to  quality. 

Cinchona,  Calisaya  (Hard). — This  product  will  shortly  have 
a  considerable  increase  in  value.  The  Bolivian  correspondent 
of  a  French  house  writes  on  September  1:  "Owing  to  the 
poor  results  which  have  been  obtained  in  this  quality  during 
the  last  few  years,  I  have  decided  to  give  up  the  exploitation 
and  to  occupy  myself  with  more  remunerative  products.  For 
eighteen  months  not  even  a  kilo,  has  been  gathered." 

Citi;IC  Acid. — Weak,  with  offers  of  spot  (Hamburg)  at  3.75m. 
per  kilo.  net.  Sales  until  the  end  of  the  year  could  be  made  at 
3.70m.  to  3.67gm.  per  kilo. 

Cocaine. — Prices  have  been  firm  for  several  months, 
and  although  they  are  very  low,  the  supply  of  crude  has 
been  regular,  so  that  there  was  always  a  large  stock  un- 
sold. Here  and  there  a  reduction  in  hydrochloride  has  i  een 
apparent,  but  for  this  raw  material  would  need  to  be  cheaper, 
and  that  is  hardly  likely,  as  the  present  value  already  entaih 
a  loss  to  makers. 

Ergot. — Owing  to  the  increased  demand  from  America, 
prices  are  slowly  hardening  on  the  Continent.  Present  quota- 
tion for  spot  (Hamburg)  ergot  is  195m.  per  100  kilos,  net. 
Reports  from  Russia  announce  that  there  is  very  little  ergot 
this  year,  so  that  a  further  advance  may  be  anticipated  shortly. 
Spanish  reports  also  declare  that  the  crop  will  be  a  very  small 
one,  so  that  prices  may  also  improve  in  this  quarter.  Quota- 
tions are  2.70m.  for  forward  shipment  and  2.65m.  per  kilo, 
for  old  crop  011  the  spot. 

Grains  of  Paradise. — There  have  been  fair  arrivals  at 
various  ports  (including  Hamburg),  so  that  prices  are  lower. 
Present  quotations  are  80m.  per  100  kilos. 

Japanese  Wax. — During  the  last  week  "  outside  "  quotations 
have  been  lower,  and  Hamburg  dealers  have  been  obliged  to 
reduce  their  prices  to  a  corresponding  level.  Some  business 
has  been  done  in  wax  afloat  at  102.50m.  net,  c.i.f.  Spot  is 
105m.  ex  wharf. 

Lycopodium. — Nothing  definite  is  known  as  yet  about  the 
new  crop.  There  are  some  offers,  but  prices  vary  so  much  that 
it  is  not  yet  possible  to  fix  quotations.  Business  has  not 
developed  owing  to  this  uncertainty,  and  the  somewhat  weaker 
tendency  of  the  market  is  probably  also  clue  to  this  caurc. 

Manna. — A  report  received  from  Sicily  announces  that  the 
rains  are  affecting  the  exudation  of  the  trees.  It  is  rumoured, 
moreover,  that  Sicilian  producers  have  formed  a  syndicate 
with  a  view  to  maintaining  and  perhaps  advancing  the  prices. 
This  rumour,  however,  may  not  be  confirmed. 

Rhubarb. — Consignments  of  the  new  China  crop  are  on  hand 
for  the  German  market.  Most  of  these  supplies  have  been 
bought  earlier,  and  in  the  meantime  the  China  market  has 
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■become  considerably  firmer,  and  quotations  for  the  good 
qualities  have  been  advanced,  as  there  is  already  a  scarcity. 

Santonica. — Conditions  for  this  product  are  quite  abnormal, 
says  a  French  report.  It  would  appear  that  the  monopolies  for 
the  sale  of  seed  and  the  manufacture  of  santonin  have  been 
abolished,  and  that  there  is  no  restriction  in  trade.  More- 
over, the  high  prices  which  have  obtained  during  recent  years 
'have  incited  the  natives  to  gather  as  much  as  possible,  so  that 
the  next  crop,  which  is  expected  in  November-December,  will 
be  very  considerable.  If  these  reports  are  confirmed,  there 
•will  be  an  appreciable  decrease  in  price,  and  the  value  of  the 
product  will  probably  fall  to  the  level  which  obtained  before 
■the  monopoly  was  established.  The  price  of  santonin  remains 
unchanged,  and  the  alterations  in  the  conditions  for  the 
supply  of  raw  material  will  only  affect  the  market  when  the 
aiew  crop  is  ready  and  when  competition  begins.  In  the  mean- 
time business  is  quiet,  and  consumers  are  only  covering  their 
immediate  needs. 


London  Markets. 

Acid,  Carbolic,  is  quiet.  Ice-crystals  39°  to  40°  C.  offer- 
ing at  53,d.  per  lb.,  and  34°  to  35°  C.  at  5±d.  per  lb.  Crude

Sicilian  Sulphur. 

According  to  the  Rome  correspondent  of  the  "  Frankfurter 
Zeitung,"  the  Italian  Government  has  now  taken  steps  to  deal 
with  the  crisis  in  the  Sicilian  sulphur  industry,  which  has 
arisen  partly  in  consequence  of  over-production  and  partly  on 
account  of  the  competition  of  the  American  sulphur  mines  in 
Louisiana.  The  Ministerial  Council  has  authorised  the 
Treasury  to  make  advances  up  to  four-fifths  of  the  market- 
price  (70  lire  per  ton),  and  the  amount  of  the  Government 
contribution  as  provided  in  the  compulsory  sulphur  syndicate 
law  has  been  increased  from  2,000,000  lire  to  4,000,000  lire, 
which  sum  is  intended  for  the  foundation  of  a  mining  bank. 
Further,  the  Bank  of  Sicily,  which  has  hitherto  granted  ad- 
vances to  sulphur-producers,  has  been  empowered  to  increase 
its  loans  to  producers  from  54  to  60  lire  per  ton.  A  little  time 
ago  negotiations  were  proceeding  between  the  Italian  sulphur- 
producers,  as  represented  by  the  compulsory  syndicate  and  the 
Bank  of  Sicily,  and  Mr.  Frasch,  on  behalf  of  the  sulphur- 
mines  in  Louisiana,  with  the  object  of  arriving  at  an  under- 
standing for  the  mutual  limitation  of  markets.  These  negotia- 
tions did  not  lead  to  any  practical  result,  and  severe  com- 
petition now  exists  between  the  rival  interests. 

Santonin. 

In  further  reference  to  the  proposed  santonin  monopoly 
(see  C.  <k  D.,  September  14,  p.  449)  we  have  received  a  circular 
from  Mr.  Joh.  Diedr.  Bieber,  the  following  of  which  is  a 
translation  : 

"  For  some  years  the  trade  in  santonin  has  been  to  a  certain 
extent  monopolised — a  quiet  monopoly,  satisfactory  both  for 
the  manufacturers  and  consumers.  Of  late,  however,  efforts 
have  been  made  to  change  this  state  of  affairs,  and  these  have 
now  been  successful.  Since  1899  the  Santonin  Trading  Co.,  of 
which  I  am  the  sole  representative,  had  acquired  from  the 
Russian  Government  the  right  to  the  whole  crop  of  worm- 
seed  ;  the  Government  had  also  promised  the  sole  rights  for 
the  1907  crop,  but  the  present  General-Governor  of  Turkestan, 
the  only  producing-centro  for  wormseed,  has  arranged  that  no 
restriction  shall  be  placed  on  the  industry  and  that  the  Kirghiz 
nomads  who  gather  it  shall  be  allowed  to  trade  freely.  After 
the  new  crop  has  been  gathered  the  former  conditions  which 
were  in  force  about  nine  years  ago  will  again  prevail ;  that 
is  to  say,  prices,  instead  of  being  firm,  will  vary,  so  that 
business  in  second-hand  will  become  somewhat  more  com- 
plicated. For  the  present  the  market  for  santonin  itself  will 
not  be  affected,  and  the  actual  prices  will  remain  in  force,  as 
there  will  be  no  santonin  manufactured  from  the  new  crop 
before  the  first  quarter  of  1908.  ...  As  it  is  reported  that  this 
year's  crop  promises  to  be  an  unusually  large  one,  and  that 
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in  view  of  the  high  value  a  great  deal  will  be  gathered,  it  is 
probable  that  prices  of  wormseed  will  decline  considerably 
later.  Consumers  are  advised  therefore  to  refrain  from 
buying  for  new-crop  delivery,  for  which  I  quote  70  to  75m.  per 
100  kg.,  and  only  to  cover  their  immediate  needs  from  1906 
crop." 

Cascara  Sagrada. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  received  by  a 
London  firm's  importers  from  an  authentic  source  in  Cali- 
fornia :  "  Contrary  to  all  expectations  earlier  in  the  season 
the  crop  of  cascara  sagrada  on  this  coast  is  unprecedentedly 
short.  The  fair  prices  prevailing  at  the  opening  of  the 
season  led  the  best-posted  people  in  the  business  to  believe 
that  large  quantities  would  be  produced  in  the  season  1907, 
but  the  labour  problem  has  been  a  difficult  one  to  overcome, 
and  in  consequence  no  large  camps  were  formed,  and  peeling 
operations  have  been  only  of  an  indifferent  nature.  The 
great  bulk  of  bark  produced  this  year  has  been  peeled  by 
women  and  children,  and  in  consequence  comparatively  little 
has  been  produced.  A  close  canvas  of  all  the  producing  sec- 
tions, by  our  own  man,  convinces  us  that  the  peel  of  1907  does 
not  exceed  250  tons.  The  carry-over  from  previous  years  now 
held  in  strong  hands  does  not  exceed  200  tons.  We  therefore 
have  a  visible  supply  at  primary  points  of  450  to  500  tons. 
When  it  is  considered  that  the  annual  consumptive  demand 
for  this  valuable  bark  is  in  the  neighbourhood  of  1,500  tons, 
you  can  see  at  a  glance  that  we  have  almost  a  cascara  famine. 
We  have  refrained  from  writing  you  upon  this  subject  until 
we  could  give  you  reliable  information.  The  market  is 
advancing  daily,  and  it  is  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that 
even  small  lots  can  be  picked  up  in  out-of-the-way  places  at 
9c.  a  lb.,  the  buyer  to  furnish  sacks.  On  top  of  this  there 
is  a  purchasing  commission  of  5  per  cent.,  and  local  freights 
in  most  instances  of  gc.  to  jC,  so  it  will  be  seen  that 
nothing  is  available  at  iess  than  9c.  at  the  original  point  of 
production,  to  which  must  be  added  railroad  freight  to 
shipping  ports,  etc.  [The  New  York  price  is  lO^c. — Ed.] 
This  bark  is  becoming  more  difficult  to  obtain  from  year  to 
year  ;  formerly  large  forests  were  in  existence  close  to  the 
railroad  centres,  but  these  have  all  been  peeled  out,  and  as 
the  tree  is  cut  down  and  entirely  destroyed  there  is  no  re- 
plenishing of  the  wood.  As  a  consequence  peeling  operations 
are  now  conducted  at  remote  distances  from  the  railroad,  and 
in  many  instances  the  bark  must  be  carried  out  by  human 
beings  or  on  the  backs  of  horses  or  mules,  as  where  the  forests 
occur  there  are  no  roads ;  in  consequence  this  bark  will 
become  dearer  and  dearer  year  after  year,  and  scarcer  and 
scarcer.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  most  of  the  available  bark  of 
Oregon  has  now  all  been  pepled,  most  of  the  supplies  now 
coming  from  Washington."  [In  addition  to  the  above,  450 
to  500  tons,  it  is  estimated  there  are  about  200  tons  in  New 
York  which  would  make  a  total  of  between  650  and  700  tons 
for  the  whole  of  the  American  Continent. — Ed.] 

Chinese  Camphor. 

The  United  States  Consul  at  Hong-Kong,  replying  to  an 
inquiry  in  regard  to  Chinese  camphor,  states:  "  This  business 
is  mainly  in  the  hands  of  five  German  firms.  The  camphor 
from  Kwangsi  province  is  inferior,  perhaps  20  per  cent,  less 
as  compared  with  Fukien  province  camphor  ;  in  colour  it  is 
markedly  darker  than  the  Fukien  article,  and  the  natives 
have  a  way  of  mixing  it  with  fish  and  other  impurities.  It 
has  become  discredited,  and  the  supply  being  comparatively 
small,  apart  from  that  consumed  here  or  sent  to  India, 
Kwangsi  camphor  is  not  much  in  evidence  in  Hong-Kong  at 
present.  The  Fukien  or  Foochow  camphor  (Foochow  is  a  cen- 
tral port  for  exportation)  is  also  shipped  from  this  port.  In  ap- 
pearance it  resembles  the  coarsest  white  sugar,  though  off  in 
colour,  with  the  strong  camphor  odour.  The  evaporation  is 
considerable,  usually  5  and  sometimes  10  per  cent.,  and  leads 
to  disputes,  making  it.  a  difficult  article  of  commerce.  Con- 
signees claim  underweight,  and  lawsuits  occur.  India  is  a 
large  consumer  of  South  China  camphor,  Madras  being  a 
leading  point.  Camphor  for  export  is  packed  in  tin-  or  zinc- 
lined  cases  to  avoid  rust ;  1  picul  (133^  lb.)  to  the  case,  and 
shipments  of  500  and  1,000  cases  are  not  unusual.  Camphor  is 
never  shipped  in  the  same  Oriental  cargo  with  tea.  Most  of 
the  camphor  from  this  port  is  shipped  to  New  York  City." 
African  Kola  and  Copal. 

The  exports  of  kola  from  the  Gold  Coast  during  1906  show 
an  increase  in  value  of  13,521/.,  being  73,632/.,  as  compared 
with  60,111/.  in  1905.  The  heavy  ocean  freight  charged  by 
the  shipping  companies  for  this  product  has  now  been  reduced 
by  10s.  per  ton,  but  the  rate  still  compares  very  unfavourably 
with  the  charges  on  goods  carried  from  Liverpool,  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  following  figures  :  Rates  on  goods  from  Liverpool 
to  Accra,  thirty  to  thirty-seven  days'  transit,  vary  from  30s. 
to  45s.  per  tori;  rate  on  kola  from  Accra  to  Lagos,  eighteen  to 
twenty-four  hours'  transit,  40s.  per  ton.  The  trade  in  gum 
copal  shows  a  marked  improvement,  the  exports  being  valued 
at  2,216/.,  as  compared  with  406/.  in  1905.  an  increase  of  1,810/. 
This  product  is  now  being  exploited  in  the  forests  of  Ashanti.

The  Status  of  Examiners  (Pharm.  Soc.  of  Great  Britain). 

Sie, — I  received  the  other  day  a  letter  from  a  well-known 
pharmacist  in  which  he  described  the  examiners  as  "the 
servants  of  the  Council."  The  expression  is  no  doubt  copied 
from  one  of  the  councillors  who  frequently  uses  it,  and  I 
have  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  often  used  by  others.  I  say 
nothing  about  the  good  taste,  or  otherwise,  of  the  descrip- 
tion :  my  object  in  writing  is  to  point  out  that  the  expres- 
sion is  used  in  ignorance  and  error.  One  dictionary  meaning 
will  suffice  : 

A  person  who  attends  another  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
forming menial  offices  for  him,  or  who  is  employed  by 
another  for  such  offices  or  for  other  labour,  and  is  subject  to 
his  command. 

It  is,  indeed,  of  the  essence  of  a  servant's  position  that  he 
is  subject  to  the  immediate  command  and  instruction  of  the 
master.  The  Boards  of  Examiners  certainly  occupy  no  such 
relation  to  the  Council.  Councillors  are  only  allowed  into 
the  examination-room  by  courtesy,  and  have  not  the  re- 
motest right  (individually  or  collectively)  to  interfere  with 
the  examiners  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.

Registration  in  Tasmania. 
We  reported  some  time  ago  the  application  of  Mr.  F.  C. 
Lange,  L.P.S.I.,  for  registration  in  Tasmania,  and  the 
refusal  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  as  he  was  not  able 
to  produce  his  certificate.  Mr.  H.  T.  Gould,  of  Hobart, 
writing  on  August  9,  says  that  is  not  quite  correct.  "  Mr. 
Lange  produced  his  certificate ;  but  our  Registrar 
insists  upon  all  applicants  being  able  to  show  that  they 
are  still  on  their  own  Register,  and  Mr.  Lange  was  not  able 
to  do  this.  We  therefore  accepted  a  certified  extract  from 
the  Victorian  Register,  as  Mr.  Lange  had  some  time  pre- 
viously been  registered  in  Victoria  on  his  Irish  certificate. 
It  is  just  as  well  to  make  it  known  to  all  intending  appli- 
cants in  the  Old  Country  that  they  must  show  that  they  are 
on  their  own  Register.  We  have  had  several  cases  wherein 
the  applicant  had  most  stupidly  allowed  his  name  to  get  off 
the  British  Register,  and  such  men  should  understand  that 
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they  will  be  required  to  show  why  their  names  were  removed 
from  their  own  Register  before  we  accept  them." 

Unity  and  Trade  Protection. 
Sir, — Another  session  of  Parliament  has  passed,  and 
still  no  time  has  been  found  to  discuss  the  proposals  affecting 
us  as  chemists — be  they  for  good  or  evil.  As  in  the  past,  so 
it  is  likely  to  be  in  the  future.  There  are  many  more  press- 
ing questions  at  Westminster  than  ours,  so  let  us  try  to  help 
ourselves.  Why  not  cheerfully  turn  away  from  the  expecta- 
tion of  State  help  and  look  after  our  own  interests  ?  A  trade 
union  of  pharmacists  seems  to  me  a  very  feasible  and  prac- 
tical remedy  to  bring  about  an  amelioration  of  the  present 
state  of  things,  or,  as  some  of  us  are  sensitive,  we  might  call 
it  a  Guild  of  Chemists  and  Druggists,  a  society  of  registered 
men  united  for  the  protection  of  their  class  and  trade.  The 
time  is  ripe  ;  effort  is  needed.  Let  a  subject  of  discussion  by 
local  associations  be  "  Unity  and  Trade  Protection  versus 
Capitalism  and  Obliteration."  Unity.  (224/43.) 

The  Poison  Trade. 
Sir, — "  Xrayser  "  inspectors  would  be  useful  to  bring 
matters  to  a  crisis  which  is  so  sorely  needed  in  the  drug- 
trade.  The  delinquents  would  be  mainly  found  among  the 
registered  men ;  few  of  the  latter  can  afford  to  employ 
qualified  men  because  companies  have  the  bulk  of  the  trade. 
No  man  is  compelled  (as  yet)  to  run  his  business  at  a  loss, 
and  for  chemists  to  employ  qualified  labour  is  to  court  bank- 
ruptcy. If  "  Xrayser  "  cares  to  turn  his  rays  on  to  the  bulk 
of  the  trade  and  away  from  the  favoured  few  dispensing 
places,  he  will  find  a  good  deal  of  enlightenment  which  (on 
that  subject)  he  certainly  seems  to  need.  The  inflated  idea 
of  the  chemist's  position  was,  and  still  is,  due  to  Jacob 
Bell,  who  never  was  a  working  chemist  at  all  :  he  was  a 
swell  Londoner  who  inherited  a  fine  business  and  cash  from 
his  father,  John  Bell ;  he  was  a  friend  of  many  of  the 
literary  men  of  his  day,  and  he  sat  in  Parliament  for  a  time. 
All  of  which  sounds  very  like  a  working  chemist !  His 
dream  was  to  create  an  ideal  body  of  doctors'  dispensers,  and 
if  it  had  not  been  for  the  education  of  the  people  and  the 
consequent  self-drugging,  and  the  increased  demand  for 
drugs  and  chemicals  in  the  manufactures,  the  poor  chemist 
would  have  become  extinct  about  1888,  when  the  doctors 
plainly  told  us  they  would  do  their  own  dispensing.  Jacob's 
dream  was  too  ideal  for  working-class  England,  and  if  the 
balance-sheet  of  chemists  doing  1,000Z.  to  1,500Z.  a  year  were 
placed  before  the  Magistrates,  I  question  if  any  Bench  in 
England  would  ever  again  inflict  more  than  a  nominal  fine 
in  cases  where  unqualified  assistants  or  managers  of  small 
branches  sold  such  poisons  as  laudanum,  paregoric,  or  salt 
of  lemon  in  poor  districts  whose  buying-power  would  not 
support  a  qualified  owner  or  manager  at  anything  like  the 
present  high  standard  of  wages.  [The  minimum  fine  for 
selling  illegally  is  51. — Editor.]  The  proportion  of  poisons 
to  general  trade  is  so  ridiculously  small  (6d.  in  the  11.)  that 
it  is  self-evident  magistrates  would  hesitate  to  convict  in 
such  cases  if  that  evidence  were  brought  before  them. 
Chemists  don't  know  this,  or  if  they  do  they  seem  afraid  to 
say  so  in  case  it  be  thought  they  are  no  longer  chemists,  but 
drug-stores,  and  they  continue  to  pay  the  fines  or  keep  on 
branches  at  a  loss  instead  of  at  a  profit.

Great  difficulty  is  still 
being  experienced  in  getting  apprentices  in  Glasgow.  "  The 
reason,"  adds  a  correspondent,  '*  is  the  long  hours  druggists' 
shops  are  kept  open  in  Glasgow — often  till  10  p.m.  or  later. 
Other  shops  are  shut  at  8  P.M.  Is  it  likely  that  lads  will  stand 
this  slavery  when  better  hours  in  other  lines  are  offered  ?  " —

.1.  ./.  S.  (212/15). — With  further  reference  to  your  question 
in  our  issue  of  September  7,  p.  425,  regarding  head  and  nerve 
powders,  we  understand  that  the  wrapper  in  which  each 
powder  is  enclosed  is  registered,  and  that  the  title  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  proprietary  claim.  If  this  be  so,  these  are  con- 
ditions which  restrict  the  sale  of  the  powders  to  chemists  and 
persons  holding  a  patent-medicine  licence. 

./.  W.  A.  (224/14).—  The  description  "blood  purifier  for  all 
blood  and  skin  diseases  "  is  dutiable,  but  you,  as  a  chemist, 
are  entitled  to  the  exemption  in  respect  of  known,  admitted, 
and  approved  remedies  by  appropriate  disclosure  on  the  label. 
The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  repeatedly  declared  that 
they  will  not  say  which  labels  are  exempt.  Even  when  labels 
are  sent  to  Somerset  House  for  that  purpose  they  are  returned 
marked  "  Liable  to  duty  "  or  "  Not  liable  to  duty  "  irrespective 
of  exemption. 

F.  It.  (221/30). — Carbolic  disinfecting-powder  is  not  a  sche- 
duled poison.  Carbolic  acid  itself  and  all  liquid  preparations 
containing  more  than  3  per  cent,  are  ;  but  see  our  Diary  for 
the  complete  entry. 

Bruno  (224/54).— Chloride  of  gold  is  not  "  gold  plate." 

Alpha  (223/42). — So  long  as  notice  of  the  termination  of  a 
tenancy  is  given  not  later  than  six  months  before  the  term 
corresponding  with  that  in  which  the  tenancy  commenced,  it 
is  legal.  A  single  day  after  the  six  months  invalidates  the 
notice. 

A  (226/15)  has  a  main  business  at  F,  where  he  has  sold 
medicated  wines  for  years  ;  he  opens  a  branch  B.  A  holds  a 
wine-licence  for  F,  but  not  for  B.  Customers  at  once  apply  for 
wines  at  B.  (1)  Can  money  be  taken  for  these  at  B,  and  the 
goods  sent  from  B,  though  not  stocked  there  ?  [Legally,  no.] 
(2)  If  not,  can  such  wines  be  ordered  by  telephone  by  A's 
manager  and  sent  from  F  ?  [Legally,  no.]  (3)  If  not,  can  the 
customer  telephone  from  B  and  the  cash  be  collected  on 
delivery  from  F  ?  [Yes.]

A  preliminary  condi- 
tion for  reporting  on  samples  submitted  is  that  all  particulars 
as  to  source  and  uses  are  given  to  us. 


Tragaeanth  (220/37).— The  Diploma  in  Public  Health  is 
granted  to  registered  practitioners.  All  the  universities,  as 
well  as  the  Royal  Colleges  in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland, 
grant  the  diploma.  It  is  necessary  that  candidates  should, 
during  twelve  months  after  qualifying  as  medical  practitioners, 
for  a  period  of  six  months  work  in  a  laboratory  devoted  to 
the  investigation  of  chemistry,  bacteriology,  and  nathology 
of  diseases  of  animals  transmissible  to  man.  Also  for  another 
six  months  study  the  duties  and  routine  of  public-health 
administration,  either  under  a  medical  officer  of  health  or 
under  a  sanitary  staff  officer  of  the  Royal  Army  Medical 
Corps;  at  least  three  months  of  this  instruction  must  be 
distinct  from  the  laboratory  course.  In  addition  to  the  fore- 
going, candidates  must  also  attend  for  three  months  the  prac- 
tice in  a  hospital  for  infectious  diseases,  and  pass  the  neces- 
sary examination  or  examinations  for  the  diploma.  Fees  for 
the  examination  vary  according  to  the  examining  body. 
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Twelve  guineas  is  charged  by  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons. 

Harmless  (140/7). — HEAD-rowDER. — Your  sample  consists  of 
acetanilide.  The  quantity  in  the  powder  sent  was  7£  grains, 
which  is  too  large  a  dose.  The  B.P.  dose  is  3  grains,  but  up  to 
5  grains  is  commonly  given. 

D.  (213/71).— Condiment  for  Rabbits. — The  specimen  sent  is 
said  to  be  used  for  feeding-up  rabbits  for  show  purposes,  and 
is  also  used  for  poultry.  We  find  it  to  consist  mainly  of 
linseed  meal  (sine  oleo)  and  powdered  fenugreek,  with  some 
coarse  ground  Indian  corn.  A  little  aniseed,  of  which  almost 
all  animals  are  very  fond,  might  be  added  to  it. 

/.  /.  S.  (216/27). — The  Maggot  Oil  contains  corrosive  subli- 
mate, petroleum  (common  burning  paraffin),  black  sulphur, 
and  water,  with  probably  some  other  less  potent  ingredients. 
There  is  no  turpentine  in  it. 

M.  J.  (213/64). — There  are  numerous  Schools  or  Massage  in 
London — some  good  and  some  inferior.  If  you  write  to  Mrs. 
Creighton  Hale,  89  Mortimer  Street,  W.,  or  Mr.  C.  Jackson 
Palmer,  66  Ridgmount  Gardens,  W.C.,  either  will  give  you 
full  particulars.  Palmer's  book  on  massage  is  said  to  be  the 
best  on  the  subject.  A  fully-qualified  masseur  does  splendidly, 
but  the  best  men  have  taken  a  three-years'  course  in  Sweden. 

Atropia  (217/59). — Sodii  Stjlphoricinas. — The  acid  from 
which  this  is  made  is  prepared  by  acting  upon  castor  oil  with 
a  third  of  its  weight  of  sulphuric  acid,  the  temperature  not 
being  allowed  to  exceed  50°  C.  Particular  care  has  to  be 
exercised  in  order  that  sulphurous-acid  gas  is  not  evolved,  this 
being  done  by  watching  the  temperature,  which  may  be 
controlled  by  surrounding  the  reaction  vessel  with  cold  water. 
After  action  is  complete,  add  several  volumes  of  cold  water  to 
the  mixture,  whereby  the  sulphoricinic  acid  separates  and 
floats  on  the  top.  Collect  this,  wash  with  water,  and  neutralise 
with  sodium  carbonate.  'Ihe  product  (known  also  as  solvin 
and  polysolve)  is  a  brownish  thick  liquid,  soluble  in  alcohol 
and  water,  and  is  used  for  antiseptic  purposes.  Phenol 
Sodium  Sdlphoricinate  is  a  mixture  of  4  parts  of  the  above 
and  1  part  of  absolute  phenol.  It  is  used  as  a  local  caustic  in 
nasal  and  laryngeal  papilloma  and  ulcers. 

Alphar  (221/4). —  (1)  Caspari's  liq.  bismuthi  and  sodse  tart, 
we  do  not  find  in  his  "  Pharmacy." 

(2)  Kalish  Formula  for  Extract  of  Vanilla  is  as  follows : 

Mexican  vanilla  beans    3j  lb. 

Granulated  sugar     ...    7  lb. 

Cologne  spirit  (190°  proof)  ...  4  gals. 

Water    3  gals. 

To  make  7  gals,  of  extract. 

Cut  the  beans  into  pieces  about  1  in.  long,  place  them  in  a 
porcelain  jar,  and  pour  on  them  7  pints  of  boiling  water. 
Macerate  for  twenty-four  hours,  and  pour  off  the  supernatant 
liquid.  Grind  the  beans  finely,  passing  through  a  mincing- 
machine,  and  macerate  in  a  porcelain  jar  with  the  sugar  and 
three  more  pints  of  water.  Within  twenty-four  hours  add 
1  gal.  of  Cologne  spirit  (or  alcohol  90-per-cent.) ;  macerate 
seven  days,  and  add  another  gallon  of  spirit ;  another  week, 
and  add  5  gal.  of  spirit.  Macerate  for  thirty  days  longer,  and 
percolate  through  a  percolator  with  a  muslin  diaphragm.  After 
the  liquid  has  been  run  through,  add  a  menstruum  of  9  pints  of 
water  and  12  pints  of  spirit.  The  tincture  should  be  clear  and 
bright,  and  must  not  be  filtered.  It  is  best  kept  in  wood  for  six 
months,  but  may  be  used  at  any  time.  Vanilla  tincture  cannot 
be  prepared  in  a  few  days.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  pint 
and  gallon  referred  to  above  are  wine  measure,  and  contain 
16  oz.  and  128  oz.  respectively.

J.  A.  JR.  (221/67). — Linseed,  Liquorice,  and  Chlorodtne 
Lozenges. — Apart  from  liquorice  extract  and  linseed  mucilage, 
the  medication  used  for  these  is  a  mixture  of  chloroform  lb.  vj., 
capsicin  jj.,  and  peppermint  oil  Jj. 

Phynn  (226/47). — "Fig-dust"  for  cleaning  white  fur  is 
stated  to  be  medium  oatmeal.  See  C.  <£•  D.,  June  22,  1907, 
p.  948. 

Teds  (215/12)  sends  a  sample  of  viscid  syrup,  which  is  used 
with  asbestos  for  making  a  cement  to  fill  holes  in  the  Mica  OF 
Electric  Accumulators.  The  copper  is  heated  with  a  blow- 
lamp, and  the  holes  are  plugged  with  the  cement.  We  find 
the  viscid  stuff  to  be  thick  water-glass  (sodium  silicate). 

Assistant  (227/24)  has  not  sent  his  name,  and  he  could  have 
saved  himself  the  trouble  of  writing  by  referring  to  "  The  Art 
of  Dispensing." 

Subscriber  (149/90). — Potassium  iodide  can  be  bought 
(wholesale)  cheaper  in  Calcutta  than  in  London,  as  it  is  im- 
ported from  Japan.  Retail  it  sells  in  shops  at  Is.  per  1-oz. 
bottle,  but  cheaper  in  the  bazaars. 


Janos  (222/20). — We  have  failed  to  trace  formulae  for  sugar- 
less jams.  Saccharin  should  be  used  in  its  sugar  equivalent 
(as  indicated  by  the  commercial  strengths,  1-300,  etc.).  Per- 
haps the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.,  165  Queen  Victoria 
Street,  London,  E.C.,  may  be  able  to  assist  you. 

E.  E.  S.  (224/44).— No,  thanks.  We  had  limerick  com- 
petitions more  than  a  year  ago,  and  have  no  desire  to  pander 
to  the  present  silly  craze. 

/.  K.  (216/40).— (1)  Ask  a  grocer.  (2)  B.P.  carbolic  acid  is 
used  for  gapes  in  chickens.  (3)  See  "  Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulas." 

F.  li.  (203/57). — Your  specimen  is  probably  a  variety  of  the 
well-known  garden  annual  Clarkia  clcgans  (N.O.  Onagrariece). 
It  is  a  native  of  California  and  North-West  America,  and  ap- 
pears to  have  no  useful  properties. 

/.  D.  S.  (Seattle,  U.S.A.)  (219/62).— We  cannot  find  any  small 
volume  giving  directions  for  preparing  miscible  tar-oil.  The 
U.S. P.  Liquor  Cresolis  Compositus  (C.  &  D.,  August  31, 
p.  374)  is  hard  to  beat.  Heavy  tar-oil  is  rendered  miscible  by 
the  use  of  alkaline  resin  soap.  Take  resin  100,  soap-makers'  lye 
85,  water  200,  soft  soap  40  parts.  Dissolve  the  resin  in  the  lye 
and  water  by  boiling;  add  the  soft  soap,  and  evaporate  the 
whole  to  240  parts.  To  this  add  sufficient  heavy  oil  to 
produce  1,000  parts.  Heat  the  soap  gently,  and  add  400  parts 
of  the  oil;  carefully  raise  the  temperature  till  just  short  of 
boiling,  until  a  perfect  solution  is  effected  ;  the  rest  of  the  oil 
is  then  added.  Finally  the  mixture  is  filtered  or  strained 
through  a  cloth. 

M.  E.  (225/41).— The  formula  for  Oleum  Benzoatum  in 
"Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  is  the  only  one  we  can  trace, 
except  an  American  modification  of  it  which  was  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  September  15,  1906,  p.  448.  In  this  modification  2  oz. 
of  benzoin  is  treated  with  4  oz.  of  ether,  filtered,  1  oz.  of  castor 
oil  added,  and  the  whole  evaporated,  the  residue  being 
brought  up  to  1^  oz.  in  weight  with  castor  oil.  In  France 
simple  tincture  of  benzoin  (1  in  5)  is  used  to  benzoate  lard,  in 
the  proportion  of  about  5  drops  to  the  ounce  of  lard. 

D.  IF.  (224/42)  writes:  "Could  you  or  any  of  your  readers 
inform  me  of  any  preparation  for  applying  to  cornices  and 
ceiling  of  room  to  prevent  flies  marking  them." 

B.  (216/21). — There  are  comparatively  few  good  books,  at 
a  moderate  figure,  on  jam-making.  Perhaps  Hausner's 
"Manufacture  of  Preserved  Foods"  (225  pp.,  price  7s.  6cZ., 
Scott,  Greenwood  &  Co.,  London)  might  suit  your  purpose, 
but  no  book  deals  adequately  with  the  subject.  The  com- 
position of  jams  varies  according  to  the  requirements  of  each 
market. 

T.  E.  IF.  (215/4). — It  is  impossible  to  oxidise  linseed  oil  by 
simple  boiling.  There  are  two  ways  in  which  it  is  done,  but 
the  first  is  employed  only  in  linoleum-factories  and  would  not 
interest  you;  besides,  it  takes  six  weeks  to  carry  out  the 
process.  A  quicker  method  is  that  of  introducing  raw  oil 
into  a  steam-jacketed  cylinder  inside  which  a  stirrer  is  rotated 
at  great  speed.  A  current  of  air  is  passed  through  the  spray  of 
oil  thus  obtained,  and  the  oil  can  be  oxidised,  at  a  high  tem- 
perature, in  five  or  six  hours ;  or  if  required  of  a  light  colour, 
at  a  lower  temperature  in  twenty-four  hours.  Oxidised  oil  so 
obtained  is  like  turkey  sponge.  It  melts  with  great  difficulty, 
and  must  be  manipulated  with  hot  rollers.  It  might  be  ad- 
visable to  add  10  per  cent,  each  of  resin  and  Kauri  gum  for 
your  purpose  (indiarubber  substitute).  We  do  not  know  if  this 
can  be  bought  on  the  market.  It  requires  expensive 
apparatus. 

Fresh  Air  (216/63).— Robert  Boyle  &  Son,  Ltd.,  64  Holborn 
Viaduct,  London,  E.C.,  publish  an  excellent  little  book  en- 
titled "Natural  and  Artificial  Methods  of  Ventilation. 
Write  to  them. 

Eants  (220/8).— Plant-food.— Your  sample  contains  guano 
as  a  basis,  with  some  dried  blood  and  mineral  fertilisers.  Ihe 
following  makes  an  excellent  plant-food.  Guano  good 
quality),  50  ;  ammonium  sulphate,  20  ;  sodium  nitrate,  calcium 
superphosphate,  and  kainit  (potassium  muriate),  of  each  10. 

Bodilonfach  (226/49).— Of  the  resins  which  are  in  the  greater 
part  soluble  in  oil  of  turpentine  (without  "  running  ")  dammar 
and  mastic  give  the  toughest  film. 

Gentian  (226/26).— The  keeping  properties  of  Cod-liver  oil 
Emulsion  made  with  Irish  moss  depend  greatly  upon  the 
bacterial  condition  of  the  moss  used.  It  should  be  washed 
before  it  is  soaked  in  water,  and  the  mucilage  made  by 
boiling  the  softened  moss  in  the  water  for  at  least  half  an 
hour  (replacing  evaporated  water),  so  as  to  ensure  thorough 
sterilisation.  Then  chloroform  and  aromatic  oils  should  keep 
the  emulsion  good,  but  you  may  add  5  grains  of  benzoic  acid 
to  each  pint  with  advantage  to  flavour  and  action,  as  well  as 
keeping  properties.
